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DELAYING AN ELECTION 


——_~.>——_——- 
MEMBERS WEARIED BY ~ CONK- 
LING’S OBSTINACY. 

A SCENE BETWEEN SENATOR MADDEN AND 
CONKLING—SOME PLAIN-SPOKEN WORDS 
-~—-MEMBERS RUSHING} HOME FOR THR 
WEEK—PRBESSURE OF CONSTITUENTS ON 
WILLFUL MEMBERS. 

Atzpany, June 23.—Having spent a few 
hours in Utica, Mr. Conkling returned to Al- 
bany this evening, once more to contemplate 
the mischief which he has wrought in the Re- 
publican Party in the State and perhaps to 
contrive, with the assistance of other promi- 
nent Republicans who approve of his plans, new 
schemes for defeating the will of thepeople. The 
ex-Senator, as usual, has spent most of his 
time in his room, but about 10 o’clock he took 
a walk through the hall of the Delavan, and 
furnished the material for an entertain- 
ing paragraph. A few days ago there 
appeared in fHE TrmeEs’s dispatches from 
Albany a statement made by Senator 
Madden, in which the outrageous course of 
Conkling in resigning and then persisting in 
demanding a re-election against the positive 
opposition of the Republicans of the 
State was very vigorously condemned, It 
seems probable that Conkling must have 
read this and other outspoken  decla- 
rations of Senator Madden. As he 
walked along the hall to-night in company 
with Mr. Platt Senator Madden passed. « He 
Wid not stop, but bowed and went by, merely 
paying “Good evening,”[§ Conkling turned, 
end Senator Madden looking back and ob- 
serving the movement, returned to Conkling 
and was about to extend his hand. 

The imperious ex-Senator did not return the 
courtesy. ‘‘ No,” said he, “I will not shake 
hands with you.”’ 

“Why not?” asked Senator Madden, 

“If you were not a Senator I would tell you 
something, but—” 

‘** Hang it,” said Senator Madden, or words 
to that effect, ‘‘lay that all aside. Don’t mind 
Senatorial dignity. Speak right out. I’m a 


plain mans, clear through, all the way 
through.” . 


The ex-senior United States Senator, still 
standing at a respectful distance from the 
rugged State Senator, who was impatiently 
thumping the floor with his cane and stroking 
bis gray beard with his free hand, eyed Mr. 
Madden keenly and then attempted to reprove 
him for his criticisms, and particulariy for 
having said that he (Conkling) was here but- 
tonholing members and soliciting their votes. 

Senator Madden heard the complaint and 
then blurted out: ‘I’m not so polite as some 
men, and perhaps spoke too bluntly. I go 
’cross-lots instead of going round. Youfdon’t 
suppose that I meant you were twisting the 
buttons off men’s coats, do you?’ The 
ex-Senator listened; Mr. Platt waited. Mr. 
Madden, bold as a lion, did not 
wait to be invited, but kept on: ‘‘ You know 
what the words mean. You came back here 
seeking a vindication, To say that you were 
button-holing men here may not have been ac- 
curately true, but you are here seeking a vin- 
dication. I spoke of you in public as a public 
manclear through. If you think I spoke of 
you offensively, it’s a great mistake all the 
way through.” 

** But I would not have said such a thing of 
you,” protested Mr. Conkling, and then he 
turned to go. 

**T tell you the truth whenI speak,’’ said 
Senator Madden, ‘and thatis more than some 
men dare. You know yourself that 14 long 
years ago you told me that I was the only man 
who dared tell you the truth clear through, 
and I believe it’s true now.”’ 

The ex-Senator held out his hand hesitating- 
ly. Mr. Madden, who is not an unforgiving 
man, tookit. ‘*‘Good-night,’’ said he, and the

att. 

In spite of the efforts of Stalwarts and Ad- 
ministration leaders to keep members here, 
and almost immediately after solemn declara- 
tions have been made on both sides of a de- 
termination to stay here and fight the battle 
out, an irresistible desire to go home seems to 


have seized the Legislature. Democrats and 
Republicans have to-night been pairing and 


going home, and it looks as though the at- 
tendance would be greatly reduced to-morrow. 
The Administration men are discreetly refusing 
to pair with Republicans unless they can in- 
clude a Democratin each “pair.” ‘The pros- 
pect to men whe were hoping to end the 
fight this week is not encouraging. Most 


of the pairs being arranged are to 
extend to Tuesday, and if the pairing goes on 
to-morrow as it has to-night, it is questionable 
whether there will be a quorum in joint as- 
sembly on Saturday. Under such circum- 
stances it is not to be wondered at if 


there is no talk about compromise 
or settlement in any way. With a Legislature 


growing wearied of the fight, and the anti- 
Conkling men divided by wild jealousies in a 
way that seems incurable, and which 1s un- 
questionably foolish, the election of Senators 
seems to beas faraway as at any time since 
the contest began. 

The pressure of constituencies upon obsti- 
mate members is accumulating, however, and 
may tellintime. Mr. Howland, of the Second 


Onondaga District, elected by a district which 
Is said to contain perhaps three Conkling men, 
and these men office-holders, has been ignoring 
the wishes of his constituents by voting for 
Conkling and Platt. To-day he was reminded, 
by a paper signed by more than 1,000 of 
the best citizens of his district, that unless he 
could more truly represent them they would 
be glad to see him resign, It remains to 
be seen whether Mr, Howland will 
consider his obligation to Vanduzen 
and Candee, who promise to make 
him State Senator next Fall, greater than to 
the men who elected him to the Assembly. A 
petition signed by 3,100 persons who desire 
the re-election of Conkling and Platt was last 
night found in the street outside the Delavan 


Eouse by a policeman, and awaits a claimant 
it the Police station.

TWO MORE BALLOTS. 
#ASTING ADMINISTRATION VOTES—LITTLE 
CHANGE IN THE RESULTS. 

ALBANY, June 23.—While the Adminis- 
tration men do not like to admit the fed, it is 
true, and they all know it, that the Conkling 
men from the outset have had the advantage 
of their stronger opponents in having candi- 
dates for whom they can vote solidly every 
time. The Administration men have four or 
five candidates for Conkling’s place, and as 
many for Platt’s, and they go on voting for 
them as they did this morning, giving 50 for 
one and distributing, the remnant about 
among the remaining candidates, It needed 
78 votes to elect on the twenty-fourth ballot. 
If the Wheeler and Depew men were not sus- 
picious of each other, both of the candidates 
would have made a better seore. But each 
candidates friends hold back for fear 
the other man will get ahead. The 
result was similar to that of yesterday. Kight- 
een members voted for Depew, but not for 
Wheeler. and 15 members voted for Wheeler, 
and not for Depew. If the votes for Depew 
had been added to that received by Wheeler, 
he would have had 68, and the addition of the 
15 Wheeler votes to Depew would have given 
him 68. If these votes could be relied 
upon in @ caucus to support a proposi- 
tion for an _ open _ ballot, and to 
abide by the vote of the majority, it can be 
seen that the caucus would to-morrow decide 
the Senatorial fight and send Chauncey M. 
Depew and William A. Wheeler back in the 

laces of Conkling and Platt. The Admin- 
stration men do not talk of a caucus yet asa 
means of settling this disputue. To agree toa 
caucus would be to concede the Conkling men 
a point, It is difficult to see what else they 
could now gain by a caucus. 

The vote for Conkling’s successor was only 
interesting as an exhibition of the complete 
recovery of the Democrats from the alarm of 
yesterday. They came up in good order for 
Clarkson N. Potter, and Jacobs and Brad- 
ley disanneared. Senator Forster. whose

agility in skipping about among can- 
didates is unexcelled, to-day voted for 
Lapham, paving esterday voted for 
Wheeler. Mr. Bemiss and Mr. Binninger 
changed from Lapham to Wheeler. r. 
Gorsline, who unwittingly started a boom and 
provoked a storm of applause, voted for 

eorge G. Hoskins instead of Cornell. The 
only other changes were that of Mr. Holt 
from Daniels to Wheeler and Mr. Reitz from 
Wheeler to Lapham. The vote was: Wheeler, 
50; Conkling, 32; Lapham, 17; Cornell, 1; 
Folger, 1; Hoskins, 1; Potter, 53, There were 
a few changes on the roll-call for the long 
term, but none of importance, except that of 
Mr. Evans, who again voted for Platt after 
twice abandoning him. The result was: De- 
poe!

pham, 4; Wheeler, 1; Tremain, 1; Kernan,

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 23, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $165,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $449,733 24, and from Customs $6%,- 
223 94. 

Judge McFarland, the newly appointed 
Commissioner of the General Land Oflice, 
arrived in Washington to-day and called at 
the Interior Department to pay his respects to 
Secretary Kirkwood. He will qualify and 
enter upon the duties of his new position to- 
morrow. 


The following was furnished to-day by Chief 
Brooks, of the Secret Service: ‘* Charles E. 
Anchisi, an Italian, who eseaped from the 
custody of a Deputy Sheriff in New-York 
City while held under a charge of émbezzle- 


ment, and who, in the false guise of a Secret 
Service Officer of the Treasury Department, 


swindled so many persons in St. Louis, New- 
Orleans, Memphis, and other places, has been 
arrested in San Francisco by Operative 
Henry Finnegass, of the Secret Service 
Division, while in the act of ne- 
gotiating a stolen and altered United 
States registered bond. Those who have 


suffered by his acts should communicate the 


fact to Col. Henry Finnegass, San Francisco, 
Cal.” 

There are about $16,000,000 6 per cent. bonds 
—series of 1861—3—outstanding, which mature 
on June 30. These bonds, together with the 
half-vearly interest, amounting to about €500,- 
000, will be paid about July 1, or, possibly, 
their redemption may be anticipated a few 
days. The quarterly interest on the 4 per 
cents of 1907 will be paid about July 1. The 
checks for the payment are now being pre- 
pared by the Treasurer. This loan aggregates 
$738,000,000 in round numbers, and the amount 
of interest to be paid will be about $7,380,000. 
There yet remains to be paid out of the Treas- 
ury about $5,000,000 interest on the 5 and 6 per 
cent. bonds which have been continued at 31¢ 
per cent. The ‘‘ Oregon war debt,’”’ amounting 
to $688,000, is also poyae July 1, which makes 
a total of about $30,000,000 to be paid out of 
the Treasury about July 1. It is not probable 
that the interest on the outstanding 4s will be 
oe as there is no apparent necessity 

or it.

THE MARYLAND DEMOCRATS. 


BALTIMORE, June 23.—The Democratic 
State Convention to nominate a candidate for 
Controller of the State Treasury met to-day at 
Masonic Temple. The delegates of the 
Committee of Ons Hundred, of Balti- 
more, were not admitted. The conven- 
tion renominated Thumas J. Keating for 
Controller. Mr. Keating received 109 votes, 
the entire vote of the convention excepting 


Washington and St. Mary’s Counties, which 
declined to vote. 


THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
ALBANY, June 23.—The State Board of 


Health held a special meeting at the New Capitol 
to-day, and considered the duties imposed on them 
by recent legislation. There were present: Dr. E. M. 
Moore, Dr. William M. Smith, Prof.- Charles F. 
Chandler, the Hon. Erastus Brooks, Dr. J. Savage 
Delavan, Dr. G. S. Hunt, and Dr. Elisha Har- 
ris. The act to prevent the adulteration 
of food and drugs, chapter 407, was discussed at 
length and the responsibilities of the board in 
relation thereto were stated in detail. 
It was resolved to engage competent 
chemists for the purpose of analyzing samples sub- 
mitted. Measures were also talion, to co-operate 
with all interested in the sale of pure 
food and drugs. The alarming prevalence 
of small-pox and che danger to the 
State from exposure to this contagion through im- 
migration received a. large share of attention, 
and suitable repressive measures. ‘were acopted. 
Petitions from numerous towns and villages esk- 
jug the board for the removal of malarial nuisances 
were submitted, and appropriate action taken. 
re 
GRISCOM ENJOYING HIS FAST. 

CuIcaGo, June 23.—Griscom, the faster, made 
the remarkable statewent to-day that a man should 
not feel uncomfortable after fasting eight or nine 
days.and added that he can now commence and walk 
from seven to nine miles each day until the conclu- 
sion of his fast. To prove that he was not 
joking, he started upon a walk at 9 
o'clock this morning in company with 
Dr. Tucker and a reporter. They walked 
along Clark-street to Lincoln Park, where they re- 
mained nearly an hour, and then tramped south 
along the lake shore drive to the Water 
works. They returned to the Olympic 
Theatre at 11:40 %o’clock. At the close of the 
twenty-sixth day of the fast, (at noon to-day,) 
Griscom weighed 1 pounds, having lost one 
pound during the last 24 hours, and 3134 
pounds during the 26 days. During the afternoon be 
was cheerful and in the best of spirits. He evi- 
dently enjoyed the walk. Griscom declares that 
he eninve his fast. and says that it aids his intellect.

FOREIGN PLANS OF FRANCE

HER QUARREL WITH ITALY OVER 
THE TUNISIAN QUESTION. 
LARGE NUMBERS OF ITAIIANS LEAVING 
FRANCE—ITALY’8 NEW LOAN NOT TO BE 
DEALT IN AT PARIS—GERMANY’S VIEW 
OF FRENCH POLICY. 

Lonpon, June 23.—A dispatch from Mar- 
seilles says: “Italians continue to quit this 
city. Two steam-ship companies have offered 
to the Italian Consul free accommodation 
aboard all théir ships for Italians afraid to 
remain, and 600 have already left. Another 
body of Italians, numbering 224, have applied 
for free passage home on Saturday next.” 

Most of the financial articles of the morning 
papers state that until the relations between 
France and Italy become more satisfactory 
the difficulties attending any attempt to place 
the new Italian loan on the Paris market will 
be practically insurmountable, France will 


only consent to the loan being dealt with on 
the Paris Bourse on the condition that Italy 
formally withdraws her disapproval of the 
French policy in Tunis. 

Rome, June 23.—There were anti-French 
demonstrations in Palermo yesterday, and 
there have been several arrests in Naples for 
hostile demonstrations against the French. 

Paris, June 23,—There have been uarrels 
and stabbings among Frenchmen and Italians 
at Joigny, Nancy, Vanvres, and ‘in some of 
the poorer quarters of Paris, but without 
serious results. 

A dispatch from Tunis says: ‘‘ The Bey’s 
steward has taken refuge at the English Con- 
sulate, with securities and jewels which the 
Bey claims, 1,000,000f. that he embezzled, and 
the accounts of his stewardship for many 
years, Surprise is felt that the British Consul 
should protect the embezzler.”’ ) 

A semi-official note is published declaring 
that there is nothing in the appointment of M. 
Roustan «as intermediary between the Bey and 
the foreign representatives at Tunis to change 
the personal relations which the Bey has 
hitherto maintained with the latter. % 

BERLIN, June 23,—The National Zeitung, 


commenting on the recent circular of M. Bar- 
thélmy-St. Hilaire, the French Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, to the representatives of 
France abroad setting forth the foreign policy 
of France, says: ‘*The French console them- 
selves for their vast expenditure by the idea 
that they are financially starving out Ger- 
many, which isa delusion. America only is 
baat by this war in peace, for which the 
rench agriculturists are paying dearly.” 

Lonpon, June 24.—A dispatch from Mar- 
seilles says: ‘‘Seditious placards were post- 
ed here last Sunday declaring that all 
works where Italians were employed 
would be burned down. This threat now seems 

artly realized, as two oil mills and a manu- 
actory where Italians only were employed 
have been almost totally destroyed by fire, 
The damage is estimated at 6,000,000f. An 
inquiry has been opened.” 

A correspondent at Paris says: ‘‘Five 
thousand Italians usually enter Marseilles 
a mggsg:. | on their way to or from Af- 
rica. be riots have curtailed the stay 
of some of these, and yesterday’s steamer for 
Genoa and other Italiam vorts took 130 Ital- 
ians, half of whom were residents of Mar- 
seilles,”’ 

A dispatch to the Times from Berlin re- 
ports that Prince Bismarck is rapidly recover- 
ing.

Panis, June 23.—A cyclone has occurred 
in the district of Blois, causing damage to the 
extent of several millions of francs, 

M. Louis de Cassagnac, a brother of Paul de 
Cassagnac, has fought a duel with Capt. He- 
rissant. M. de Cassagnac, after receiving a 
slight scratch on the hand, wounded his ad- 
versary in the shoulder. 

ALGIERS, June 23.—Much indignation is ex- 
pressed at the failure of the large military 
force employed to bring the rebels south of 
Oran to bay, and the newspapers demand an 
inquiry as to the cause of the failure. 

London, June 23.—A Paris correspondent

Admiral Ronciére le Noury as President of the 
Geographical Society.

"tn the House of Commons this afternoon the 
Right Hon. M. E, Grant Duff, Under Colonial 
Secretary, replying to a question by Mr, 
Pease, said the Government are now consider- 
ing the question of an international agreement 
to aappies senapning and the slave trade in 
the Western Pacific. 

The feeling of dissatisfaction among the 
telegraphers has caused many to seek employ- 
ment in the offices of foreign cable companies, 
the pay of the latter being double that of 
Government pay. Many have signified their 
intention to resign. 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg reaffirms 
that the Russian Government has recom- 
mended the Bulgarian people to co-operate 
with Prince Alexander, and that the state- 
ment that the Kussian Government has left 
the Prince to the mercy of his anarchical ad- 
versaries is false, 

The Standard says: ‘The calculation of 
the census is rapidly approaching completion. 
The entire population of the Kingdom will be 
shown to be above 35,000,000. The increase in 
a decade is a little over 4,000,000.”’ 

Of the £350,000 worth of bills on India offered 
yesterday, £40,000 worth did not call forth 
sufficiently high tenders, and were left unal- 
lotted. Four hundred thousand pounds will be 
offered next week. The Council will in future 
announce the minimum price they will be pre- 
pared to accept. 

An Athens correspondent says he has re- 
ceived a letter from Arta, on the Albanian 
frontier, stating that the guards have been 
withdrawn behind the new frontier of Epirus, 
and that only about 4,000 Turkish troops will 
remain in the Province of Arta until its occu- 
pation in July by the Greek army. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Company 
from Sopha says: ‘Three Deputies and 
two other persons, all Liberals, have 
been attacked by unknown men and 
mortally | wounded. The situation is 
daily becoming more serious. Prince Gort- 
schakoff, replying to the Liberal leaders, de- 
clares that Russia remains neutral with regard 
to the internal affairs of Bulgaria.” 

Lonpon. June 24.—The Standard says: 
‘*The French Government has acceded to 
the request of the British Government to 
reopen the question in regard to the rights 
claimed by French subjects engaged in fishing 
in the waters of Newfoundland. 

Mr. Starley, the inventor of the- modern 
bicycle and tricycle, died yesterday at 
Coventry. 

The Catholic Bishop of Meath, speaking at 
Multifarnham, County Westmeath, heartil 
concurred in the attitude of the Iris 
party in reference to the Land bill, 
the introduction of which, he said, was owin 
to the efforts of the Land League. He saviied 
the Land League not only to pay the legal 
expenses of evicted people, but also to com- 
pensate them to the last farthing for any loss

THE CORNELL CREW AT HENLEY. 

Lonpon, June 23.—The Sportsman says: 
**The Cornell crew have much improved during 
the past fortnignt. They work their bodies better 
than previously. pwn Boat: over the course yes- 
terday, making 40 strokes to the. minute the whole 
way. Capt, R. 2. Cook, of Yale College, who rowed 
with the Yale crew against the London Kowin 
Club at Philadelphia in 1876, is assisting the Cornell 
crew in their training. The men are in good health 
and spirits.’’ 

Lonpon, June 24.—The Times says: 
1879, the Henley Stewards decided that the 
entry of any foreign crew must. be 
made on or before the ist of March, and 
that each member of the crew must 
be certified by the British Consul or chief authority 
of the locality from which he comes to be a 
bona fide amateur. This law was published and 
commented upon in the English and New-York 
sporting papers, so that it is impossible for anybody 
to plead ignorance of its existence. We believe no 
objection has been made by the. competitors 
to the Cornell crew for the Stuwards’ Cup, but we 
understand that the clubs engaged will summon

of the necessary certificates of qualification of 
the Cornell men as amateurs, and that such cer- 
tificates be duly lodged with the Stewards, even if 
the latter choose to create an inconvenient pre- 
cedent by breaking through their invariable prac- 
tice of refusing post-entries.”’

THE COMING CANVASS 


RRA TR SS 
HOW THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION IS LIKE- 
LY TO AFFECT THE TWO PARTIES. 

CoLumsBus, June 23.—Gov. Foster’s ill- 
ness saved him the trouble of making a speech 
to the Republican State Convention, and the 
whole affair was so much in the nature of a 
ratification meeting that no letter of accept- 
ance has been thought necessary. But had 
he been present no more than a formal expres- 
sion of thanks would have been looked for. 
The campaign in Ohio this year is not to be 
made up on what Foster,'as Governor, has 
done or has not done. Itis to be based upon 
the record of the recent Legislature, upon 

‘ 
Foster’s work asa politician, upon the rela- 
tions ot President Garfield to State politicians, 
and above all upon the action of the coming 


Democratic State Convention. The danger 
from the extreme temperance men, of which 
so much is heard in Democratic quarters, has 
not been classified in the above list, for it 
comes under the record of the Legislature, 
and those unofficial acts which are sometimes 
noted but not put upon the record when a 
Governor is in full accord with the dominant 
faction of the Legislature. 

There is a distinction to be noted this year 
when reference is made to the ‘‘temperance’’ 
vote. If Democratic Jeremiahs and Repub- 
lican Doubting Thomases are to be believed, 
that vote this year is to be far mora tban the 
regular Prohibition vote that has been peri- 
odically cast in Ohio during years past. In 
1877, when Bishop defeated West by 22,000 
votes, the Prohibition candidate received 4,838. 
Two years lator, in the Foster-Ewing fight, 
Stewart, Prohibition, had 4,145 votes in ali. 
It is now claimed by temperance men of the 
extreme wing that tbere will bea bolt, that 
the temperance men who have been working 
with the Republican Party will join with the 
Prohbibitionists, and that an attempt will thus 
be made to lay the foundation of a party 
that, weak at first, will grow as the Repub- 
lican Party did when it took a bold stand 
against slavery. The moderate temperance 
reformers do not admit that any such action 
will take place. 

In the first session of the late Legislature a 
combined attempt was made by the tem- 
perance people from all parts of the State to 
pass a local option law. The country mem- 
bers generally voted for the measure, but the 
city members opposed it. Those who did not 
want to be placed upon the record found 
means of delay, and so nothing had been done 
when the session came toanend. At the last 
session the local optionists were present in full 
force, determined to make every man show 
his hand, The contest was warm and close, 
but the result again was that nothing was 
done. In their aisappointment at such ill-suc- 
cess, some of the leaders declared that they 
would bold the Republican Party and Gov. 
Foster personally responsible for their defeat. 
There is, undeniably, a strong feeling on this 
question, but how far it may be developed in 
the interests of the Democrats time alone can 
determine, 


A COMET WHICH CAN Bit SEEN. 


A LARGE ONE DISCOVERED SIMULTANEOUSLY 
IN SEVERAL PLACES. 

ROCHESTER, N, Y., June 23.—The third 
comet discovered since May 1 was announced si- 
multaneously, this morning, to Prof. Lewis Swift, 
Director of the Warner Observatory, by 
Prof. Sharpless, of Haverford College, Penn., 
who states that L. T. Edwards, with the 
naked eye, saw the comet this morning, and 
by Mr. Edgar L. Larkin, of New-Windsor, Il., who 
says it is of vast size, situated inthe constellation 
Auriga, about eight degrees from Capella. Ithasa 
bright centre and a fan-like tail about fifteen de- 
grees long. lt seems very likely that this is the 
famous comet of 1812, which was expected to re- 
-appear in that locality. As the anrouncements 
were received simultaneously in Rochester, the 
question of the honor of the first discovery and the 
award of the Warner $200 prize is open for settle- 
ment hereafter. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—The Guest comet was 
discovered at Haverford College, near this city, at 


2 o'clock this morning, by Levi Edwards, a 


student, who was graduated yesterday. He 
had constructed a new telescope, all his 
own handiwork except the lenses, and rose 
at 2 o’clock to try it. As he jumped out of 
bed he looked through the window and saw, in the 
north-east, a pale streak which he presently found 
to be the tail of a comet, the head being still be- 
low the horizon. At 2:28 A. M. thecomet was seen 
by Edwards, Prof. Sharpless, and a_ student 
named Bishop, and they claim the credit of 
the discovery 15 minutes in advance of any one 
else. The comet could not be seen from the col- 
lege observatory, because of a clump of trees 
which stood in the way, but observations 
were made from_the lawn_ with the 7- 
foot telescope that Edwards had finished. Prof. 
Sharpless said this evening: ‘‘The Newtonian re- 
fiector, with which our observations were made, 
did not enable us to determine the exact shape of 
the orbit in which the comet is moving, and it is 
therefore quite impossible for me to say whether it 
will now approach the sun and increase nightly in 
brilliancy, or recede from it, and become gradually 
less visible. Ishould judge that the tail, as it ap- 

eared this morning, was six or seven degrees long. 

he nucleus is equal in brilliancy to Saturn or 
Mars.”’ Prof. Sharpless is confident that this is the 
comet discovered by Dr. Guest at Buenos Ayres, 
June 1, and anticipated that the spectroscope 
would gain much information from it ahout the 
composition of these erratic bodies, this being the 
first brilliant comet that has appeared since the 
spectroscope was invented. 

Cuicaao, June 23.—A maa reports having seen, 
with the naked eye, about daybreak this morning, 
acomet with an extensive tail, showing not far 
above the horizon, and bearing from where he 
stood, on the lake front between the Government 
pier and the mouth of the river, out over the lake, 
This would be in north-easterly sky. 

CrncrnnaTI, June 23.—The new comet was plainly 
visible here a little before 3 o’clock this morning. 
It appeared about 15° or 18° above the horizon in 
the north-east. Its tail, which was large and lu- 
minous, pointed toward the zenith. 

San Francisco, June 23.—The comet reported 
discovered in two places in the Eastern States last 
night was seen here early this morning by Prof. 
Hanks. It was seen at Bodie, Cal., at 4:30 
A. M. ‘where the nucleus was well de- 
fined and the tail brilliant. It was observed 
at Tombstone, Arizona, at 4 A. M., with the nu- 
cleus apparently half the size of a full moon and 
the tail fan-shape and very brilliant. Ali dis- 
patchés state that the comet was north-east north- 
erly, heading north-west, and just above the hori- 
zon. 

Hartrorp, Conn., June 23.— Observer: at 
Trinity College, about 3 o'clock this morning 
saw the comet which is reported as having been 
seen at other places.

SUSTAINING * THE LIBERALS 


THE VIEWS OF REPUBLICANS OF 
VIRGINIA. 

A DELEGATION OF PROMINENT REPUBLI- 
CANS FROM THAT STATE IN WASHING- 
TON — CONDEMNING GEN. WICKHAM’S 
AGITATION FOR A THIRD TICKET. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Several white 

Republicans of Virginia, who favor the liberal 

movement in that State, assembled here to-day 

in accordance with an arrangement previously 
made for the purpose of explaining to the 

President the political situation in Vir- 

ginia. It owas learned last. night 

that the President would not return to Wash- 
ington to-day, and telegrams were sent to sev- 
eral gentlemen who had signified a purpose to 
be present advising them not to come to 

Washington. Notwithstanding these notifi- 

cations about 50 gentlemen assembled here 

to-day, among them being members of the 

Virginia Legislature, Chairmen of Republican 


County Committees, ex-members of and lete 
candidates for Congress, Judges and Clerks of 
Courts, and other prominent men from various 
sections of the State. The delegation held a 
formal meeting, with a view of eliciting the 
sentiment of those present touching the 
proposition to run a_ straight Republi- 
can ticket in Virginia at the coming 
election. Considerable indignation was ex- 
pressed at the action of the Wickham commit- 
tee in removing the Hon. John F. Lewis from 
the Chairmanship of the State Executive Com- 
mittee, and over the call of that committee 
for a Republican convention. The following 
resolutions were adopted: 


Resolved, That the evident sentiment of a large 
majority of the Republican Party in the State of 
Virginia isin favor of supporting the Liberal ticket 
nominated by the convention that assembled in the 
city of Richmond on the 2d inst, 

Resolved, That we do not recognize the power of 
anybody, except a regularly constituted conven- 
tion of the Republican Party, to remove the Hon. 
John F. Lewis from his position as Chairman of 
the Republican State Central Committee, and that 
until he is so removed we fully recognize him as 
Chairman Of said committee, and expect said com- 
mittee’s recognition of his position at the meeting 
to be held on the 28th ifist. 

Resolved, That should the committee, when it 
meets on the 28th inst., determine to call a State 
Convention, it be requested to order the delegates 
thereto to be elected inthe usual manner by which 
delegates have heretofore been selected, wherein 
all duly qualified voters of the State who are in 
sympathy with the National Republican Party shall 
be represented, and that said convention be held at 
Richmond, it being the most accessible point. 

Resolved, That we, in common witn all good Re- 
publicans of our State, are decidedly in favor of 
paying the eutire just debt of Virginia, and de- 
nounce as false statements made by our opponents 
that we are repudiators or that we favor repudia- 
tion of any portion of the honest debt of our State. 

The Hon. C. A. Bliss, of Farmville, a mem- 
ber of the Virginia Senate, one of the most 
influential Republicans in Dr. Jorgensen’s 
district, stated that in his Senatorial district, 
composed of the Counties of Prince 
Edward, Cumberland, and Amelia, in 
which nearly 4,000 Republican votes were 
cast in the last Presidentiai election, the Repub- 
licans are almost unanimous for sustaining 
the Liberal ticket and that Dr. Jorgen- 
sen, in opposing the movement, knowingly 
misrepresents at least eight-tenths of his con- 
stituents. This statement is corroborated by 
b. 8. Hoopes, a merchant, and other leading 
Republicans of Farmville. 

The Hon. Samuel fF. Maddox, of Chsterfield, 
for a number of years Secretary of the Re- 
publican State Central and State Executive 
Committees, ex-member of the Constitutional 
Convention of the House of Delagetes and of 
the Senate of Virginia, and the Chairman of 
the Republican Committee of Chesterfield, 
stated that of the 1,800 Republican voters in 
that county he does not know of one who does 
not indorse the Liberal movement. He has 
been in communication with Republicans in 
all sections of the State, and believes that fully 
95 per cent. of the Republican Party will sus- 
tain the Liberal movement. 

After several other gentlemen had expressed 
views and made statements similar to the 
above, the delegation appointed a committee 
to call upon the Presicent when he returns, 
and adjourned.

THE READING’S FLOATING INDEBTEDNESS— 


LEASING THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 23.—The ques- 


tion of providing for the floating indebtedness of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company is 
now in the hands of counsel. A proposition to 
issue certificates, eminating from the Receivers, 


was submitted to President Bond, and if found 
valid an application for its approval will be made 


to court. Reports regarding offers of assistance 
from London are denied by President Bond. 

The stockholders of the Philadelphia and Chester 
County Railroad Company held a special meeting 
this afternoon to take action upon a proposition to 
increase the capital stock $250,000, making the total 
capital $750,000. A resolution to that effect was 
passed, and it was stated that the additional funds 
would be devoted to the completion of the line to 
West Chester. The work of grading the first five 
miles from this city is now in progress. 

CINCINNATI, June 23.—Advertisements appear in 
this morning’s papers for bids for the lease for a 
team of 25 years of the Cincinnati Southern Raii- 
road. This is a long-looked-for result. but is some- 
what unexpected, as it was supposed there was a 
dead-lock between the Trustees of the railroad and 
the Trustees of the sinking fund. The proposed 
lease has been agreed to by both boards. It asks 
bids of so much per annum for the first five years; 
so much per nnnum for the second five years, an 
s0 on for a term of 25 years. The bids will be 
opened about the last of August. 

Omana, Neb., June 23.—Vague rumors have been 
afloat for some time that General Manager Clark, 
of the Union Pacific Railway. Company. would re- 
sign that position to accept the general manage- 
ment of the Gould South-western system, now be- 
{ng so rapidly developed. Chicago papers vester- 
day stated that this was a positive fact. Inquiry 
to-day at the Union Pacific Company’s head-quar- 
ters, in this city, of responsible officers, brings out 
the statement that these rumors lack confirmation 
there. Mr. Clark is out of town. No one has his 

ersonal denial of these statements, but those 

est informed say they give no credence 
to them. They have heard them several 
times before during the years Clark has 
been so prominently identified with the Union 
Pacific management. Still he remains with the 
railroad, and is likely to continue to doso. There 
is no doubt that Gould has offered him a tempting 
position, and equally no doubt that Clark feels 
unable to take so great a responsibility, on account 
of his health. He has not been in the best of health 
fortwo or three years. His physical resources 
have been taxed heavily in attending to the Union 
Pacific interests, Friends believe that if he takes 
charge of the new South-western system it will 
break him down entirely. It 1s believed here that 
he will remain with the Union Pacific, spending 
more time in New-York than formerly.

NEARLY EATEN ALIVE WHILE LEFT ALONE 
BY ITS MOTHER. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 23.—This morning 
Mrs. Theodore Fritz, a German woman living in a 
miserable house at Third and Brown streets, 
went out on an errand, leaving two little 
girls, 5 and 38 years old, in a lower 
room, and an infant 5 weeks old in bed up stairs. 
During her absence the neighbors heard the infant 
screaming, but the door of the room was locked, 
and they dia not thik the trouble important 
enough to warrant breaking in. Mrs. Fritz re- 
turned two hours later, and as she opened the 
door of the room in which the baby lay she saw a 
large rat jump off the bed and escape into the wall. 
Hastening tw the bedside she found that the child 
had been almost eaten alive by rats. Its face was 
entirely eaten away, one ear was gone, 
and on one arm ae spot as large as 
a dollar was eaten to the bone, while blood was 
streaming from a number of smaller wounds 
on other parts of the _ body.

LOSSES BY FIRZ.

The fire at Tombstone, Arizona, swept over a 
space of six blocks, destroying about 150 buildings, 
including a large part of the business portion of the 
town. The losses will probably aggregate $250,000. 
About 800 people have been rendered homeless. 
The buildings were mostly of a cheap, temporary 
character. The fire originated in asaloon from 
opening a barrel of whisky, the fumes of which 
communicated with a cigar-lighter. _ Water was 
scarce, there were no engines, and little could be 
done to check the flames except by tearing down 
the houses, &o. A few accidents occurred, but 
none of them were very serious. The Turn Verein 
hall and theatre have been thrown open for the 
accommodation of those who were burned out. 
The insurance agency of Hutchinson, Mann & 
Smith, of San Francisco, representing a number of 
companies, reports a loss of $200,000. Other com- 


panies lose about $45,000 in various small amounts, 


The tannery buildings of N. R. Treadwell, 
burned at Salem, Mass., Wednesday night, covered 
between two aad three acres, and included a large 
five-story frame currying shop, bleach houses, and 
a beam house.’ In the buildings there was a stock 
of 11,000 dry hides, packed within the last 10 days, 
and the lofts of the currying shop were filled with 
finished stock, some of which was saved, but ina 
damaged condition. Redmond’s shop and tannery’ 
were saved. The fire was discovered by the watch- 
man in the bark mill and boiler-house. Mr, Tread- 
well estimates his loss at under $50,000, but it may 
exceed that amount; insured for $60,000, A dweil- 
ing-house owned by John Redmond was burned; 
loss $2,500. The house was occupied by John 
Adams, John Cusick, and two families of the name 
of Kavanagh and Murphy. 

Fire at Bear Run Colliery, Penn., yesterday 
afternoon destroyed the slope house and the 
trestling and wood-work at the head of the slope. 
The engine-house and breaker were only slightly 
damaged. being saved by the exertions of the em- 
ployes. The loss is $5,000. Two hundred men and 
boys will be thrown out of work until repairs are 
made. The cause of the fire is unknown.

BRADY DEMANDS A TRIAL 


ADE 1b eae 
AN ATTEMPT TO AFFECT PUBLIC 
SENTIMENT. 

HIS COUNSEL ASKS FOR THE IMMEDIATE CON: 

PIDERATION OF HIS CASE—NO NOTICE OF 
THE MOTION SENT TO THE GOVERN: 
MENT’S COUNSEL—A PLAINTIVE APPEAL 
FROM THE BOSS OF THE STAR ROUTH 
RING—-THE “APPLICATION DENIED BY 

THE COURT. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—An attempt was 
made in the Criminal Court of the District to- 
day by the counsel of Thomas J, Brady ta 
affect public sentiment here in his favor, or te 
obtain, without notice, some advantage over 
the Government's special counsel, As soon as 
the court opened Brady’s counsel presented a 
letter which their client had sent te 
them, and urged the court to instruct 
the Grand Jury to investigate at once the 
evidence against him. It was officially known 
to all that Col. William A. Cook had been 
regularly appointéd special assistant Attorney: 
General to take charge of the star route cases,’ 
but no notice whatever had been given to him 
of this action by Brady’s counsel. Had he 
not been in the court-room by accident 
he would have known nothing of their action 
until they had been heard and their suggestions 
been acted upon. This is the more remarkable, 
beeause, only a few moments before, Col. Cook 
had met one of Brady’s counsel in the Equity 
Court and the latter hadsaid nothing whaievet 
to him about what soon afterward happened. 


District Attorney Corkhill had received notice 
in the morning of the intentions of Brady’s 


counsel, but he gave Col. Cook no.intimatiosz 
concerning the matter.

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

Upon the opening of the court, Col. Enock 
J. Totten arose and said that, before other mat 
ters had been attended to, as one of the counsel of 
Gen. Thomas J. Brady, he had occasion to bring te 
the notice uf the court that the Grand Jury is soo 
to take a recess, and that there are pressing mat 
ters of public concern which demand their imme 
diate attention. It had been given out in the pub- 
lic press and otherwise that Gen. Thomas J. Brady 
and others were to’ be brought betvre 
this Grand Jury on a criminal charge connected 
with alleged frauds in the postal service. He now 
made application to the court, in view of the:\4 
rumors and charges, that the Grand Jury be in» 
structed immediately to take notice of this pub’ 
lic rumor, and proceed to the investigation oi 
these charges against his client. ‘We want,” 
said he, ‘‘this jury to take charge of these cased 
now. We donot wish any delay while our client 
is suffering under abuse and slander. If the testl 


mony is ready, as has been alleged, there is n¢ 
reason or excuse for delay. We have been told 
by the press that the whole case is prepared, and 
that this man Brady is guilty beyond a peradve:2- 
ture. We therefore ask that this matter be ex> 
amined by the jury now. We askitasa right for 
him, whom we claim to be a _ maligned 
citizen. We have heard it stated also that Col. 
Cook has said that he did not deem it advisable 
that the case should be presented to the last 
Grand Jury for consideration. The press so re 
ports him. What! Do Col. Cook and the prove 
cuting authorities mean to say that one Grand 
Jury is no more honest, more trustworthy thua 
another? Or is it that the prosecution were is 
search of a Grand Jury to fit their case?’ Gen. 
Brady for months had been subjected to a torrerii 
of abuse on all sides. He had his rights as a citi- 
zen, and he should be permitted to meet at oncé 
these calumnies before the courts. 

Mr. Cook—The application made, if I under’ 
stand it correctly, is that the court on its own mo- 
tion direct the Grand Jury to take up.and investi- 
gate the question of whether Gen. Brady. while 
acting as Second Assistant Postmaster-General, 
acted in any manner corruptly or illegaliy. Of this 
application no notice, so far as I know, has beeo 
given. Certainly none was given to me, although 
it has been officially known forsome time that i 
am acting under a special commission in refer- 
ence to what are called star route cases. The ap- 

lication is not in writing and seems to have beea 
ntended to be suddenly sprung upon the attention 
of the court. 

Mr. Corkhill stated that he had received a2 few 
minutes before a notice from the attorneys of 
Gen. Brady inclosing a letter from him. 


MR. COOK’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Cook—That may be, but I have not had-nos 
tice from the District Attorney or any one else. 
The application that is made to your Honor has no 
sanction or precedent to sustain it. It is of a pe- 
euliar character. It is unnecessary. It is 
difficult to understand the uneasiness and 
manifest impatience on the part of tha 
learned attorneys in behalf of their distinguished 
client, This court, up to this time, has no infor 
mation, direct or indirect, that one Gen. Brady is 
suspected of any crime. It is said that thé 
public press has accused him [It is 4 
novel position to take in a court of justice, 
that what is spread out diftusely in 
the public press can be taken notice of by your 
Honor, presiding over a criminal court. If, indect, 
that be true, then it would follow that what hag 
been uttered intwo organs of the distinguished 
client of these two learned gentlemen, assail: 
ing the Attorney-General, and by implicer 
tion, if not directly, the Presinent of tha 
United States and the entire Administration, 
should receive your Honor’s attention; that au 
investigation should be directed immediately on 
the part of the Grand Jury into the offitciai 
conduct of the President and Attorney-Gen- 
eral. It is not correct that ithe client 
of these gentlemen is unrepresented. Twa 
daily papers represent him—one, apparently 
recently purctiased for the express purpose of mak: 
ing up the deficiencies of the morning press by ar 
eveuing addition; so that‘ if the press has been as 
sailing Gen. Brady, on the other hand, Gen. Brady 
has selected his special means of vindication prios 
to the action of the Grand Jury, if such action shali 
ever take place, and in that respect stands before 
the great American people on an equal footing 
with his assailants. It is simply press against 
press. It has been suggested, if your Honot 
will permit me to say it, several times in the 
progress of the newspaper discussion, that ft 
might have been as well for the two organs 
of Gen. Brady to have been less sensitive, less anx- 
ious to present a newspaper vindication, than they 
have been, and to calmly wait the regular adminis: 
tration of justice. They have not seen fit to do so. 
What ali this has to do with your Honor’s posi: 
tion and the operations of judicial machinery it 
is difficult to conceive, except that it becomes 
appropriate to reply to the most extraordinary and 
unparalleied application to your honor, that is, in 
fact, that your Honor assume the lace of 
the Attorney-General of the Unite States, 
and of his representatives in this court, 
and lay your hand upon them direct, 
and require that they proceed without regard 
to their own convictions of right, and propriety, 
and justice, either to the United States or indi 
viduals nnder your Honor'’s direction. If there be 
in all the ages of civilized judicial proceedings 
any precedent for this, it can, perhaps, be pro 
duced by gentlemen as learned as those 
who represent Gen. Brady. If not, it is 
entitled to no consideration from your 
Honor, however it may be eulogized, boastfuliy. 
perhaps, in the face of an expression of anxiety ou 
the part of an unaccused person to have a judicia! 
investigation. What department of the law has 
accused, up to this time, Gen. Brady? What 
action of Taw has called them into court 
with this application’ Now. if: your Honor 

Jease, allow me to say on behalf of myself. on be- 

alf of the Attorney-General, and on bebkalf of 
my brother, Corkhill, and on behalf of the 
President of the United States, this: They 
occupy, at least the President and the Attor 
ney-General, high and dignified positions. We 
attempt to act in harmony with them. The Presi 
dent of the United States has assumed this vost 
tion, and it may be regarded as authoritative, ff 
that will be pleasing to my brothers to hear it, 
that the investigation into supposed crime 
and offenses against the postal laws ol 
the United States must be pursued care 
fully. cautiously, and impartiaily;: that xe 
one must be presented to the Grand Jury for theft 
consideration or investigation until after the mosi 
careful and thorough investigation tending to show, 
when it is completed, that there has probably been 
crime committed. No rumor, whether in 
the newspapers or elsewhere, must be ac- 
cepted; that everything must be based 
upon what -appears to be facts, and that 
in this investigation, so impartially conducted uncer 
the supervision of the President and of the Attor: 
ney-General, no one must be pursued from any per 
sonal motives, no one must be protected, on the 
other hand, because ofany feeling of friend: 
ship, of affection, or favor. Indeed, the high an¢ 
exalted position of the President and of the Attos 
ney-General fs this, that the United States cannot 
must not, will not, present any evidence before 
the Grand Jury unless, after the most cool, tran 
quil, and impartial examination, it appears to be 
requisite to do so to maintain the purity, the wek 
fare, and stability of the United States. 

“To-day, acting upon these authoritative prin: 
ciples, I may say that there is no case to present ta 
the Grand Jury. against Gen. Brady. ot 
any. one. else. There are investigations 
on that. when completed, will imvoive 


s 





citizens of ‘the United States in grave and 
serious offenses and crimes which, if allowed to 
continue, may involve the life of the first Nation 
of the civilized world. Must the representatives 
of the law be hurried upon the impulse and request 
of one on whom the hand of the law has not up 
to this time been laid? Under these circumstances, 
and in view of these facts. there is nothing in this 
court, It is due to your Honor to say—it is, perhaps, 
due to myself to say—that weeks ago I inquired what 
time your Honor intended to take a recess and 
pgm 9 discontinue the operations of the 
court, and I learned that it would be about the first 
week in July. In doing that your Honor did 
nothing extraordinary, but what my brother 
knows your Honor has been accustomed to 
do year after year. That, is all. As 
& consequence, it became necessary for us 
to arrive at the conclusion that it would not be 
possible to follow, and in justice to persons who 
may be accused, to present any case before the 
Grand Jury prior to September, nor could it be 
done. There isa vast amount of record evidence, 
embracing at. least three years, which re- 
quires time and patience to examine. Be- 
tides that, if your Honor please, the 
charges of fraud, when you well understand 
them, extend all over the country, will reach down 
to Texas, will travel into New-Mexico, will pene- 
trate Oregon, will reach California, and it will be- 
come necessary to bring witnesses from all these 
varied localities in addition to record evidence. it 
requires weeks to do that. It could not be 
done in a moment. None of those witnesses can 
be brought except upon regular and authoritative 
orders of court. Some of them are reluctant, ex- 
ceedingly reluctant, if our opinion is correct; so at 
the earliest period it would not be possible tor us 
to proceed with the investigation in the absence 
of testimony before the latter part of July. 
Just assoon as facts can be collated; just as soon 
as the order and regulation of this court will per- 
mit; just as soon as the United States, through 
her proper officers, can accumulate and present 
in proper order the documentary and other evi- 
dence which they expect to present to the Grand 
Jury, the cases will be presented under the super- 
intencence of your Honor.” 

District Attorney Corkhill: “If your honor 
please, I deem it properin this connection to say 
that this notice was served on me by Messrs. Tot- 
ten, Shellabarger, and Wilson, in which they in-~ 
close a letter. Ireceived that just before I came 
into court. The letter I have not seen, but I saw 
{t contained a reference to these crimes that might 
be brought to the attention of the Grand 
Jury, and also that the Grand Jury would 
remain in session but a short time. The inves- 
tigation that is going on with regard to 
persons who are charged with these crimes, as 
alleged, have never reached the portals of the 
court of justice, and officially I know nothing 
about it, nor does your Honor. It is a public mat- 
ter, well known, that your Honor intends to take 
the usual holiday recess during July, and your 
Honor will be away during the months of July and 
August. There can be no investigation, and, so far 
as I know, there is nothing in the world before the 
court demanding an investigation.” 


ANOTHER PLEA FOR BRADY. 


Mr. Jeremiah Wilson, counsel for Gen. Brady, 
said: ‘*I beg the indulgence of the court for two 
or three minutes, that I may say a few words in re- 
gard to this matter. If this were an ordinary cage 
[should feel it exceedingly out of place to stand 
before your Honor asking what we ask on this oc- 
casion. But it is not an ordinary case. Some 
months ago Gen. Brady, who was a man who, 

erhaps, stood as high as any other man in 
his walk of life in this country was removed, as it 
{s perfectly notorious to allthe country, from the 
position of Second Assistant Postmaster-General, 
~which position he had held for years, and for the 
publicly avowed reason that he had been guilty of 
gross violations of his official duty, whereby the 
Government of the United States had been de- 
'rauded of large sums of money. Now, if there 
is anything that has been conspicuous in this coun- 
try within the last four or five months, that thing 
has been the most conspicuous of all. But not 
only that, your Honor, it was given out, given out 
studiously, given out day by day, from the records 
of the Post Office Department that these crimes 
agzinst the law had been committed by Gen. Brady. 
There are men, of whom I shail not speak more 
than to allude to the fact, who have been engaged 
for months, men who are pretty well known in 
this community and elsewhere, who have been at 
work preparing these cases, working up these 
cases, for the purpose of presenting them to the 
Grand Jury. It is a notorious fact, that has 
peen heralded all over this country in tho 
public ress, that my _ distinguished friend, 
Mr. Cook, the great lawyer of the District of 
Columbia, has been sitting in secret council, hold- 
ing star chamber proceedings, for the purpose of 

reparing a case against Gen. Thomas J. Brady. 
Now, it isidle for Mr. Cook to stand in the pres- 
puce of this court and say that there is 
not anything that anybody knows against Gen. 
Brady; that there is no accusation against him. 
fhe newspapers, if they are to be credited—and I 
fo not discredit them—have free access to these 
records or files in these cases about which com- 
plaints are made. They publish the namos of the 
sases;-they say there are just 93 of these cases to 
which the attention of the Grand Jury is to be di- 
rected; they give the names of the contractors; 
they give the amounts of the original service chat 
was let to be performed; they show the expedition 
of that service and what the result of it was in the 
way of dollars and cents; they show the increase 
of that service and what both amounted to in 
dollars and cents, and then hold that up in the face 
of this Grand Jury and say to the Grand Jury 
of the District of Columbia: *Look at these enor- 
mous frauds.’ But, your Honor, they do not show 
the real facts of the case. Theso are garbled and 
perverted statements of these records and files, 
and that which would exculpate these men and my 
tlient of these crimes that are charged against 
them kept from the public gaze. As 
I said a moment ago, I do not intend 
to impugn the motives of any _ officer 
of this Government; not atall. Itake it for grant- 
ed that the officers who have this matter in charge 
are doing their whole duty as they see it to be; but 
what I do complain of here, and I make that com- 
plaint now, is that while these records are open to 
the press, and column after column are put fore 
the public every day, these records we are denied 
an inspection of. We are Officially advised that 
neither Thomas J. Brady, nor any man who repre- 
sents him can have access to those records, 
Now, what can my client#do under those circum- 
stances? When he asks me to look into those 
records and prepare myself for any accusation 
against him, come from whatever source it may, 
and [ apply to this department for those records to 
examine them, Iam turned upon “officially” and 
told. ‘“‘ You shall not look at them.’ What must my 
client do? [am told to appeal to the court, andI 
appeal to the court to see whether I cannot be pro- 
tected by the laws of my eA against 
this torrent of abuse that is coming forth 
every day from_ the hog of the country. 
Now, I want this Grand ee under the instruc- 
tion of your Honor, to send for these gentiemen, 
andif they have an accusation prepared against 
my elient I want them to present the indictment 
against him, so that we can come here and try it. 
I do not oy that this Grand Jury shall dispose of 
this case within a day, week, montb, or a year, but 
I do insist that they shall go to work at it, and it 
is the duty of the court—no, I will not say it 
is the duty of the court—but itis perfectly proper 
for the court now to say to the Grand Jury that 
they ought to go to work in this case, and if they 
find that the evidence has been prepared that 
they shall take cognizance of the case and proceed 
with it with all possible and reasonable expe- 
dition. We therefore ask your Honor to 
bring this Grand Jury in and _ instruct 
them as to their duty in regard to their 
immediately proceeding to the examination of this 
ease, and if it is true that the Government has its 
case prepared not to have it delayed for three 
monthsin order that the newspaper abuse may 
combine for three months longer, and that this 
matter may be judicially investigated.” 

Mr. Cook said that ne had not furnished a sinzilo 
line to the press. How the newspapers obtained 
their information was not, perhaps, a judicial in- 
quiry. The work of examining the official 
records of the Post Office Department 
was in progress, and would not be com- 

leted for several weeks. To allow Gen. 

3rady or his representatives access to the records 
would be impracticable. lf it were supposed that 
any lawful privilege were denied Gen. Brady, this 
was not the way to secure it, A mandamus on the 
Postmaster-General should be asked for, setting 
forth exactly what is desired. He concluded by 
asking what particular records of the vast amount 
oo ae bein the Post Office Department are de- 
fired, 

Mr, Wilson replied that if permission were 
cranted to examine the files of cases, it would be 
of great service. No mancouild earry in his mind 
the information contained in these files, and such 
ntormation would be valuable in case Mr. Cook 
succeeded in indicting anybody. 

Mr. Cook said that when an immense appropria- 
tion of millions of dollars was solicited for the star 
route contracts there was an ex parte} investiga- 
tion, and in that investigation Gen. Brady pre- 
sented @ written statement and testified at length, 
and exposed there his views of the entire 
transaction and his familiarity with it. He 
referred Mr. Wilson to the printed reports 
of that investigation. It will do Gen. 
Brady no harm, he said, to wait the regular admin- 
istration of justice, at least if it does it is one of the 
misfortunes and disadvantages of ofiicial position, 
and perhaps should teach us all that it is wiser 
and better not to be connected with any 
branch of the Government, not even to 
be a member of Congtess, or perhaps a 
Judge onthe bench, and certainiy not a special 
Attorney-General of the United States. If Gen. 
Brady is acquitted no one will rejoice more than J. 
Indeed, I may go further—if any should ps pred 
more than I it would be the ident of the 
United States, the Attorney-General, and the Post- 
master-General. ‘hey desire to vindicate by 
the regular administration of justice the Uniied 
States, and to protect its interest and maintain 
and perpetuate it in the highest and most exalted 
purity. They do not desire the conviction, not 
even the accusation of any one. So earnestly do 
they desire it that they do not wish even their 
presentation tothe Grand Jury until all the facts 
are impartially presented for their tranquil consid- 

artion. 

. The Court—It is evident that this subject is one 
of'great delicacy and difficulty in the investigation 
of the proofs touching these wrong-doings. It is 
attended with a great deal of labor and uires 
special skill. It is apparent that the Grand 

could not make a step in_ the 

Investigation without the assistance of those 

who have explored the archives of the 

Government, and we are cfficialiy informed by the 

wntleman who is in charge of that duty that he 
as no ease to present before the Grand Ju It 
would be wrong to instruct the Grand Jury in re- 
gard to Gen. Brady's alleged complicity in frauds 
against the Government. When the Govern- 
ment is prepared to produce its proof before 
the Grad Jury it will do so. These news- 
paper reports complained of are, of 
course, a very great evil. and if Gen. 

Brady has been wrongly accused, a very great 

wrong has been done him, and he has a remedy in 

the courts. But I do not think it isright to force 
jhe United States into an investigation premature- 
ly, when the Government is not prepared, and still 
ere vremat: into a trial of avarty who is ac- 


cused by public rumor of thisevil. Therefore, I 
do not see proper to give the Grand Jury any more 
definite charges than I have already given them. 

Mr. Cook—I will say that there will be no diffi- 
culty inthe future, we will industriously | prepare 
the case, so that when your Honor returns in Sep- 
tember, the matter will be placed before the Grand 
Jury in due form. 


BRADY’S LETTER TO HIS COUNSEL. 
The following is the letter referred to by District 
Attorney Corkhill as having been received by him 
from Brady's counsel: 


No. 1,701 K-srreret, WasHrineron, D. C., 
June 21, 1881. 
Messrs. cadtabonger and Wilson and Col. Totten; 

GrentLemsN: The following, clipped from the 
Evening Star, Tassume to be a correct statement 
of the present situation and of the disposition of 
the Government in the matter of the prosecution 
of the alleged unlawful practices which many of 
the newspapers of the country have, during the 
past two or three months, daily charged me with 
committing during my recent official term as Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General. [The article 
quoted from the Star stated that the star route 
cases would be oggoned until September for rea- 
sons set forth.) ‘o © this disposition of the 
matter I do most earnestly and energet- 
ically protest. If there are any charges 
to be presented against me before a legal tribunal 
for alleged misconduct while in office, I desire 
that proceedings be promptly institutedin order 
that I may have an opportunity to appear and vin- 
dicate myself therefrom. For many weeks the 
press of the country has been furnished with dis- 
patches and correspondence from Washington to 
manufacture “common rumor,” to the effect that 
the Government was fully prepared upon the im- 
paneling of anew Grand Jury, (which was com- 
pleted to-day,) and the gerete qualified, to present 
testimony which would resuitin an indictment 
against me, to be followed by a trial before the 
petit jury, drawn and qualified at the same timo; 
and my conviction before the latter body has been 
assured as a certain result to follow the presenta- 
tion of the testimony, which has n in- 
dustriously circulated, that the Government has al- 
ready accumulated. I come here anxious to meet 
these slanderous charges whenever presented in a 
court of justice, conscious that the inevitable con- 
clusion of an impartial investigation will be to 
forever annihilate the base fabrications against my 
official conduct and my good name. 

I am informed, and believe the fact to be, that 
certain persons of depraved character are under 
pay from the Government to procure sootimeny 
against me, and I believe that these persons will, 
to accomplish their purposes, commit perjury 
themselves and procure others todo so. Knowing 
my entire innocence of the charges which these 
disreputable persons desire me to be suspected 
guilty of, I consider it my legal right to be speedily 

nvestigated by areputable and propery mapee 
eled Grand Jury. It is a hardship approaching 
cruelty, and likely to§work unparalleled injury, 
that the Government authorities should per- 
mit three or four irresponsible detectives. 
who appear to the public as being intruste 
with the procurement of the testimony needed to 
make a case, to thus, through the medium of press 
dispatches and correspondence daily sent out from 
the national capital to all quarters of the country, 
influence pubiic opinion, and thereby to that de- 

ee unfit the minds of fellow-men fora fair and 
mpartial trial of the case, if one is to be presented 
against me. A private individual who would cor- 
rupt the sources of justice by use of the press or 
of money to ;convict a citizen of an alleged crime 
would render himself infamous. This, if being 
done by the Government, is no less base, and cer- 
tainly more reprehensible. Inasmuch as no person 
not officially connected with the prosecution can 
possibly know anything of the measures and force 
of the testimony accumulated—if any there be— 
therefore it appears plausible, at least, that the 
newspapers receive their suggestions as to alleged 
eriminal conuuct of the persons accused from 
those employed by the Government to ‘work the 
case up.”’ 

With these facts in view, I desire you to urge 
upon the Government the justice of promptly 
placing its case against me, if it has any, before 
the Grand Jury of the District of Columbia, where 
it may be inquired into under methods recognized 
as legitimate hy the law, and if upon wholly 
ex parte testimony, however procured, an 
indictment follows such investigation, that 
I be offered an immediate opportunity 
to vindicate myself from the charges 
therein made. You, Sirs, cannot fail to discover 
the reasonableness of this request. To subject me 
to the destructive effects in business and social life 
of an unwarranted procrastination of this matter 
is as unjust to me as it is discreditable to the Gov- 
ernment. I therefore ask of you to begin the trial 
of this case, if one there isto be, at the present 
session of the court, and dispose of it and 
thus terminate this continued stream of 
scandal egainst me which is being daily sent 
adrift through the press, furnished by the 
disreputable detectives employed by the Govern- 
ment to * work up a case.”” Iam ready now or at 
any time. I simply want an gery! to meet 
the charges when presented in some legitimate 
form and before a recognized tribunal, and not be 
subjected defenceless to the steady stream of de- 
traction which is being poured out daily through 
Government channels from Washington into tho 
columns of the press. Very respectfully.

AN EXPLANATION. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—There was pub- 
lished in Toe Times of June 13 an analysis of 
the temporary mail route contracts in Texas, 
Among the routes which were described was 
route No. 81,758, from Corpus Christi to St. 
Mary’s, the contract for which was arbitrarily 
given, without competition, to J. P. Horbach, 
of this city, for $11,700perannum. This is one 


of the most costly of all these temporary con- 
tracts, upon the basis of the pay per 
mile for one trip 1 el week. The correspond-

nights to London audiences. The new task is 
harderthan the former, just as it is more likely 
to prove attractive to the ordinary Loadon theatre- 
goer. A Greek tragedy like the ‘* Agamemnon” 
calls for stately heroic interpretation and a 
n:ajestic gravity of movement which are very dif- 
ferent from the qualities that will be required for 
the presentation of Shakespeare's passionate love 
play. It ismuch more difficult fora voung man 
to give a really worthy representation of the 
star-crossed lover of Verora than to appear pic- 
turesque in the Grecian garments of the 
veneers wife of the King of men. It is harder 
to do justice to Romeo's wail over the body of 
Juliet than to roll forth the sonorous speeches of 
Clytemnestra. But the young Oxford men were so 
good in their rendering of Aischylus that their 
Shakespearvan attempt must be regarded with in- 
terest, and not a few persons probably will look 
forward with considerable curiosity to seeing the 
child of Leda put off her Spartan garb and become 
a Romeo and a Montague.

WONDERFUL FLY-CASTING 


—_ 
THIRD DAY OF THE STATE SPORTS. 
MEN'S TOURNAMENT. 

ALL PREVIOUS RECORDS BEATEN — THE 
PIERCE BADGR REMAINS IN BROOKLYN— 
SPLENDID MARKSMANSHIP WITH FOWL- 
ING-PIECE AND RIFLE. 

Yesterday was the most interesting day of 
the State Sportsmen’s Tournament, now in prog- 
ress at the Brighton Beach Fair Grounds, Coney 
Island. The weather was bright and cool with the 
exception of two short intervals in the afternoon, 
when there wore showers, but not of suf- 
ficient duration to interfere with the sport. 
There was hardly any wind at any 
time during the day. At 8 o’clock in the 
morning the shooting off of the third class of ties 
of the amateur match open to those who killed 
five birds out of seven on the previous day was 
begun. Forty contestants appeared, and 19 made 
clean scores at 26 yards. All but three fell out at 
81 yards. The first prize—two pairs of extra fine 
bobinette Swiss lace curtains, valued at $100— 
was captured by J. Langcake, of the Long 
Island Sportsmen’s Association, and the second—24 
best embroidered gentlemen’s dress shirts, valued 
at $75—by L. A. Consmiller, of the Fountain Gun 
Club, of Brooklyn. The fourth class of ties, open 
to those who had killed four birds out of seven, 
was next contested. Twenty-six had qualified, and 
eight of these made cleanscores. ©. Luokow, of 
the Audubon Gun Club, of Buffalo, won the first 
prize, which was $10, gold, and C. Schworer, of 
the Fountain Gun Club, of Brooklyn, second 


prize, $5, gold. At 11 o’clock the fiy-casting 
tournament was begun at a pond especially 
constructed for the purpose in the north-east cor- 
her of the field. Despite the mosquitoes, which 
were annoyingly thick, a large crowd, including 
many ladies, witnessed the contests. Arope, to 
which small buoys were attached at intervals of 
five feet, was stretehed from side toside for the 
purpose of enabling the judges to measure dis- 
tance. A United States Signal Officer was present 
with an anemometer to measure the. velocity of 
the wind, but his services were of little im- 
portance. The judges were Eugene G. Blackford, 
of this City; L. Moses, of Marcellus, N. ; ah 
and Charles F. Murphy, of Newark, the first 
man to construct an entire rod of split bamboo. 
Charles Geddes, of Syracuse, was referee, The 
salmon fly-casting match took place first. Each 
contestant was required to cast for distance, style, 
and accuracy, and, to determine the last, blocks of 
wood were thrown into the wateras marks. A 
scale of points composed of ail three when added 
together fixed the standing of the contestant. 
Each man had five minutes to work in. Five feet 
of distance was allowed for eve extra foot 
of rod, the smallest used being the standard. 
Reuben and Ira Wood and F, P. Dennison, of the 
Onondaga Rod and Gun Club, of Syracuse, all used 
a Leonard split bamboo rod 17 feet 1 inch long. 
The first cast, 110 feet, far exceeding any previous 
record; the second, 101 feet, and the third 94 feet. 
Harry Pritchard, of the Washington Gun Club, of 
Brooklyn, cast 91 feet with a green heart rod of his 
own make, 15 feet 3 inches long. His correctdd dis- 
tance, was, therefore, 100 feet 2 inches, placing him 
third. It style and accuracy all were excellent and 
so nearly equal that their relative positions were 
not changed. The first prize was a split bamboo 
salmon rod valued at $50; the second, a split bam- 
boo fly rod, reel, and line, valued at $25; the third, 
$5 in gold, and the fourth a year’s subscription to 
the Forest and Stream 

= The next match was at bass-casting, Cuttyhank 
style. Instead of a bait an ounce lead sinker was 
attached to the end of the line. This is the first 
match of the kind ever contested. After some 
discussion, the judges decided to make an allow- 
ance for length of rods similar to that in 
salmon fiy-casting. There were three con- 
testants—Frank Endicott, of the Richmond 
County Game and Fish Protective Asso- 
ciation, and William L. B. Stears and John 
Williamson, of the Coney Island Rod and Gun 
Club. All used bamboo rods, the first 7 feet 2% 
inches long, and the others § feet 11 inches long. 
Mr. Endicott cleared 186 feet, Mr. Stears 156}4 
feet, and Mr. Williamson, amid great applause, 
178% feet. Mr. Endicott’s corrected record was 
142 feet 64inches. The prizes were: First, a sil- 
ver-mounted split bamboo striped bass rod, with 
steel pivot, rubber, and German silver reel, filled 
with 21-thread linen line, ina fine case, valued at 
$75; second, a gold-mounted hard-rubber disk reel, 
valued at $50; third, $5, gold. 

At 2P. M. there was an individual rifle contest, 
10 shots each, distance 100 yards, in the extreme 
eastern part of the field. Six marksmen entered. 
First prize—a Remington Creedmoor long-range 
rifle, valued at $80—was won by Capt. E. 8. Browe, 
of the Coney island Rod and Gun Club, with the 
excellent score of 449-16inches. A. Paul, of the 
Central Gun Club, of Troy, took second 
prize—a_ special badge, valued at $30—with 
a score of 55% inches. F. Pike, of the 
Fountain Gun Club, of Brooklyn, with a score of 
6414 inches, won third—a nickel-plated dash-lamp. 
L. D. Tice, of the East Chester Gun Club, of Kast 
Chester, Westchester County, took fourth—$5 in 
gold—with a score of 6844 inches. Paul useda 
Schuetzenfest muzzle-loader; the others Peabody- 
Martinez rifles. The team shooting which 
was to have followed was postponed until 
noon to-day, and it was decided to allow 
two men to compose a team. At 8 o’clock the 
trout fly-casting portion of the tournament was be- 
gun under the same conditions asthe salmon fiy- 
casting match of the morning. The amateur match 
open to all those who had never wona prize at 
any convention of the association, was contested 
first, though third on the programme. There were 
only seven entries for the nine prizes offered. 8S. 
Hier, of the Onondaga Club, of Syracuse, cast 6744 
feet with a split bamboo rod 10 feet 10 inches 
long; J. 8. Plumb, of the same club, 64 feet, 
with an ash and lance-wood rod 1i feet 3% 
inches long; W. Holberton, of tho New-York Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of Game, 64 feet, with a 
split bamboo rod 11 feet 7 inches long; F. Endicett, 
of the Richmona County Game and Fish Associa- 
tion, 57 feet, with a split bamboo rod 11 feet 34 
inches long; John A. Nichols, of the Onondaga 
Club, of Syracuse, 54 feet, with an ash and lance- 
wood rod 10 feet 6 inches long; M. E. Elmendorf, 
of the Coney Island Rod and Gun Club, 57 
feet, with a split bamboo rod 11 feet 3% 
inches long, and .

The 
three left were J. Schleiman, of the Nassau Gun 
Club, of Brooklyn; W. Wynn, of the Brooklyn Gun 
Club, and E. Hudson, .of the Onondaga Club, of 
\Svracuse. The excitement became intense at this 


point, and when, after one round of clean scores, 
Wynn aud Solvlolen Kiled ai and one of 
Hudson’s birds. fell dead less than two feet out- 
side the boundary line, a tremendous cheer went 
up, for it was then certain that the badge would 
remain in Brooklyn, one of whose residents won it 
last year. It required three more ties of three 
birds each to decide the winner. Wynn ana Schlei- 
man both missed one in each of the first two ties, 
and Sohleiman missed two to Wynn's one in the 
last. Wynn was immediately seized by his 
enthusiastic friends and carried in triumph to 
the hotel. Under the rules governing the con- 
test the entrance money this year amounting to 
$1,000 goes to last year’s winner—E. H. Madison, 
of Brooklyn. Twenty-five men killed 14 birds 
each; 29 killed 18, and 18 killed 12. These classes 
of ties, for which special valuable prizes have been 
offered, will be shot off to-day.

HOW HE JOURNEYED FROM INDIANAPOLIS 
TO CINCINNATI TWENTY YEARS AGO. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial, June 21. 

Ex-Senator H. C. Lord, of Riverside, was in 
the city yesterday morning for the purpose of hav- 
ing some spots of mildew erased from an old card- 
sized steel engraving of Lincoln that bore the 
familiar autograph, ‘‘ A. Lincoln,” below the en- 
graving. The autograph being in pencil, it suggest- 
ed to a Commercial reporter that the picture might 
have a history. 

“ It has a history,” said ex-Senator Lord. ‘It is 
& memento of a very memorable occasion. When 
Lincoln was on his way to Washington for his in- 
auguration in 1861, I, as President of the Indian- 
apolis, Cincinnati and Louisville Road, had a spe- 
cial train to carry him from Indianapolis to Cincin- 
nati. Committees of the City Council and other 
bodies went up to Indianapolis to escort him here. 
I gave the forward car of the train to Lincoln, and 
took extra precaution to protect him by having the 
road clear and six armed guards placed on the 
train. Lincoln expressed a desire to be alone, and 
an unwillingness to see anybody, or even toappear 
on the platform. I accordingly allowed no one to 
enter, and he, my wife, and myself occupied the 
car alone. He sat in the forwar part, my wife and 
I sat some distance in the rear. don’t suppose I 
spoke to him three times on the trip, and then 
merely to ask him if I could be of any service to 
him. We did not want to disturb him. He ap- 
peared careworn, sad, and sat silently all the way, 
apparently in deep thought, with his elbow over 
the back of the seat and his face buried in his 
hand, occasionally changing from the right to the 
left hand. We madeavery rapidrun. As we ap- 
proached Cincinnati Mr. Linco!n opened a valise 
so old and worn that it looked as though 
he had carried it in his flat-boat days, 
and taking this picturefrom it drew bis pencil 
and wrote his name as you see, and presented it to 
my wife. I said, ‘Mr. Lincoln, I didn’t vote for 
you, and I’m sorry for it.’ A curious little incident 
occurred the other day in connection with that 
trip. At the meeting of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Cg gee fine body of men they are, too 
—ore of the members came upto me and said, 
‘Mr. Lord, I don’t suppose you rememberme? [ 
could not recall him at the time, and told him so, 
when he said, ‘ I’m the engineer that ran your train 
when you tock Lincoln from Indianapolis on his 
way to the inauguration, 20 years ago.’ ‘* Yes,’ 
said another, ‘aud. Mr. Lord, I’m the engineer that 
took him back dead.’ Its curious how these coin- 
cidences sometimes crowd upon each other,” said 
the genial old gentleman, as the reporter took his

MR. COC. VANDERBILT'S HARTFORD HOUSE. 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Courant, June 22. 

The fine residence constructed on the crown 
of Vanderbilt Hill for Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, of 
New-York, is nearly ready for occupancy, the in- 
terior fittings and decorations being nearly finished. 
The large and elegant rooms are probably, in point 
of artistic work, equal as a whole, to any private 
residence of this class in thissection. ‘There are 
no two rooms alike in the way of wood-work and 
wall embellishments. The wide and unobstructed 
halls, which are {in true English style, are finished 
in beautifully grained oak, with a high paneled 
wainscoting, the wood being highly polished. The 


staircases, in an arm from the hall proper, and 
hidden from vyiew, are massive and of easy 
ascent. The balustrade ‘raiis and the newel posts 
at the angles and at the top and bottom of the 
stairs are rare specimens of the wood-carver’s art. 
The twin parlors or reception rooms at either side 
of the enormous hali, and which can be made with 
the hall into one room by opening the large sliding- 
doors, are finished in polished mahogany, with in- 
side blinds of the same beautiful and now popular 
wood. In both rooms are massive cabinet mantels 
of mahogany, elaborately carved, and containing 
large mirrors of beveled glass, with panels of the 
same between the corner shelves. The hearths in 
the reception-rooms, as in all the rooms of the 
main part of the house, are of encaustic tiles, 
artistically laid. The ceilings of the parlors and 
the halls are rich with frescoing, delicate in color- 
ing and beautiful in design, being of the prevalent 
school of adorning interiors. Apart from the friezes 
the tinted side walls are left perfectly plain. The 
ceiling of the left parlor is especially rich in color- 
ing, a good deal of gold-leaf being employed, con- 
trasting beautifully with the purple and other 
shades. The spacious dining-room was decorated 
with considerable care for the blendings. The 
wood-work of this room and the butier’s pantries 
adjoining is of black walnut, selected for its 
beauty of grain, as shown in the oll-polished panels 
of the Wwatesoosing. The frescoing, although 
equally fine in detail, is more pronounced in color- 
ing than in any of the other rooms, beingin keep- 
ing with the complexion of the wood. The mantel 
is of black wainut, intricately carved. The guest 
chambers on the second floor are equally elegant 
and rich in decorations, the frescoes, hearths, and 
mantels being different in each. The billiard-room 
and smoking apartment in the tower are likewise 
finished in the most costly manner. When the 
furniture arrives, the house will be ready for its 
owner, but it is not definitely known when he will 
take possession of it.

Electricity is by far too important a ques- 
tion in these days of progress to be neglected when 
something new and practical presents itself. On 
the 2d of June the application of electricity to loco- 
motives, by the system of M. Faure, was experti- 
mented upon in the court-yard of the great omni- 
bus company, where an omnibus was placed at the 
service of M. Raffard, the clever mechanieal en- 
gineer of the society La Force et la Lumiére. Noth- 
ing was changed in the vehicle; the apparatus was 
placed therein, and worked noiselessly and without 
occasioning the least shock at starting, notwith- 
standing the road was in a bad condition and on a 
declivity. The experiments were equally satisfac- 
tory ascending or descending. Ina few days the 
company hope to haye got to the end of endless 
formalities, and have permission to run from Place 
du Tréne to Passy, by way of the Arc de Triomphe. 
It is thought that these experiments will prove con- 
clusively that the system of electro-traction offers 
20 per cent. economy and no danger whatever, even 
in crowded streets.

HOUSE’S AUTOMATIC THLEGRAPHE." 
From the Binghamton Republican, June 20. 

The certificate of incorporation of a tele- 
graph company, formed for the purpose of con- 
structing instruments and establishing lines for 
working House’s improved system, was filed 
in the County Clerk’s office, in this city, on the 
14th inst. The officers are as follows: Cyrus 
Strong, President; Royal E. House, Viee-President; 
Cyrus Strong, Jr., Secretary; Tracy R. Morgan, 
Treasurer. Arrangements are being made, and 
it is expected will soon be perfected, for the im- 
mediate construction of aline from New-York to 
Philadelphia.

He expressed his pleasure and 
pride with the work which had been accomplished 
during the last four years, and he closed his re- 
marks by giving the class some wholesome advice 
as to the line of conduct tbey should pursue in 
their intercourse with the world. The three 
fellowships as rewards of eminent merit in the 
studies of the university course were awarded 
as follows: First, of $300, to Eugene Frederick 
Pearce, Of Brooklyn; second, of $200, to George 
Martin Duncan, of Paterson, N. J.; and third, of 
$100, to John Osear Ball, of Brooklyn.

DR. CROSBY AND THE CHANCELLORSBZIP. 

The Alumni Association spent several 
hours very pleasantly togetherin the University 
Building last evening. Dr. Aaron J. Vanderpoel, 
of the Class of °43, presided. Chancellor Crosby 
made a brief statement defining his position 


toward the university. He said he was 
invited to accept the Chancellorship in 1870, 
and he entered upon his duties with the 
understanding that in 1874 his term would 
end. It was understood by the Conncil 
that an endowment fund of $250,000 should be 
raised, or $12,000 a year, for a working capital. The 
first year after this system was begun the $12,000 
was raised. The second year the subscription 
failed, and “atthe end of the third year, June 4, 
1873, Isentin my resignation for the reason that 
the Council had not fulfilled its obligation. The 
Council had’ not raised the $250,000 or the 
$12,000, and I retired. I did not  at- 
tend the meetings for more than a year. 
At the end of the fourth year myterm expired. 
The Council requested me to ‘‘come back,” and 
during that year, as a matter of courtesy, I did at- 
tend the meetings of the Council. Then they 
agreed to raise $6,000 a year if I would remain 
three years longer. I agreed toremain as Chan- 
cellor ad interim, or until the Council could 
et an endowment and a new Chancellor. 
Now, at this time, when there has been a differ- 
ence of opinion among us, I feel it to be my duty to 
insist that my resignation be accepted. He con- 
eluded by asking the Alumni to vote with the 
Faculty fora resolution requesting the Rev. Dr. 
Jobn Hall to accept the Chancellorship, The nomi- 
nation was received with applause, and Vice- 
President Martin announced that action on Chan- 
eelior Crosby's resignation would be taken in 
October. The following officers were elected 
for the ensuing year, after which the 
association sat down toacollation: President— 
Dr. Aaron J. Vanderpoel; Vice-President—Dr. 
Henry D. Noyes; Secretary—William W. Stephen-

The wounderful increase in population in these 
countries would not have been possible without 
the turnip. The employment of millions hangs 
upon the turnip. The investment of millions 
sterling is due to the trunip. The turnip 
is one of the main stays in England, and the 
Lord Chancellor might well sit upon one, instead 
of a woolsack, were li not a trifle too hard and 
otherwise incommodious forsuch a purpose. Poets, 
statesmen, and historians, are apt to consider the 
acts of Kings and of Parliaments as of the first im- 
portance; but to the vast majority of mankind 
who governs is of no matter whatever. Work and 
food are of more importance, and it is difficult to 
exaggerate the value of the turnip as a source of

{LEGISLATORS TALKING 


——_>—_— 
A FLOOD OF SPEECHES IN THE 
ASSEMBLY. 
ALL CAUSED BY THE BILL TO APPROPRIATA 
AN UNEXPENDED BALANCE FOR THE 


NEW CAPITOL—THE BILL PASSBD—OTH- 
ER MATTERS DISOUSSED. 

ALBANY, June 23.—There was another dress 
parade of demagogic ideas in the Assembly to- 
day during the consideration and passage of the 
bill appropriating $500,000 for the carrying ou. 
of work on the exterior walls of the New Capitol 
building. The bill came up as the special order of 
business, and Mr. Draper, of Albany, in order to 
advocate the measure in debate, moved to strike 
Sut the first section. He said the Legislature had 
already appropriated a large amount of money thig 
year for the building of the Capitol, and he had at 
one time supposed that enough money had been 
voted to carry on the work forthe present season, 
Such was not the fact, however. He believed that 
the work had come to such a point that the utmost 
economy would be secured in its completion only 
by urging the most rapid progress in the work. 
If this appropriation now asked for was 
made, the work on the westerly end 
of the building could be pushed for- 
ward, but if it was refused that end of the building 
would remain open and exposed to the elements 
for a year, and much valuable machinery and ap- 
para?us now In place and in good working order 
would be injured and become unserviceable while 
standing idle. The money asked for was to be 
used to pay for the work of artisans, stone: 
cutters, and masons. The ‘superintendents, archi- 
tects, clerks, and other officers employed on tha 


Capitol, were under pay whether this work was 
going forward or not, so that in this sense, also, it 
would be sound economy to keep at work the 
artisan class of employes. The bill called for an 
appropriation of money senety in the Treasury 
from unexpected balances,,and did not, there- 
fore, require the levying of any new tax 
on the people. Of course, he knew 
that laborers had no right to demand that public 
money be appropriated for their employment sole- 
ly, but they had a right to demand that if the State 
employed them atall it should treat them fairly. 
It was wrong to keep them at work for alternating 
pexteds of six months at atime and leave them 
dj@ in the intervening periods of six months. This 
biil had already passed the Senate, and he knew of 
no reason why it should not also pass the Assem- 
bly. With this explanation he would withdraw hig 
motion to strike out. 

Mr. Benedict, of Ulster, moved an amendment to 
the bill, providing that there should be imposed for 
the present fiscal year a tax sufficient in amount 
to realize the money ealled for in the bill, to reim- 
burse or replace in the Treasury the fund, whatever 
its character, from which this sum was to be 
drawn. Hesaid there was, in his mind, always 
something very suspicious about these large 
unexpended balances in the public treas- 
ury. He would like to know where 
they came from. Whenever tax bills were 
brought up here, there was always some resistance 
to them, and ey were cut down, although it waa 
invariably claimhd that all the money asked for 
was needed, and was barely sufficient for the pub- 
lic needs. Still, these ‘‘unexpended balances’ 
were always lying about. They seemed to ba 
kept in the Treasury to be preyed on by 
bills like this, with the plea that not a 
dollar of extra taxation would be necessary. If 
the tax bills already passed this year were true and 
fair, there was no such sum of money as this in the 
Treasury to meet this appropriation. The Con- 
troller estimated for this yearas necessary, $5,- 
218,000, and the amount of taxes levied would bring: 
in less than $5,000,000. Why then not turn over 
this money to the public uses at once to meet the! 
deficiency in the estimate? His constituents, Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike, were opposed to the; 
way in which this work was being done. They} 
formed the idea of creating a State debt and issu- 
ing State bonds for the completion of this work in 
tne quickest and best manner. It had been pro- 
posed to do this under the Administration of Gov. 
Robinson, but he was opposed by the Legislature. 

Mr. Husted said that if the Governor who pre- 
ceded the present one had favored the completion 
of this Capitol, it could haye been finished for 
$3,000,000 less than it would now cost. He de- 
clared it to be a great public calamity, however, 
and vetoed a bill appropriating $1,000,000 for the 
prosecution of work on it, If the will of the peo< 
ple had been followed at that time, the building 
would have been completed now. This was 
not the first time, either, that money was 
taken from unexpended balances. In Gov. Robin- 
son’s Administration an unexpended balance of 
$1,000,000 was once taken and used for other pur- 
poses. Atthe same time the claim was made that 
the taxes were lessened that year by $1,000,000, but 
it was not stated that that $1,000.000 was taken 
from unexpended balances. He concurred in the 
opinion of Mr. Draper, that this building should be 
completed at the earliest moment. 

Mr, Spinola, of New-York, next got the floor, at 
atime when a dozen men were trying for it. He 
said he was not in accord with the views or eithes 
Mr. Benedict or Mr. Husted. He believed that the 
best thing the State could do would be to finish 
this building promptly, and he admitted that Gov. 
Robinson had pronounced the building to be ‘a 
great public calamity.” So, in fact, it was, as far as 
the people’s pockets were concerned. If there was a 
half a million of dollarsin the Treasury as an un- 
expended baljance he concluded that it had been 
per rng drawn from the people by unwise 
taxation, and that the best thing to do with it now 
that it had been discovered was to send it back 
qncns the people from whose pockets it had been 
filched. He therefore favored this Dill, and 
moved that the committee report progress, 
and the motion was carried, to the _ in- 
tense disgust and anger of Mr. New: 
man, of ings, who wanted to debate if 
further. In the House, on Mr. Draper’s motion, 
the committee was discharged and the bill ordered 
to a third reading. Mr. Alvord then jumped ug 
and moved that it now have its third reading, and 
amid cries of **No! no!” said he thought it was 
best to get it out of the way. The motion was car 
ried, and the bill was ordered on its final passage, 
Mr. Newman then got in an amendment re 
quiring ‘‘that no potion of this appropria: 
tion shall be used or expended in the payment 
of architects or clerks now employed, of 
hereafter to be employed in the completion of the 
New Capitol. He said that;when the sum of $1,000,- 
000 was appropriated this year it was understood 
that it was to be expended among the stone-cut, 
ters, masons, and other artisans, but now 
we :are told that the .money had been 
paid to others as well, and that. unless 
this $500,000 was voted the work must b¢ 
stopped. The House adopted the amendment, and 
Mr. Husted moved, and the Assembly ordered, the 

revieus question on the final passage of the Dill. 

t was then passea by a vote of 79 yeas to 30 nays, 
and will be at once sent to the Governor, 

The Governor sent to the Assembly to-day a Mes- 
sage vetoing a bill giving to the Surrogate of Clin- 
ton County alithe powers and duties of a County 
Judge out of court. 

Mr. Henry Bergh was on the floor of the House 
for an hour or two, and copies of an appeal from 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani 
mals were found onthe desksof members, ask: 
ing their sympathy and action against the practica 
of pigeon-shooting. Just before the House 
adjourned, Mr. Niles, of Westchester, asked unani< 
mous consent to introduce a Dill to prereet the 
killing and wounding of pigeons and other birds by: 
marksmen for sport, but it was objected to. Pend< 
ing an effort to suspend the rules for the sama 
purpose, an adjournment was ordered and carried 
amid much boisterousness and confusion. 

Mr. Forater resumed his argument in the Senate 
this morning on his motion to disagree with the 
adverse report of the Railroad Committee on the 
bill to create a State Ratiroad Commission. A 
propenty constituted commission, he argued, would 

advantageous to the railroads as well asto thé 
people. It would stand in the way of 
communism and _ kindred = delusions, whict 
were the natural result of unredressed wrongt 
and uncorrected abuses. If there were any 
defects in the bill, it could be amended In Commit 
tee of the Whole after a full discussion. He said b¢ 
did not blame the committee for making its adi 
verse report, It was just what might have been 
expected of it. If blame was to be attached ta 
any one it was to the party who ap ointed the 
committee two years ago. It was weil known at 
that time that four out of the five members of the 
committee who signed this adverse report werd 
opposed toa commission. Their opinions on th 
subject were fixed, and it was not to be expected 
they would change them. But other Senators ha 
different opinions, and it was only fair that they 
should have an opportunity to discuss the bill and 
to pass upon Its merits. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Forster’s remarks, na 
one offering to speak on the question, the vote 
was taken on his motion to disagree with the re< 
port and it was carried—yeas 16, nays 10, as follows,

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


THREE SWINDLERS CAPTURED. 
HOW ADOLPH LIEBES LOST $2,500—opERA- 
TIONS OF CLEVER CONFIDENOE MEN. 

After over two weeks of unremitting work 
Inspector Byrnes snd Detectives Williamson, 
Blevin, and Lanthier of his command, yesterday 
captured three noted Western confidence men, 
who twice swindled an unsuspecting stranger, se- 
curing in all $2,500 from their victim. On the 16th 
ult. Mr. Adolph Liebes, a German Israelite, arrived 
in this City with his wife and two children on the 
steam-ship Colon, of the Pacific Mail Line, from 
Aspinwall. Mr. Liebes had originally been in busi- 


ness in San Francisco, but for three years previous 
to his arrival in New-York had done business in 
Guatemala, Central America. There he made con- 
siderable money, and his intention in coming to 
this City was to go into some profitable business 
here. After taking lodgings for his family 
at No. 152 East Fifty-second-street he looked 
about for an opportunity to invest his capital. 
In the columns of a morning journal he saw an ad- 
vertisement fora nigies vad with acapital of $2,000. 
Liebes answered the advertisement, and in reply a 
well-dressed business man called on him, and in- 
troduced himseif as George C. Hammond. He said 


he was in the business of manufacturing safes, and ‘ 


that he was doing a profitable trade, but was un- 
able to extend his business owing to a want of 
capital. His plausible manner wou Liebes’s confi- 
dence, and when Hammond suggested that he 
should accompany him to his office, Liebes con- 
sented. Hammond introduced Liebes into 
a gambling den in West Twenty-fourth-street. 
The game in progress was explained to Liebes, 
and he became so deeply intcrested in it that he 
soon found himself a loser to the amount of $500. 
After losing this sum, Liebes thought he knew 
enough of the game, and left the house with Ham- 
mond. The next day Liebes received a note from 
Hammond regretting that he was called out of 
town suddenly, but would see him again on his re- 
turn to the City. 

On the 6th inst., still in search of a profitable in- 
vestment, Liebes saw another advertisement call- 
ing for a partner with a capital of $2,000 in the 
patent black pavement businessin Chicago and St. 
Louis. He answered this advertisement and !was 
waited on at his house by a man representing him- 
self as George Foster, of Chicago, a half-own: 
er of the patent right. Foster explained the 
business in such a way as to deceive 
Liebes. At the request of Foster, Liebes accom- 
panied him to the Rossmore, where a man who 
was introduced to him as Frank Jardine said he 
owned a half interest in the patent rignt. Foster 
and Jardine agreed to sell to Liebes a third inter- 
est in the concern for $2,000 cash. While the nego- 
tiations were in progress a third man appeared on 
the scene and was introduced to Liebes as Gén. 
Burnett, also of Chicago. Burnett said he had 
come to this City especially to purchase the 
patent right owned by Foster and Jardine, and he 
‘was willing to pay a good price forit. Foster was 
sorry he could not negotiate with him, as he had 
already sold a third interest in the business to 
Liebes, Burnett expressed great regret, and 
offered $9,000 for the entire concern, but 
his offer was refused. Burnett's offer of 
$9,000 for a concern of which he could obtain a 
third for $2,000 induced Liebes to close the bargain. 
A bill of sale was drawn up, but before signing it, 
Foster and Jardine insisted upon Liebes depositing 
with them the money as a guarantee of his good 
faith. To this Liebes objected, contending that 
both Foster and Jardine were strangers to him. 
Foster then suggested that Liebes should put up 
$2,000, and he and Jardine would also put up $2,000 
each, and the money should be lodged in their 
joint names with the clerk of the hotel, to be deliv- 
ered only in the presence of the three persons to 
the arrangements, and Jardine to sign the receipt 
for the same. Liebes fell into the trap, and agreed 
to this proposition. He produced $2,000 in cash, and 


his partners brought out a number of bonds } 


which they represented were worth upward of 
$4,000. These were placed in an envelope with the 
money, which was securely sealed and placed in 
the hands of the clerk of the hotel. Soon after 
Liebes parted with his friends, eeing to meet 
them the following morning at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel, when the papers assigning to hima third 
interest in the patent right were to be signed and 
the transfer of the property made. At the hour 
agreed upon, Liebes was at the hotel and waited 
patiently for his friends from Chic o, but they did 
not appear. After an hour's delay he went to the 
Rossmore Hotel, and was informed by the clerk 
that soon after the envelope containing the money 
and bonds had been left with him the three men 
who had placed it in his hands called for it, and he 
gore ittothem. Liebes said that it was impossi- 

le, as he was one of the three men in whose pres- 
ence the envelope was to be delivered, but the 
clerk produced the reeeipt signed by Jardine. On 
making further inquiries, Liebes learned that Fos- 
ter, Jardine, and a third person who bore a great 
resemblance to Liebes called for the envelope dur- 
{ing the evening, and the clerk, being deceived by 
the accidental resemblance of the third party to 
Liebes, delivered the package on receiving the re- 
ceipt signed by Jardine, as agreed upon, 

Finding that he had been swindled Liebes called 
on Inspector Byrnes and told his story substantially 
as given above. Through his detectives the In- 
spector learned that Liebes had been twice victim- 
ized by a gang of clever confidence men who had 
recently arrived here from the West in search of 
victims. The man Hammand, who had so cleverly 
decoyed his victim into the gambling house where 
he was fieeced out of $500, was recognized by the 
description given by Liebes as Joe Eaton, a well- 
known “ skin” gambler and confidence man who 
has heretofore done the State service by his in- 
voluntary laborsin prison. Foster was recognized 
as George Seeley, and Jardine was Frank Johnson, 
both confederates of Eaton, while Burnett, the 
Chicago man who appeared so anxious to buy the 
patent right for $9,000, proved to be George Gray, 
one of the most accomplished of the gang. It is 
probable that Eaton after fleecing 
out of the $500 in the gambling 
discovered the available cash capital 
victim, and planned the frau by which 

2,000 more were obtained. When the Inspector 
had become satisfied that he had the right gang 
spotted, he took Liebes before the Grand Jury, and 
indictments for obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses were found against Seeley, Johnson, and 
Gray. Bench warrants were issued for their arrest, 
but it was found that they had left the City for 
Philadelphia. Thither Detectives Williamson and 

levin went in pursuit, and on Wednesday they 
succeeded, with the assistance of the Philadelphia 
Police, in capturing Seeley, alias Foster. He is 
locked up in Philadelphia, awaiting the arrival of a 
requisition, which was obtained yesterday from 
Gov. Cornell. Gray, on learning of his confeder- 
ate’s arrest, fled to this City. Inspector Byrnes 
was informed by telegraph, and Gray, alias Burnett, 
was captured here yesterday. He is locked up at 
the Central Office, and will be arraigned at the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office to-day. Eaton was also ar 
rested yesterday. It had been known for some 
time that he had returned to this City, and he 
could have been arrested at any time within the 
past week, but it was deemed prudent not to 
molest him until his chief confederates were cap- 
tured. Eaton will be arraigned before a Police 
magistrate to-day. Johnson, alias Jardine, is still 


at large.

EMPLOYERS AND WORKING MEN. 


BREWERS CONCILIATE THE STRIKERS—JOHN 
ROACH WILL MAKE NO CONCESSION. 

The strikers at Roach’s iron works are still 

holding out. A paper signed by Mr. 

put up in the works yesterday, stating that the re- 


lations which had always existed between the pro- 


prietors of the works and the employes were such 


that men seeking employment should do so in their 
individual capacities, and that the wages were 
fixed by the foreman of each shop according to his 
estimate of the workman’s skill, sobriety, and in- 
dustry. This principle was as much in the interest 


of the workman as of the employer, and rather than 
surrender Jt the proprietors would close the works. 
The‘ molders and machinists at the Delamater 
Iron Works lately asked for a half holiday on 
Saturday, and two hours were given them. thin 
the past two or three days the agitation for a half 
noliday has been revived, and it was said yester- 
day that the men were waiting to see the result of 
the strike at Roach’s works before taking active 
measures themselves. At the grain elevator of the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad, 
Sixtieth-street and the North River, the new men 
were at work yesterday, and, it was said, were 
paid at the advanced rates which had been de- 
manded by the strikers. The strikers who hap- 
ened to be around were told that they were no 
onger wanted. The reason given for refusing to 
take back the strikers was: that when the Super- 
intendent asked them to wait until he could ask 
the officers of the company if he should advance 
their pay they refused to do so, and struck at once. 
About 50 or 60 striking brewery men were at 
Wendel’s Assembly Rooms yesterday. They were 
not in the best of spirits. The leaders were surly 
and almost abusive. As very few of this class of 
strikers can read English they are controlled by a 
handful of demagogues. The United Brewers of 
New-York and vicinity met yesterday morning in 
Steuben Hall to perfect their organization, and to 
take action on the report of their conference com- 
mittee, About 80 brewers were present. They re- 
mained in secret session until late in the evening, 
and the result of their labors with reference 
to the strike was a set of resolutions 
which was sent to the Union: Saloon-keep- 
ers’ Association. The resolutions state that 
the brewers had already granted the just claims of 
their workmen to a reduction ef their time of 
labor to 12 hours on week days and to not more 
than 3 hours on Sundays,and had also volun- 
tarily granted a considerable increase in their 
wages. They themselves were decidedly in favor 
of the development and elevation of the social 
standing of their workmen. They regarded the 
strike as at an end, as their breweries had alread 
sufficient complements of men. They considered it 
their duty not to grant any farther concessions, 
but they did not oppose any organization of their 
workmen when it had for its objeets the real 
improvement of their present condition. The 
brewers, the resolutions declared, would exercise a 
policy of conciliation by disregarding the so-called 
‘black list’ of disaffected men which had been 
repared by the foremen, and they would take 
Pack strikers whenever vacancies occur.

DR. HAMMOND'S SUIT DISMISSED. 

The complaint in the suit of Dr. William A.

Judgs Potter said he would 
nt the motion, but, upon the appeal of Mr. Wil- 
jam A. Beach, suspended his decision to permit 
the plaintiff to put in more testimony. This testi- 
mony having been put in, Mr. Choate renewed his 
motion to dismies, and it was granted. The plain- 
tiff was allowed 30 days to make a new case.

ALBERT SLOCUM, OF MILWAUKEE, 
HE IS ARRESTED IN THIS CITY ON CHARGES 
OF FRAUD. 

Albert Slocum, manufacturer of straw goods, 
of Milwaukee, Wis., whose assignment, with lia- 
bilities amounting to $250,000, was tclegraphed 
from Milwaukee on Wednesday, has been arrested 
in this City by the Sheriff on an order issued from 
the Court of Common Pleas, upon the application 
of Thomas V. Cator, attorney for J. Zimmerman & 
Co., straw goods merchants, of No. 161 Mercer- 
street. He is held to bailin the sum of $38,000. 
The grounds of the arrest are alleged fraudulent 
disposition of property with intent to defraud his 


creditors, and alleged fraudulent statements to ob- 
tain eredit. Slocum was arrested on Tuesday 
afternoon. Soon afer he was taken into custody, 
it is said, he was allowed to telegraph to Milwau- 
kee directing his assignment to be filed there. He 
evidently had the deed prepared for filing at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The terms of the assignment are 
not known here by any person but Mr. Slocum. 
He says he has preterred Zimmerman & Co., J. 58. 
Pinmmer, and H. Weckherlin, of this City, to a 
certain extent. A short time before he left Mil- 
waukee for New-York, it is said, he made two 
other special assignments, Some of his creditors 
have sent their special representatives and lawyers 
to’Milwaukee to investigate his affairs. 

Mr. Slocum has bought largely in this market 
for the past three vears. At the close of last 
year he owed Zimmerman & Cg. over $30,000. 
He then requested that firm to tg him. credit 
for the year 381, and, it is alleged, stated to Mr. 
Zimmerman that he had no liabilites except the 
amount he owed the latter’s firm. He is asserted 
to have reaffirmed that statement on Jan. 15, and 
also to have said that his assets exceeded his liabili- 
ties by $55,000. He boughtof Zimmerman & Co, 
from that time until June 10, on credit, $40,511 
worth of goods, and paid only about $5,000. He 
now owes Zimmerman & Co. over $61,000. Slocum 
suddedly appeared in New-York on Monday last 
and, it is alleged, attempted to force his creditors 
into a settlement, especially Zimmerman & Co. Itis 
alleged that he told them they could take 45 cents 
on the dollar, 15 cents to be paid every four 
months, or he would fix things so that they could 
get nothing. He refused to make any satisfactory 
statement of his affairs, but presented one showing 
that he owed about $125,000. When questioned by 
Mr. Cator, the attorney for Zimmerman & Co., he 
said that his sales this year were $175,000; he had 
no bad debts; had received payment in full for 
those sales, except about $40,000, and that 
jut before he came to New-York he 
nad =s assigned = the~=—-_: $40,000 «sin =book _ac- 
counts to secure §.

LIGHT BREEZES IN THE BAY. 
AN UNEVENTFUL REGATTA OF THE JERSEY 


CITY YACHT CLUB. 


The twenty-third annual regatta of the Jer- 
sey City Yacht Club was held yesterday under the 
disadvantage of a persistent calm, only occasional- 
ly broken by light blows. Before the start the 
club held a meeting and elected several new mem- 
bers. The start was set for 9 A. M., but, owing to 
the calm mainly, it was not made by any of the 
yachts before 11 A. M., and some of them did not 
get off until after 12M. Twenty yachts started, 
and most of them were compelled to drift across 
the line. The course marked out for classes A and 
B was from a point between Bedloe’s and Ellis 
Islands to red ys | No. 14, on the north-west 
point of the Dr omer, and back. That for 
classes 0, D, and E was from a point off the club- 
house, at the foot of Jersey-avenue, between Ellis 
and Bedloe’s Islands, to Buoy No. 17, off Robbin’s 
Reef, and ‘return. Yachts of the A ard B classes 
started from the place designated for them, 
but, as the judges’ boat, a steam launch, 
could not, in consequence of the low 
tide, get near enough in shore, the start- 
ing point for yachts of the other classes had to be 
changed at the last moment to the same as that of 
classes A and B. This change not being understood 
by all the sailing-masters, several yachts of the C, 
D, and E classes were long delayed in starting. 

The first yacht to cross the line was the Elsie 
May. She was followed, in the order named, ut 
irregular intervals by the Psyche, Howajii, 
Anne C., Mignon, Knight Templar, Tor- 
pedo, Lidee, Alexander F., ana Alla. The 
remainder of the fleet straggled along behind, 
Commodore Winn’s yacht, the Little Nell, was 
considerably delayed by the unexpected change of 
the starting-point, thereby losing the current that 
carried the others off, and was thus practically 
thrown out of the race. Near Robbin'’s Reef she 
was becalmed, and narrowly escaped drifting into 
the Kill. She then retired from the race, and took 
her course homeward with the first puff. The 
Elsie May preserved her lead to Buoy No. 14. -but on 
the way back to the judges’ boat she was passed 
by the Knight Templar, which was the first boat in. 
As the Knight Templar belonged to class B, while 
the Elsie May was in class A, they were both win- 
ners.

MANY MERCHANTS SWINDLED. 


RASCALS PROCURE GOODS BY PERSONATING 
SYRACUSE TRADESMEN. 

Swindiers have recently succeeded in ob- 
taining large quantities of cigars and other articles 
from New-York firms by pversonating responsible 
tradesmen of Syracuse, N. Y. One of them or- 
dered the goods here, and another received them 
in Syracuse and shipped them back to New-York, 
where they were sold. One of the swindies was 
perpetrated on R, C. Brown & Co., cigar merchants, 
of Nos. 127 and 129 Franklin-street. The New-York 
ewindier called on the firm, said that he was Henry 
Shafer, of Syracuse, and ordered 8,000 cigars, 
worth $500. There isa respectable tradesman in 
Syracuse named Henry Shafer, and when Brown & 
Co. telegraphed there asking about his commercial 
standing, they received a reply which caused them 
to ship the cigars ordered by the swindler. When 
the cigars arrived at Syracuse, the swindler there 
received them and a them to his New-York 
confederate, who sold them to Jacob L. Kahn, a 
tobacconist, of No, 90 East Houston-street, for $200, 
He received a bill of sale for $440—which he took 
“to protect himself’—and gave a check for $200 
onthe German Exchange Bank. When the check 
was presented atthe bank yesterday, Detectives 
Kush and Hinds were watching, and they 
arrested a man _who said that he was 
Charlies Smith, He was identified as the 
man who had personated Mr. Shafer. Kahn was 
then arrested, much to his disgust, and and the 
detectives are looking for Smith’s confederate. 
The real Mr. Henry Shafer will be in New-York to- 
day, and is expected to identify Smith as the per- 
son who called on him a fortnight ago. and made 
inquiries about his commercial standing on the 
pretense that he was the agent for a commercial 
register. On Saturday Mr. Shafer received bills 
from Brown & Co., and others, for cigars that he 
had never ordered. He discovered that aman who 
called himself Henry Shafer had opened a cigar 
store at No.4 Walton-street, Syraeuse. He sent 
the bills there. On Saturday night the spurious 

Henry Shafer left Syracase. The swindler at Syra- 
case obtained the goods from the agent of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Express 
Company, 
sue the company to recover these goods, or their 
value, as Mr. Henry Shafer is well known in gl 
cuse, and the carelessnes of the agentin permitting 
himself to be duped appears to be inexcusable.

GLENMORE. AGAIN WINS

PAROLE AND THREE OTHER 
GREAT HORSES DEFEATED. 

SIX CONTESTS DECIDED YESTERDAY AT 
SHEEPSHEAD BAY—GREENLAND, THORA, 
GLENMORE, SIR HUGH, GERANIUM, AND 
DISTURBANCE THE WINNERS. 

The programme furnished by the Coney 
Island Jockey Club drew to the course at Sheeps- 
head Bay yesterday a large crowd of people. The 
race of the day wasthe mile and three-quar- 
ters, in which Parole, McCullough, Glenmore, 
Grenada, and Irish King took part. It wasa mag- 
nificent contest, and was won by Glenmore, who 
beat the recora by a second and a half. The de- 


tails follow: 
THE MILE DASH. 

To begin with, there was a dash of one mile for 
3-year olds, for a purse of $500. There was a pen- 
alty of 3 pounds for those who had won atwo 
or three year old stake at Baltimore or Jerome 
Park. Non-winners of 1881 were allowed 8 
pounds, and maidens 7 pounds. For this there 
were nine entries, and cight of them sported col- 
ors, in D, J. Bannatyne’s Imada, 106 pounds, (Quan- 
trell;) J. R. Coffin’s, ch. g. Sinbad, 108 pounds, 
(Shauer;) J. E. Kelly’s Edenderry, 118 pounds, (Bar- 
tell;) Charles Boyle’s Springfield, 115 pounds, 
(Coates;) E. A. Clabaugh’s Potomac, 108 pounds, 
(Halloway ;) R. H. Owens’s br. f. Valeria, 110 pounds, 
(Murphy;) George L. Lorillard’s Greenland, 118 
pounds, (Costello,) and John Grayer’s ch. f. Berna- 
dine, 106 pounds, (McLaughlin.) In the betting, 


Edenderry was a great favorite at $150, Greenland 
selling for $70; Bernadine, $55; Potomac, ; 
epungheld. $25; Valeria, $20, and the field, $15. 
The start was a very moderate one, Sinbad and 
Greenland being in front, with Greenland second, 
Imalda being several lengthsinthe rear. Going 
round the turn, Sinbad led a length, and increased 
his advantage for a moment, but Potomac 
made a rush, and at the quarter pole he had 
his head in front of Sinbad, who was a length in 
advance of Greenland, and he a head before Va- 
leria, followed by Springfield. Down the back 
stretch the latter went tothe front and reached 
the half-mile pole halfa length before Potomac, 
who was half a length ahead of Sinbad, with Green- 
land fourth and Valeria fifth.

When Green- 
land and Edenderry came along there was a hot 
race between them onthe stretch, but Greenland 
had the most speed and won by three-quarters of 
a length, Edenderry second, six lengths before 
Valeria, with Springfield fourth, Potomac fifth.

THE MERMAID STAKTS., 


The second race was the Mermaid Stakes, for 
38-year-old fillies, of $100 each, half forfeit, with 
$800 added; the second to receive $150 out of the 
Stakes; one mile anda furlong. Of the 27 nomina- 
tions 5 answered the summons of the judges, viz.: 
P. Lorillard’s gr. f. Spark, (Feakes;) Dwyer Broth- 
ers’ b. f. Bliss, (McLaughlin;) Charles Reed’s b. f. 
Thora, (Donahue;) A. Burnham & Sons’ b. f. By 
the Way, (Fisher,) and George L. Lorillard’s b. f. 
Aella, (Costello,.) The plunging on Thora was so 
great that one would suppose that the race was 
already run. In the auction pools she brought 
$700, while Aella sold for $170, Spark $90, Bliss $65, 
and By the Way $50. They were aligned at the fur- 
jong pole, and at the first attempt Aella stumbled 
and threw Costello, but without injury to the filly 
or the jockey. Atthe second attempt they were 
sent on their journey, Bliss and By the Way break- 
ing away slightly in front, but when well under 
way Thora rushed forward and reached the judges’ 
stand a length in the van, By the Way second, 
half a length in front of Aeila, who 
was a length before Bliss, followed by Spark. 
There was no change in their positions round the 
turn, Thora making the pace hot and in-

Time—1:57, 
The value of the stake to the winner was $2,250. 


THE MILE AND THREE-QUARTERS. 


Now came the grand struggle between the 
giants. It was a dash of a mile and three-quarters 
for allages, to carry 100 pounds, purse $800, sex 
allowances. Five great horses were entered, and 
the interest excited was demonsirated in applause 
as each of the contestants took their preliminary 
canters along the stretch. Parole looked in 
fine fettle, and was in charge of Shauer, while 
Donahue had the fortunes of McCullough in 
his keeping. Glenmore had Carroll up, while 
Costello had the mount on Grenada, and McLaugh- 
lin bestrode Irish King. The speculators crowded 
about the pooling stands and the betting was very 
animated, and old Parole was a hot favorite, 
bringing $600, with Glenmore a strong second 
choice at $220; Grenada, having a great number 
of friends, brought $205, Irish King $70, and Mc- 
Cullough $55. That the record would be beaten 
was generally expected, and in this respect the 
spectators were not disappointed. The five were 
soon gathered atthe quarter pole, and they were 
off at the first asking well together, but old Parole 
was sent along to make the pace, and along the 
back stretch was a length ahead of Irish King, the 
others not far back. Reaching the half-mile pole, 
Parole was a length in front of Irish King, who was 
a length und a half before McCullough, he being a 
length and aquarter in advance of Grenada, while 
at the latter’s quarter ran Glenmore, well in hand. 
They did not change their positions on the lower 
turn, and when they reached the judges’ stand, 
having finished the first three-quarters of a mile, 
Parole was still in front, a length and a quarter be- 
fore Irish King, who was a length in advance of 
McCullough, he having a neck the best of Grenada, 
who wasalength the best of Glenmore. Round 
the turn they went, with old hero still cutting out 
the work, and keeping hislead past the quarter 
pole, there being no important change in their re- 
spective positions; but as they flew along the back 
stretch, Irish King chailenged Parole, and at the 
half-mile pole he was at the quarter of the old 
horse, McCullough was atthe heels of the King, 
while Glenmore had began to move along, 
having passed Grenada, and was ba to 
the shoulder of McCullough. On the lower 
turn the struggle was beautiful to look at. Parole 
had shaken off Irish King, and led him a length, 
but the latter made play again, and at the three- 
quarter pole he had a neck the bestof Parole, who 
received a cut of the whip. In the meantime 
Glenmore poses McCullough, and was coming 
like an avalanche, while Grenada was out of the 
race altogether. They turned into the home 
stretch, and Parole was beaten, and shouts of 
“Trish King wins” arose from the stand, but soon 
the backers of McCullough began to shout as he 
came forward, but the backers of Glenmore gave 
a yell of delight as the winner of the cup rushed 
up and was in the lead. Once there, he remained, 
and, amid the shouts of his backers, won the race 
by alength and a half, while there was a deter- 
mined struggle for seeond place between Mc- 
OCullough and Irish King, the former gaining the 
place by a head only, while three lengths away 
was Parole, who was the same distance before 


Grenada. The time was 3:0144, the fastest time on 
record by a second and a half. 


THE MILE HEATS. 


The fourth race was a purse of $600, for all ages, 
to carry the old weights; mile heats: and the three 
competitors for tuis were P. H. Duffy’s b. m. ee 
5 years, 109 pounds, (Quantrell;) George L. Loril- 
lard’s b. g. Sir Hugh, 8 years, 87 pounds, (Ural,) 
ana J. R. Keene's b. h. Dan Sparling, 5 years, 114 
pounds, (McLaugblin.) Sir Hugh sold for $250, 
Sparling $210, and Baby $35. 

First Heat.—Spariing had the best of the start, 
but Sir Hugh speedily went to the front, and at the 
quarter pole was a length and a quarter the best 
of Baby, who was half alength before Sparling. 
On the back stretch Sir Hugh inoreased his lead, 
and was two lengths before Sparling at the half- 
mile pole, the pace being too hot for Baby. On the 
lower turn Sparling made an effort to overtake 
Sir Hugh, but failed, the latter finally winning by 
six lengths, Sparling second, three lengths before 
Baby ; time—1:4244.

TAXATION OF THE ELEVATED ROADS. 
Mr. W. A. Duer, of Messrs. Field, Dorsheimer 
& Dey, appeared yesterday before the Law Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen, upon behalf of 
the elevated railroads, to make an argument on 
Alderman Sauer’s resolution relating to excessive 
taxation of those roads. It was claimed by Mr. Duer 
that the taxation of the elevated roads was far in 
excess of that imposed upon the surface roads, and 
that this was unjust. Alderman Autenreith wanted 
to know the cost of the elevated structures, and 
Mr. Duer was unprepared to answer the question. 


The Alderman also desired to learn whether the 
valuation put upon the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad, to which Mr. 
Duer repeatedly referred as an argument 
that the valuation put upon the elevated 
roads was outrageously excessive, Was a 
proper, valuation. This also Mr. Dner was una- 
le to answer. He thought it might be sufficiently 
high, but could not give a positive opinion. The 
Alderman argued that the valuation put upon the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
might be too low, andin that event the Common 
Council should recommend that an increased val- 
uation be put upon that road. The Alderman 
failed to see the force of Mr. Duer’s argument un- 
less he could show that the valuation put upon the 
New-York Central and Hudson River Road was 
correct. He asked why the elevated railroads 
wanted the Common Council to pass upon Alder- 
man Sauer’s resolution when the matter was in 
court. No satisfactory answer being received to 
the question, the Alderman said that he supposed 
that the passage of the resolution was intended to 
have a moral effect upon the court. Mr. Duer said 
that the valuation put upon the elevated railroads 
was $14,009,000, and $2,000,000 upon the surface 
roads. Alderman Hawes ee a, er that it would 
be improper while the elevated railroad matter is 
in the courts for the Common Council to take any 
action. Mr. Duér was requested to submit docu- 
ments, and the committee adjourned.

THE STREET-CLEANING INVESTIGATION. 

The Mayor’s street-cleaning investigation, 
embracing charges against Police Commissioners 
Nichols, Mason, and French, was yesterday re- 
sumed. Capt. Gunner testified that the garbage 
taken from tenement-houses could notin any way 
be utilized, and he would not give a cent for a 


thousand tons of it. Garbage taken from hotels 
and first-class houses was extensively sought for, 
and might be sold every day. The persons who 
collected it rendered it into oil, and the bones were 
converted into bone-black. Capt. Hedden, the 
next witness, said he talked to his men so much 
about reporting unclean streets that they appeared 
to think he harped upon the subject. His menu had 
made many arrests for throwing ashes, dirt, and 
other refuse into the streets, and had taken the 
prisoners before a Police magistrate. He could not 
give any statistics, but knew that the percentage 
of prisoners Cacnerged far outweighed those who 
were fined. Capt. Jeremiah Petty testified that he 
had made frequent reports to the Corporation At- 
torney in regard to incumbrances in the streets, 
but no attention had been paid to them.

BRApDLEy’s 
character has come but poorly out 
ef the investigation; that of Sxssions 
is neither better nor worse than it was 
before. Some people will persist in believ- 
ing that the accuser is a perjured conspira- 
tor, others that the accused is a perjured 
bribery agent, and nobody will be able to 
say that either opinion is inherently im- 
probable. Only, on the principle that no 
man should be held to be guilty in the ab- 
sence of proof, Sessrons is fully entitled to 
the presumption that he is innocent. Itisa 
most unsatisfactory termination to a dis- 
graceful scandal, and one which, it is to be 
feared, the investigations of the Albany 
Grand Jury will not be able to mend. If 
the purpose of the charge was to injure the 
candidacy of Drprrw, that end has not been 
attained; if it was made in the interests of 
Legislative purity, it has been an equally 
conspicuous failure, having left the prev- 
alence of that quality more dubious than 
ever. 


Senator SrRAHAN has certainly exhibited 
a suspicious readiness to believe that he was 
exposed to a great temptation to desert a 
friend when Commissioner DAVENPORT 
asked him if he would not like to be United 
States Marshal for the Southern District of 
New-York. His testimony before the investi- 
gating committee was given June 17.. The 
terrible temptation was offered him on May 
18, as shown by the telegram put in 
evidence by Mr. Stranan. As ConkKLING 
and Puarr’s ‘resignations were announced 
May 16, just two days before, and it was 
not known on the 20th whether they would 
be candidates for re-election, and no cam- 
paign had been begun, itis not easy to see 
how ConkKLINne’s case could: be affected 
by ‘‘bribing’ Mr. , Straman i} with « an 
office to support © the .

who is now clamorous over an alleged as-

Ex-Assistant Postmaster-General Brapy.

The story of Minnesota’s repudiated rail- 
road debt is told once more in our columns 
this morning in view of a probability of the 
failure of the latest plan for meeting it by a 
compromise with the creditors. There is 
something very curious about the public 
sentiment of that State. It is claimed 
that its people are honest, that they 
are anxious for a vindication of 
the State’s- honor and good name, 
and that they believe this debt ought to be 
paid; and yet they cannot be induced to 
vote for any plan for paying it, and the Con- 
stitution prohibits its payment without the 
approval of the people given by direct vote 
upon the proposition. Governor and Legis- 
lature favor the payment, but the peo- 
ple’s consent cannot be obtained. The 
present scheme is intended to evade the 
constitutional prohibition by a contrivance 
to secure at once a judicial declaration of 
the validity of the debt and the invalidity 
of aconstitutional provision which impairs 
the obligation of a contract between the 
State and its creditors. The whole diffi- 
culty arises from the fact, generally ad- 
mitted, that a State cannot be sued and com- 
pelled to pay its debts, 


The motion to disagree with the adverse 
report of the Senate Committee on the Rail- 
road Commission bill was carried by a vote 
of 16 to 10, and the bill was made a special 
order for Tuesday. Of the votes against the 
motion 9 were those of Republicans, as fol- 
lows: Messrs. BrrpsaALL, BRAMAN, EIDMAN, 
Mappgen, McCartuy, Ropertson, Rocx- 
WELL, WAGNER, and Wooprn. Of the votes 
inits favor 12 were Republican and 4 Demo- 
cratic, 2 Democrats and 4 Republicans being 
absent. If the vote on disagreeing with the 
report of the Railroad Committee can be ac- 
eepted as an indication of the feeling 
of the Senate toward the bill, the chances 
of ‘its passage must be considered 
excellent. As its ultimate passage may be 
defeated by needless amendments as readily 
as by successful obstruction, it is | to be 
hoped that the friends of the bill will be 
able to secure its acceptance in the form in 
which it came from the Assembly. 


MR. FRENCH’S CONVERSION. 


Mr. Turopnitus Frencna, the Auditor of 
Pacific Railroad Accountsin the Department 
of the Interior, has returned from his mis- 
sion to California, and resumed the duties 
of his office in Washington. Nothing is said 
officially as yet about the results of his visit 
to the Pacific coast, but while in San Francisco 
he saw fit to make a report to the President 
of the Central Pacific Railroad, in which he 
gave assurance that he should deem it his 
duty “‘at an early day to communicate with 
the Attorney-General of the United States 
with a view to a discontinuance of proceed- 
ings instituted against your company in the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Southern District of New-York.” This was 
a very extraordinary proceeding, and it 
is reported that the Government is by no 
means satisfied with Mr. Frencnv’s course. 
Whatever his conclusions might be, and 
whatever occasion he may have found for 
changing his mind, he should have reported 
the results of his investigation to the Gov- 
ernment first, and refrained from giving as- 
surances to a corporation against which the 
Government had had occasion to bring suit 
for the enforcement of its rights. 

It will be remembered that the Supreme 
Court of the United States some years ago 
decided that under the act by which the 
credit of the Government was lent to the 
Pacific Railroad companies they were not 
obliged to pay interest on the bonds 
as it accrued, but only to - reimburse the 
Government when the bonds matured. <As 
they accepted the benefit of this interpreta- 
tion of the law, but neglected to make any 
provision for accumulating a fund to meet 
the obligations at maturity, the actof May, 
1878, known as the Thurman act, was passed, 
requiring them to pay 25 per cent. of their net 
receipts to the Government, to be set apart 
as a sinking fund to liquidate the accumu- 
lating debt to the Government. No divi- 
dends were to be paid to stockholders until 
this contribution to the sinking fund was 
yearly made. , The Central Pacific Company 
has not only resisted the payment of its 
quota to the sinking fund, and fallen largely 
in arrears,’ but has defiantly continued to 


-pay dividends out of its receipts notwith- 


standing the default.* There were various 
questions in ‘controversy. between the Gov- 
ernment and the company, and it was to 
settle these and to compel the company to 
fulfill its legal obligations that the suit was 
brought in this City. 


«. The office of Auditor of Railroad Ac- 


counts was created after the passage of the 
Thurman act for the purpose of placing 
some one in direct charge of the Govern- 
ment’s interest in the Pacific railroads, 
and of . securing full‘ reports from the 
companies - and : the ; enforcement of all 
the requirements of the law relating to 
them. » Mr. Frencn has occupied that 
office since its creation, and is intrusted 
with duties of the highest importance. It was 
his business to be fully informed regarding 
the action of the companies, and to guard 
faithfully the Government’s interests. He 
was himself authority for the report 
that the Central Pacific Railroad was 
not ' only ‘ directly resisting the © ful- 
fillment of ‘its legal obligations to the 
Government, but was trying to evade them 
by diverting the business legitimately be- 
longing to its subsidized line to the Southern 
Pacific, which was leased by it. The strange 
history of the building of the Pacific rail- 
roads is yet to be written, but it is well 
known that a few men manipulated 
the building of the Central Pacific 
from funds produced by the QGovern- 
ment loan and land grants. They not only 
controlled the Central Pacific Company, but 
the contract and finance company which 
constructed its road. They made contracts 
with themselves, grew rich out of the manip- 
ulation of the subsidy funds, and owned the 
road after it was built, without having spent 
any capital of their own upon it. The same 
men formed the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and also the Western Devel- 
opment Company, which constructed 
the greater part of its line, The 
earnings of the Central Pacific built the 
Southern Pacific, and the same clique of 
men owned both roads and profited by the 


contracts for building them. 
but as owners of the Central or subsidized 
line they leased the Southern from themselves 
and paid to themselves a heavy rental out of 
the profits of capital originally derived from 
the Government, 


Now, it was Mr. Frencno himself who 
said that these men were diverting through 
traffic that belonged to the Central to the 
Southern line, which had made connection 
to the East over the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé, for the purpose of reducing the 
receipts of the former and diminishing the 
payments to the Government, It was 
also said that they desired to consolidate the 
Central with the Union Pacific. About the 
middle of April Mr. Frencw set out for 
San Francisco for the purpose of looking 
into these things, and, as was said, of bring- 
ing suit against the Central Pacific Com- 
pany to compel a vacating of the 
lease of the Southern Pacific, if he 
found his own charges justified and the in- 
terests of the Government requiring it. He 
was on the Pacific coast about six weeks 
when suddenly there was sent broadcast over 
the country, not information of his proceed- 
ings in behalf of the Government and 
against the company, not an official 
report of the results of his investigation, 
but a statemént, [official in form but ad- 
dressed to Mr. Letanp Sranrorp, Presi- 
dent of the Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, substantially approving of the con- 
duct of the company, favoring its plans, 
and giving the assurance above quoted that 
he would endeavor to secure a discontinu- 
ance of the proceedings in New-York. This 
business certainly needs explaining, and we 
hope it can be explained to the credit of Mr. 
FRENCH. 


THE IRISH IN AMERICA. 


Our territory isto be invaded by Home 
Rulers and Land Leaguers. Father O’Con- 
noR and two other priests sailed from 
Queenstown for New-York on Wednesday, 
Mr. PARNELL is coming over as soon as the 
Lords“ have disposed of the Land bill, and it 
is said that Mr. SHaw, Mr. A. M. Suitrvay, 
and Mr. T. P. O’Conxor, Home Rulers all, 
and members of Parliament, will visit America 
after adjournment. These gentlemen are com- 
ing upon anerrand with which native-born 
and genuine Americans will have little sym- 
pathy. With the exception of Father O’Con- 
NOR, whose professed object is the raising of 
funds to aid the Harrence tenantry to pur- 
chase their farms, they all come as political 
agitators to extend and strengthen the Land 
League in this country and to denounce 
England as the hateful oppressor of Ireland. 
It is true that the Land League, by loudly 
voicing the complaints of the Irish people, 
has forced the Government to give them its 
attention, and has probably hastened the 
coming of the needed relief, but the Land 
League at present is an evil whose extension 
must be harmful to Irish interests and which 
every intelligent Irishman ought to labor to 
suppress. It is true, too, as a matter of his- 
tory, that Ireland has suffered grievously at 
the hands of England, but to harp upon this 
fact at the very moment when the only 
party in England from which the Irish have 
anything to hope is doing everything in its 
power to make reparation is political folly 
of which only demagogues of the Parnell 
stripe would be guilty. America, the real 
America, therefore, has no welcome for 
these men. But it is unfortunate that the 
class to which they will appeal, while ex- 
ceedingly numerous, is so entirely distinct 
and separate from the mass who’ think and 
feel as Americans, and so little shares its 
sentiments, that their mission is likely to be 
successful. 


The Irish fn America outnumber those in 
Great Britain, and there is no essential dif- 
ference between the two divisions. The 
voyage across the Atlantic works no trans- 
formation in Pat, After the plunge into an 
alien civilization, and the taking out of his 
“papers,” he is still as much an Irish- 
man~as when he stood upon the ‘ould 
sod’? in County’ Meath. His skin is 
impermeable to the political and social in- 
fluences which surround him. We know 
that he is not without love for his adopted 
country, but it isa passion which moves him 
little. He cares no more for the American 
eagle than for an owl, but a sprig of sham- 
rock stirs his warm heart to ecstasy. The 
name of WASHINGTON has no meaning to 
his ear, but St. Patrick isa living and potent 
reality. . He is out of the reach of the influ- 
ences that work for the highest good in our 
politics, and he falls under the sway of 
the petty ‘‘boss’’ and’ the “‘heeler’’ more 
readily than the naturalized voter from any 
other country. So far as concerns our 
domestic affairs, he is very slow to develop 
the capacity to think for himself, and in 
those matters which really lie nearest his 
heart—the interests of Ireland—his convic- 
tions are not changed nor his ardor tem- 
pered by the most prolonged residence in 
America. 


These failings account for some of the 
obvious political weaknesses of our Irish 
citizens, and they put them wholly outside 
the pale of American sentiment in all mat- 
ters relating to Ireland. It is useless for 
newspapers here to point out the folly and 
the more than folly of giving money to the 


‘Land League, or to show up Mr. PARNELL 


as an insincere and shallow demagogue. 
Patrick and Bridget have their own guides 
in these things. They will flock to hear the 
agitators who will shortly be among us, and 
will respond to their appeals with frantic 
applause and with money contributions far 
more liberal to the Land League than just to 
themselves. Americans will feel that it 
is all wrong that poor people should be thus 
robbed by hypocrites for wicked purposes, 
but how is it to be helped? The money 
that has kept the Land League together 
has come mostly from the day laborers and 
servant maids of America. There is more 
to be- had from the same source, and the 
leaders of the League know it. Mr. Sexton, 
who is now in charge of the organization, 
has recently made an urgent appeal to the 
Irish here for funds to provide for the pres- 
ent ‘‘large expenditures.’’ He says that the 
League has spent £2,700 ‘‘in legal costs and 
the relief of evicted families.” As to the 
balance he is as silent as O’DonovaNn Rossa 
concerning the use he made of the Fenian 
skirmishing fund. 

What becomes of the money it is hardly 
worth while to inquire. It is all spent, and 
to the injury of the Irish cause, as all disin- 


Not only that, - 


America will not believe this, nor will 
they heed any intelligent criticism 
of the Land League’s course. What 
wonder, when a leader so popular and in- 
} fluential as Archbishop Croke one day ex- 
horts the tenant farmers to continue the 
agitation and the next tells them that ‘‘ the 
Trish representatives of all shades of na- 
tionalities and liberalism should go solid 
for it (the Land bill) for the purpose of 
showing their sense of obligation to the 
Prime Minister of England for bis well- 
sustained and valuable services in the cause 
of Ireland.”” The Land bill is a complicated 
affair, and the average Irishman does not 
easily grasp its meaning, but he knows just 
what the Land League means, and that part 
of the Archbishop’s advice which relates to 
it is sure of the readier hearing and accep- 
tance. The rather large fraction of the 
American people who are not of Irish birth 
or descent will disclaim in advance any re- 
sponsibility for the reception which may be 
accorded the envoys of the Land League, 
and if it would do any good would cheer- 
fully labor to defeat them and send them 
back empty-handed. But, at least, Ameri- 
cans will insist that whatever aid and com- 
fort the League gets over here comes not 
from American but from Irish sources. 


80 UTHERN SOCIAL PRESSURE. 


It is now nearly a year since W. M. 
SHannon was killed in a duel in South 
Carolina by E. B. C. Casn. The slayer has 
just been acquitted of murder, having been 
on trial at Darlington, 8. C. The issue of 
this painful business is not reassuring to the 
friends of social progress in the South. The 
verdict of the jury is virtually an indorse- 
ment of the bloody code of dueling, and a 
notification to the world that in at least 
ene community, men’s wrongs, real or 
imaginary, may be righted by single 
combat. This antiquated notion, a survival 
of the medieval ages, and wholly unrea- 
sonable in every particular, prevails in the 
South as the last resort of honorable men. 
The Judge in this case charged the jury 
that killing in a duel was no less murder 
than when the homicide was the result of a 
premeditated and secret attempt to take the 
life of one’senemy. It was a killing with- 
out provocation, and not in self-defense. 
Nevertheless, the slayer has been declared by 
a jury of his fellow-citizens to be guilty of no 
crime; and he walks forth as free as the 
most harmless of his fellows. 


That such a result should have been 
reached after many months of delay is in- 
deed lamentable. The fact that a man who 
admits having slain another in a single com- 
bat should be declared innocent of crime is, 
in itself, melancholy evidence of the vitia- 
tion of public sentiment in the community 
in which it-exists. But the circumstances 
of the killing were specially aggravat- 
ing and distressing. Mr. SHANNON was 
an aged and reputable lawyer, who, in the 
conduct of a civil case in one of the courts, 
uncovered a rascally attempt to swindle his 
client. The established facts, with which 
SHannon had nothing whatever to do, ex- 
cept as regards their exposure, exhibited 
the character of the wife of one of the per- 
sons concerned in a light which could not 
be regarded as favorable. CasH, who was 
one of the parties in interest, undertook to 
vindicate the character of the lady. Hechal- 
lenged SHANNON to fight a duel. SHANNON 
declined to fight, his reasons being the same 
as those of any gentleman in any Northern 
community. He did not believe that any- 
thing material could be proved or disproved 
by the ordeal of single combat. Upon this 
CasH ‘‘ posted’? SHANNON as a coward and 
pursued him for weeks as a poltroon, a scoun- 
drel, and a being unfit to live. Circulars 
and placards defamed the character of this 
old man, whom it was considered safe to in- 
sult because he had publicly said that he 
would not fight a duel. 


Goaded almost to madness and probably 
stung by the implied rebukes of a commu- 
nity in which false and inflated notions of 
personal honor prevailed, SHANNON finally 
challenged CasH. The old man was not a 
marksman. CasH was not only a cool hand, 
but, ever since the trouble began, he had been 
in training for the fight. SHANNON wast- 
ed his shot, whereupon his adversary 
took deliberate aim, and shot him dead. It 
may be truly said that Saannon, whose per- 
sonal character was above reproach, and 
who certainly had not been guilty of any 
breach of law, principle of equity, or social 
courtesy, | fell a victim to a brutal and 
perverted * public . sentiment. He had 
been . unreasonably and wantonly in- 
sulted by .a ~ swashbuckler and a 
bully. : The people among whom he 
lived virtually said that, as an honorable 
man, he must call out his adversary and try 
conclusions with him in an armed combat. 
Succumbing to this social pressure, he met 
a death which was as certain as it would 
have been if he had walked into the embrace 
of a man-eating tiger. ‘ 
* But if the state of society which made it 
impossible for Mr. SHANNON’ to live peace- 
ably after his adversary had taken an affront 
against him was perverted, the public senti- 
ment which made certain or even possible 
the acquittal of his slayer is not less abnor- 
mal. Even if in the duel both combatants 
had been on equal terms, the survivor would 
not have been any the less a mur- 
derer. But the slain man was at 


‘a disadvantage which everybody knew } 


would be fatal to him. Nevertheless, a 
South Carolina jury set free the bloody- 
handed duelist, saying that they could find 
no fault in him. This was because the jury 
did not believe that killing in a duel is 
murder. The verdict is a clear and un- 
mistakable approval of the custom of duel- 
ing. In no other section of the Republic 
than the South could such a conclusion 
be possible. And yet our fellow-citizens 
of that region demur at being told 
that their form of civilization borders on 
the semi-barbarous. It is not worth while 
now to bandy words about the relative prev- 
alence of crime North and South. Unhap- 
pily the evil passions of men are not radi- 
cally influenced by degrees of longitude and 
latitude, nor by geographical conditions. But 
the blighting effects of slavery are to-day 
perceptible in the arrogance, intolerance, 
cruelty, and brutality, which, in a South- 
ern community, combine ina public senti- 
ment which condemns aman who refuses 
to fight a duel and acquits a man who slays 
his fellow in a duel. Public opinion in the 


terested observers can seg, But the Irish in | South, we are glad to know. is not unani- 
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mous in upholding the barbarous and illogi- 
cal practices of ‘‘the code;” but, until a 
Southern jury can be found to convict of 
crime a man who slays another, after driv- 
ing him into a duel, it must be admitted 
that Southern society is far behind the age 
in its development. 


WILL THE ITALIANS FIGHT? 


The prompt action of Signor DEPREtts in 
suppressing all demonstrations of hostility 
toward France shows that the Italian Gov- 
ernment cannot be provoked, even by the 
Marseilles outrage, into a hasty abandon- 
ment of its peace policy. Nevertheless, the 
relations between France and Italy are now 
so strained, and the evidences of an entire 
willingness on the part of the French Gov- 
ernment to permit the Army to regain in 
Italy the laurels lost during the German war 
are so numerous, that it is impossible to feel 
any confidence as to the permanence of peace 
between France and Italy. 

The same Frenchmen who believed that 
when war was declared against Prussia the 
French Army would easily and rapidly 
march to Berlin are now firmly convinced 
that the Italians cannot fight, and that Italy 
is at the mercy of France. This idea that 
the Italians are not soldiers is a peculiarly 
French idea. It is a delusion, having no 
foundation in fact, and being entirely at 
variance with French experience. Only 
twice within the memory of the present gen- 
eration have Frenchmen and Italians come 
in conflict in the open field, and in neither 
case did the Italians fail to fight. One April 
morning an army of more than eight thou- 
sand French troops marched to the attack of 
Rome, which was defended by GARIBALDI’S 
‘*bandits.’’ Twenty-seven hundred of these 
‘*pandits” attacked the French, utterly de- 
feated them, pursued their disorderly flight 
for hours, and captured three hundred pris- 
oners; after which asiege of two months 
followed before the city, which the French 
engineers had pronounced to be utterly in- 
defensible, could be captured. Years after- 
ward French troops of the line, armed with 
the Chassepot, attacked in overwhelming 
force GARIBALDI’s band of wretchedly 
armed volunteers at Mentana and beat them, 
but that victory, in which the ‘‘ Chassepot 
worked miracles,’’ was not won without 
hard fighting, and was rather more disgrace- 
ful to the victors than was their defeat at 
Sedan. Certainly, the French theory that 
the Italians cannot fight is hardly justified 
by these two battles, in which the Italian 
volunteers proved themselves worthy of the 
race which produced NaproLEon and Mas- 
SENA. 

The Italians have not been conspicuously 
successful in fighting the Austrians, but they 
have no reason to be ashamed of the conduct 
of their soldiers. They can recall the three 
days’ battle in which the citizens of Milan, 
led by a heroic! priest. afterward famous as 
the Garibaldian General, Srrtort, drove out 
their Austrian garrison, and they can point 
to the victories of Pastrengo and Goito, 
where the gallant little Sardinian Army fair- 
ly defeated RapEtsky’s veterans. They 
were bitterly disappointed in the last war by 
their defeats at Custozza and Lissa, but 
those battles were lost by LamMaRMORA and 
PERSANO, and not by any want of 
bravery and steadiness on the part of 
Italian soldiers ,and sailors. When La- 
MARMORA thrust his army between the for- 
tresses of the Quadrilateral, in detachments 
so far apart that it was inevitable that they 
should be crushed in detail, his defeat was 
a foregone conclusion; but disastrous as the 
battle of Custozza was it left no stain on 
the heroism of the Italian soldiers who, 
though most of them were under fire for 
the first time, showed no signs of panic, 
but fought so steadily as to compel the re- 
spect of their adversaries. At Lissa the 
fleet was surprised in circumstances in 
which, had the Admiral. been fit for his 
position, a surprise would have been impos- 
sible, and when the combat began, that in- 
competent officer so completely lost his 
presence of mind that he left each vessel to 
fight alone and unsupported. . The defeat of

The 
Frenchmen may find when they reach 
the Plains of Lombardy that even superior 
numbers cannot overpower the enthusiasm 
of an army fighting on its own soil, ex- 
asperated by the sneers of French Chauvin- 
ism, and no longer handicapped by LAmar- 
moRA. Let Italy strive to keep the peace by 
every honorable means, and she may find, if 
war is finally forced upon her, that victory 
does not always side with the heaviest bat-

THE STATE DEBT OF MINNESOTA.

Sr. Pavt, June 23.—The repudiation ques- 
tion in Minnesota is approaching another crisis, In 
a week more the limit of time fixed for the execu- 
tion of the last Legislative plan of settlement will 
have expired, and no apparent progress has been 
made. This plan is somewhat different from any 
of the previous abortive schemes to accomplish the 
same end. It seeks to evade the constitutional re- 
quirement that any act for the payment of 
the repudiated bonds shall be submitted to 
& popular vote. The necessity for this 
evasion is fade clear by the failure 
of all the plans for payment that have taken it into 
account. The people of this State, in their private 
business transactions with each other, are ap- 
parently as honest and fair dealing as the average 
American citizen; but ever since an unwise con- 
stitutional amendment gave them the power of 
Saying, by secret ballot, at a popular election, 
whether the State should pay honestly its public 
indebtedness, they have steadily and repeatedly 
used that power to prevent such payment. 

The bonds in question, amounting originally to 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, were issued 
when Minnesota was a Territory to aid in the con- 
struction of certain railroads, among them the St. 
Paul and Pacific, the Southern Minnesota, the 
Winona and St. Peter, and the St. Paul and Sioux 
City. The first companies organized failed to 
build the roads, after a good deal of money had 
been spent in surveys and grading, and after the 


bonds had been put upon the market. They went 
into bankruptey, and the State, under the 
original act, took possession of the right 
of way, and road-beds so far as _ con- 
structed, and, of course, became responsible. 
Several land grant roads were afterward organ- 
ized, and the State,in a fit of hopefulmess and 
generosity, gave the confiscated property to the 
new companies. They form the basis of the splen 
did railroad system of Minnesota, which has cer- 
tainly adequate returns to show for the invests 
ment made bythe issue of the bonds. But the 
transfer of the roads from one set of companies to 
another, and the intervention of the State after 
the bankruptcy of the first set, confused the popu- 
lar perception of the obligation, and the popularim- 

ression grew up that the State had never received a 

airequivalent for the bonds, and that they could 
be repudiated without practical injustice or moral 
iniquity. The hard times in 1858 and 1859 helped 
this impression, and no proyision was made for the 
payment of interest on the bonds. In 1860, at the 
first State election, the question got into politics, 
with the usual unhappy result. Appeals were 
made to popular prejudice and cupidity; money 
was scarce and taxes high, and a Legislature was 
returned pledged to the repudiation of the railroad 
debt. Before the impulse imparted by the canvass 
had exhausted itself, the Legislature had incorpo- 
rated in the new Constitution a provision declaring 
that the raiiroad bonds should never be paid with- 
out first submitting the question to a popular vote. 

This constitutional provision has been the fatal 
stumbling-block in the way of settlement ever 
since. Hard timeshave been succeeded by good, 
poverty by prosperity; the State has grown 
ashamed of the infamy it once gloried in; every 
Governor who has been elected since 1860 has de- 
clared in favor of payment of the bonds; the Su- 

reme Court has declared the claim of the bond- 

olders valid, and every respectable newspaper in 
Minnesota has advocated the payment of the bonds; 
but every submission of the question of payment to 
a popular vote has resulted in an overwhelming 
majority against it. 

The latest attempts of this sort were made in 
1877 and 1878. In the former year, the proposition 
was to issue new bonds to the amount of half the 
principal and interest,ot the old ones. This basis 
of settlement was mes aay by the chief bondhold- 
ers, and submitted by the Legislature to the people 
at aspecial election. It was hopelessly defeated. 
The next Legislature made a proposal to pay 
50 per cent. of the accumulated value of 
the bonds, raising for the purpose the 
—_ of the sale of 500,000 aeres of lands given 

y the United States tothe State for the purpose of 
internal improvement. The bondholders agreed to 
accept the value of the bonds pro rata, evenif it 
were not enough to pay 50 per cent. on the bonds, 
now amounting, with accumulated interest, to 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000. This proposal was voted 
on at the Fall election in 1878 and shared the 
fate of its predecessor. There are two reasons 
forthe defeat of these propositions at the polis. 
In the first place, there is a strong feel- 
ing in the oldest and most populous 
Curiously enough, the part 
which is responsible for the issue of the bonds, and 
which derived the most benefit from the railroads 
built with them, is unalterably opposed to their 
payment at any time or under any conditions. The 
bond question is still a political issue-in the south- 
ern counties, and no candidate for office can raise 
his head who is not known as a repudiator. This 
is the section that has rolled up the heavy popular 
votes against settlement, aided by the indiffer- 
ence and apathy of other parts of the State 
This apathy has been encouraged by an 
unfortunate but inevitable condition that has 
attended every movement for the payment of the 
bonds. Naturally, every movement of this kind 
has been started by the bondholders, who seek the 
satisfaction of their claims. They have employed 
attorneys and agents, some of whose methods 
have smacked of the ring and the lobby. Unau- 
thorized strikers have reflected suspicion upon the 
whole movement, andthe cry of corruption has 
gone up against everybody who raised his voice in 
favor of restoring the lost credit of the State. Pos- 
sibly there has been some little corruption. Perhaps 
some of the bonds have been put where they would 
do the most good; perhaps the last proposition 
covered a scheme of certain speculators to grab 
allthe swamp lands leftinthe State. Minnesota 
is not Utopia, and there are rings and rascals here, 
as in other places. The public magnified these dis- 
reputabie excrescences upon the plan to restore 
the credit of State by paying its just debts, and 
suspected the whole movement to be a scheme of 
plunder. Thousapds of men heartily in tavor of 
paying all the State owes have refused their sup- 
port at the pollsto every plan of settlement be- 
cause they suspected some swindle lying hidden 
beneath it. 

After the defeat of every plan of settlement sub- 
mitted to a popular vote, the last Legislature 
sought a means to evade the constitutional provi- 
sion of 1860, and to secure competent judicia! au- 
thority for the payment of the bonds without sub- 
mission to the people. The constitutional provi- 
sion impairs the obligation of the contract of the 
State with the bondholders, and so is in palpable 
conflict with the Constitution of the United 
. A court with jurisdiction must de- 

this. The Supreme Court of _ Min- 
nesota and the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in a collateral case, deciared that if the 
matters were within their jurisdiction, they would 
deny validity to the State Constitution and hold the 
State liable, for the payment of the bonds. But, 
since the bondholders cannot sue the State, it is 
not easy to get the case before the courts. The 
Legislature of last Winter thought it found a way. 
The plan hit upon was to pass an act providing for 
the payment of half the principal and interest of 
the bonds, the holders having repeatedly consent- 
ed to this scaling down in case the Supreme Court, 
to which the question was to be referred by com- 
mon consent, should decide the claims against 
the State valid. This was open tothe objection 
that it paid only half the debt, after the 
State had been solemnly declared bound for the 
whole of it. The bill was modified so asto pro- 
vide for a direct settlement with the bondholders 
upon a basis of 50 per cent., and the organization 
of a special judicial tribunal, to which should be 
referred only the question whether the settlement 
was valid without submission to the people. The 
tribunal was to be made up of thé Supreme Court, 
or an equal number of State Justices, either Su- 
preme or District. The bondholders were to de- 
osit their bonds with the State Auditor pending 
ts decision. If that decision was favorable new 
80-year 6 per cent. bonds were to be issued 
for half tha amount, Another act passed at the 
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same time provided for the creation of a sinking 
ited fey the t of thess new bora when 
dus by the sale of the internal imiroveccit don?s 
offered ir oxchange for the bonds by the inst 
Proposition defeated by the people. Of course, 
everybody understood shat the decision of the tri- 
bunal would be only formal and not final; trat the 
issue of new bonds would be resisted by iaiunc- 
tion, and that the real struggle would L=ve t> be 
fought over in the Supreme Court of ‘i's State 
and the United States. But this method was taken 
pn Be only availanle one to bring it before the 
The Governor was to appoint the tribunal. tak- 
ing its members from any ee the State Judiciary, 
and he was given until the 1st of July tocompiete it. 
If the tribunal was not organized by that date, the 
powers of the Executive under the act were to ter- 
minate. Only a week more remains before the ist 
of July, and the tribunal is not organized. A great 
many unforeseen difticulties have arisen in the 
execution of the act, with which the Covernor, 
who is devoted heart and soul to the task 
of redeemmg the State’s credit, is still hope- 
fully struggling. In the first place, the in- 
crease _ in the number of ‘the Supreme 
Court Judges from three to five, by act of the last 
Legislature; increased the size of the tribunal and 
the difficulty of finding men to fillit. Tne Govern< 
or was restricted in his choice to 5 Suprema 
and 12 District Judges. There was an obvious 
difficulty about appointing Supreme Judges upon 
the tribunal, because they were sure to be called 
upon to hearinjunction cases brought to contest 
the decision of the tribunal, if it were favorable ta 
the bondholders. It is understood that the Goy- 
ernor, after careful consideration, decided not to 
urge any of the Supreme Judges to serve unless ha 
absolutely failed to make up the number out 
of the 12 districta. Accordingly, the main effort of 
the Governor has been to induce five of thesa 
Judges to serve upon the tribunal. The task hag 
not been an easy one, iz view of the anomalous 
position and duties of the tribunal, the popular 
strength of the repudiation notion, and-the timid. 
ity of the elective Judges before their constitu- 
ents. Some Judges haye refused to serve. some 
have consented boldly, and some have hesitated 
and delayed. The result of it all is tha 
Governor has not yet been able to announce 
that the tribunal is complete. The mat« 
ter has been further complicated by the 
recent death of Judge Cornell, of the Suprema 
Court, whose place has been filled by the promo- 
tion of Judge Dickenson, of the district bench, 
creating a vacancy there. Upon the filling of this 
vacancy may hang the completion of the tribunal.’ 
Goy. Pillsbury remains confident that the number 
of the tribunal will be filled before the end of the 
month. The matter must be settled one way orthe 
other before the end of the present week. If the 
tribunal fails, the payment of the repudiated bonds 
will be indefinitely postponed. If it is formed, 
and decides in favor of the bondholders, then will 
begin a sharp litigation to test the validity of the 
decision that will probably not be ended until it 
reaches the Supreme Court of the United States.

LEGISLATIVE SALARY QUESTION. 


‘Harrissvre, June 23.—Before the Court of 
Common Pleas of Dauphin County, to-day, State 
Treasurer Butler made answer to the complaint 
entered a week orso ago, by Representative Wolfe, 
on the Treasurer’s refusal to pay him more salary 
for the session than $1,000. In his answer, tha 
Treasurer goes over the ground traversed in the 
correspondence and opinious of the Attorney-Gen< 
eral on the subject. This is: First, that no act hag 
been passed since the adoption of the Constitution 
fixing the salary at more than $1,000, and that na 
member can receive an increase of salary during 
his term of office; second, because that part of tha 
act of May, 1874, which provides for per diem com: 
pensation for time spent in session over 100 days is 
not in conformity with the Constitution. There< 
fore he has refused payment to the end that the 
courts may decide whether the said act is or is not 
void and of no effect, the constitutionality of the 
said act of 1874 having been disputed, doubted, and 
discussed by the accounting officers of the State 
and others, and as early as 1876 an opinion having 
been rendered by the Attorney-General of the 
State deciding said act to be unconstitutional and 
void. The Treasurer raises & new point of objec- 
tion against the allowance of the $500 in the fol- 
lowing language: “And he further saith that the 
said Wolfe ought not to receive and have the said 
sum of $500, because, as respondent believes, the 
said Wolte has received from the Chief Clerk of the 
Houge £100 worth of postage stamps under the pre- 
tended authority of an act passed Feb. 3, 1870, 
which said act was, as respondent is advised, re< 
pealed by the act of June 12, 1879, which gives ta 
é6ach member the sum of $50 in money in lieu of 
stationery and all other perquisites, which said 
sum of $50 is included inthe warrant drawn by the 
Speaker as aforesaid.” 

When the answer had been read to the court 
counsel for the members moved for more time ig 
order to permit them to prepare for argument. 
The Commonwealth was anxious to proceed. On 
of the counsel for the prosecution, J. MacDowe 
Sharpe, of Franklin County, only came into the 
case a day or two ago and has had no time to study 
ft.

THE INVESTIGATION ENDED 


VHE TESTIMONY ALL IN AND THE 
COMMITTEE ADJOURNED. 
NOTHING TO DO BUT AWAIT A VERDICT—MR. 

TILLINGHAST SHOWS WHAT BECAME OF 
THAT $20,000—MR. DAVENPORT PUTS A 
NEW LIGHT ON THE STRAHAN CHARGES 
—MR. STRAHAN’S CORRECTIONS. 
Axupany, June 23.—When the ‘Bradley 
+ombshell was thrown, on June 9, the Conk- 
ling men hastened to announce that it was 
only the beginning of a series of equally grave 
sharges to be brought against members of the 
Legislature. ‘The demand for a committce 
of investigation was promptly acceded 
to. A committee with Stalwart leanings 
and an able lawyer began the examination 
of witnesses, anc now, 14 days after the 
charges were preferred, the material out of 
which it was expected to prove the charges 
has been exhausted and nothing remains but 
for the committee to report its verdict to the 
Legislature. The last sessions of the commit- 
tea to take testimony were heid to-day, and 
the morning and afternoon were principally 
occupied in listening to Assistant President 
Tillinghast, of the Central Railroad, and Mr. 
John I. Davenport, Supervisor of Elections. 
The curiosity to hear from Mr. Tillinghast 
was not great, as everybody had found out 
long ago what he had done with the $20,000 
farawn here ina very public manner on May 


24 or 26. He went to Mr. Graves, at Spencer, 
Trask & Co’s., because Mr.Graves was formerly 
employed by Mr. Tillinghast. Hetold him 
he wanted currency for this check on 
Kissam, Whitney & Co. and desired to 
take it to Buffalo. He got the money in one- 
thousand and one-hundred dollar bills, and 
after stopping in Mr. Barber’s room to see Mr. 
Richardson, of Syracuse, went to Buffalo 
and put the money in bank there. He 
stated positively that he used the money 
in private business in Buffalo, and did 
not bring adollar of it back to Albany. A 

reat deal of amusement was created when 
itr. Smith attempted to ask if there was any 
other candidate besides Mr. Depew who 
had been connected with the Central 
Railroad.

other candidates than Conkling and Platt. He 
had never ofrered him money for his vote or 
talked with him about arly consideration he 
was to receive for changing. 

While counsel were chaffing each other after 
Mr. Ingersoll had finished, Mr. Davenport, 
who had been impatiently waiting to be heard. 
requested to be allowed to say something in 
answer to Senator Strahan’s testimony of 
last week. Some discussion followed, and upon 
Mr. Skinner’s motion, and after Mr. Bangs 
had proposed to regulate Mr. Davenport's 
answers by questions, he was allowed 
to go. on. As he _ proceeded it 
became as clear as day that Mr. Strahan, if 
he was, as he pretended to be, an unwilling 
witness, had certainly shown a disposition to 
do as much mischief as possible by drawing 
inferences. Mr. Davenport had obtained the 
consent of the President, Postmaster-General 
James, and Mr. Henry E. Knox, to testify, 
and then_he told how, on May 17, he 
went to Washington to transact some Post 
Office business. On the 18th, in conversation 
with Postmaster-General James, Mr. James 
asked him who would be a good man for Mar- 
shal of the Southern District, and asked Mr. 
Davenport’s opinion about Justice Gardner 
and Joel B. Erhart. For reasons given, 
Mr. Davenport thought neither of these 
men would accept. Later in the 
day, President Garfield asked Davenport who 
would be a gooi man for the place, said that 
he had reasons for not reappointing Louis F, 
Payn, suggested Henry E. Knox, and asked 
Davenport tosee Knox about it. Knox was 
unwilling to take the place, and suggested the 
name of Senator Strahan. 

Back to the President went Mr. Davenport, 
and, having announced Mr. Knox’s decision, 
he mentioned the name of R. H. Strahan. 
Strangely enough, the President had not heard 
of the Senator from the Eighth, He mistook 
him for another Republican, and replied: 
** John H. Starin ? I would appoint him imme- 
diately if he would accept.” The President 
was corrected, and then, as if pymmelling his 
memory to recall the name of K. H. Strahan, 
asked ‘‘Who is he?’ At this point in Mr. 
Davenport's testimony the audience so far 
forgot its manners as to laugh outright, great- 
ly to the discomfiture of Mr. Strahan, who 
was listening attentively to Mr. Davenport’s 
story. The President was enlightened, but 
said nothing more, and Mr. Daven- 
port, having been requested by Knox 
to see Strahan and ask him if his name could 
be used, telegraphed to him, and then met him 
fin the Union League Club-house and talked 
with him about the place. Mr. Davenport ad- 
mits that Strahan suggested that if he took 
the place he would be expected to vote 
against Conkling and Platt, and says that the 
only answer he made was that such a course 
would hardly be consistent. Strahan, he said, 
asked for time; said he wanted to see Justice 
Gardner, and agreed to meet Davenport next 
morning in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. Mr. Daven- 
port then consulted Mr. G. W. Lyons, to see 
if he would take the place if Strahan refused 
it, and next morning at 9 met Strahan, who 
told him it would embarrass him to take the 
place and he did not think Gardner would ac- 
cept it. Before he could suggest Lyons, Mr. 
Davenport ascertained that the President had 
pent Knox’s nomination to the Senate. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Davenport by 
Mr. Bangs only brought out the details of con- 
versations between Davenport and the Presi- 
ent and Mr. Knox, one part of which was 
thatin talking with Mr. ox the latter ex- 

ressed the hope that he was desirous of heip- 
ing Gen. Arthur’s friends. Mr. Davenport un- 
derstood in his conversation with Strahan that 
ne had not made up his mind to vote for Conk- 
ling and Platt. 

Mr. Hickman, of Erie, testified to a con- 
versation held with Bradley on June 8, the 
day of the alleged bribery, and just after the 
adjournment of the joint convention, in which 
Bradiey had said that he had “ quit” voting 
for Conkling and Platt, and was going to vote 
for Cornell and Rogers. This was gratifying 
to Hickman, who was then voting for Rogers 
himself. 

Senator Strahan was then recalled. He de- 
tired to make some corrections in Davenport's 
testimony. Hesaid that Davenport had not 
mentioned Knox’s name to himas a candidate 
for Marshal, but had spoken of him, as stated, 
for District Judge. r. Strahan had not, he 
said, asked permission to consult Hugh Gard- 
ner, but Davenport had requested him, if he 
decided to decline, to see Gardner and ask him 
if he would accept the place. The most con- 
clusive answer made by Strahan was to a 
question Mr. Brooks asked, to ascertain 
whether Strahan believed he.was to be im- 
properly influenced. To this question he re- 
plied: ‘‘I did not have the President or any 
member of the Cabinet in mind at all. I 


was surprised because I had placed Davenport 
differently in this fight.” It is just to Mr. 
Davenport to say that he imposed no condi- 
tion upon the acceptance of the office, nor did 
anybody else. 

After all the testimony was in, and counsel 
on both sides had decided that they did not 
wish to sum up, the committee adjourned, 
subject to the, call of the Chair. The re- 
port of the committee, everybody agrees, 
ought in fairness and decency made 
speedily. It is not complimentary to the com- 
mittee that the general belief is that the re- 
port will be unnecessarily delayed, in the hope 
that before it is made the chances of Mr. 
Depew as a candidate, may be impaired. 


THE TESTIMONY. 
ALBANY, June 23.—The Bradley-Sessions 


investigating committee resumed work this morn- 


ing. 

Mr. James Tillinghast was sworn: I am employed 
by the New-York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Company since April 15 as assistant to the 
President ; previous to that date I was Superinterd- 
ent of the road, since 1859. Iam almost continual- 


ly along the line of the railroad, I. am engaged 
some little in business in Buffalo. I never raised 


. 


money on my own credit. On May 24, or 25, Mr. 
Graves, of this city, had cashed for me a New- 
York draft for $20,000, I have done business with 
the house of Chase & Atkins and their successors 
for the past 11 years. On May 25, after the draft 
was cashed, I went to Buffalo by the midnight 
train. I told Mr. Graves I would like 
to have currency for the draft to take to Buffalo 
with me. I took the money there and put it in my 
private safe in Buffalo. Later on it was deposited 
im the bank. I did not talk with any member of 
the Legislature the night I received the money. I 
first met Mr. Barber a few weeks ago, by accident, 
in a hall of the Delavan House, and was intro- 


duced to him. J went to Mr. Richardson’s room in 
the/Delavan House to him to telegraph me 
from day to day the progress of the Senatorial 
votes. Never met Mr. Depew in Barber's room. 
The changing of the draft was simply a private 
matter of ‘my own, Idon't know that any mem- 
ber of Kissam, Whitney & Co.’s banking firm {s in 
any way connected with the Central Railroad. I 
don’t know Charley Edwards or Edward Phelps. 
That currenes was finally used in Buffalo. 

Q.—Why not use checks for the $20,000? A.—I 
preferred to bring currency with me to Buffalo 
from Albany. 

Q.—Do you know aman named Churchyard at 
Buffalo? A.—I do; don’t know that he had any 
claim against the Central Railroad; never 
paid him a_ dollar, I used that $20,000 
and more in my own private _ business 
matters while in Buffalo and Michigan. 
It was no unusual thing for the State banks at 
Buffaio to be short of currency. I furnished cur- 
rency to a Buffalo bank afew weeks ago. I was 
in Canada on May 31, the day of the first ballot. I 
did not think the ballot would be held on May 24. 
Richardson telegraphed me the result of the voting 
for the first three days. Iused the $20,000 in my 
own private affairs at Buffalo. , 

Mr. Bangs—How did you expend it? A.—I"de- 
cline to answer further unless really necessary. 

Q.—How did you expendit? A.—I don’t think I 
should disclose my private affairs, but as you seem 
to desire it particularly I will state that 1 deposited 
the money in the bank in Buffalo where I do busi- 
ness. 

To Mr. Brooks—I meant to use the $20,000 in a 
Teal estate transaction, but did not because I was 
absent and could not complete the transaction. 

To Mr. Bangs—I depo ited the money in the 
Bank of Buffalo. I don't think there were any five- 
hundred-dollar bills in the package of $20,000 re- 
ceived from Mr. Graves. 

To Mr. Carpenter—I called on my friend Mr. 
Graves, of Spencer Trask & Co., two or three 
times. . 

Mr. Bangs—Do you know any other person who 
is a candidate forthe United States Senate, aside 
from Depew, who has acted as counsel or attorney 
for the New-York Central Railroad? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Whois he? A.—Roscoe Conkling, in a case 
at Canandaigua some three or four years ago. I do 
not think the Central Railroad is at all interested 
in the canvass, or as to who may be elected to the 
United States Senate. : 

To Mr. Skinner—Mr. Platt is an official of the 
Southern Central Road. 


BRADLEY AND HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

Charles VY. Ingersoll, of Westfield, Chautauqua 
County, wassworn: I have been in Albany during 
the past four weeks in the interest of Administra- 
tion men. Iprefer Mr. Depew to any otber candi- 
date, Ihave known Senator Sessions for four or 
five years. I have known Bradley since January 
last. Ihave conversed with him on the Senatorial 


question up to June 8. I had talked with Bradley, 
and on that day supposed he would vote for De- 
pew. ILInaverpaid him any money. Isawno one 

ay him any money, nor no money in Brad- 
ey’s possession. I saw Sessions that afternoon 
before tea time at his room. I told Sessions of 
the conversation with Bradley that afternoon; 
also told him what Terry had told me of the feel- 
ing among our people on the Senatorial question. 
Our conversation occurred in Mr. Sessions’s room 
in the Kenmore Hotel. Don’t remember seeing 
Mr. Bradley again that evening after I left Mr. 
Sessions’s room. Mr. Bradley told me in the after- 
noon that he understood the feelings of his con- 
stituents were strongly opposed to Conkling and 
Platt, and that he had got through voting for 
them, and would vote thereafter for Mr. Depew. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Peckham—TI told Mr. 
Sessions in his room the substance of my conversa- 
tion with Mr. Bradley. Mr. Hudson came into Mr. 
Sessions’s room, and this interrupted further ,con- 
versation about Bradley. 

Mr. Bangsto Mr. Smith—We have no further 
witness to call, and as far as at present advised we 
are through. 


JOHN I. DAVENPORT’S STORY. 

John I. Davenport>was called and sworn: I saw 
in the papers of Saturday last a statement of Sena- 
tor Strahan relating to an offer of the Marshalship 
of New-York. As the statemént reflected on Pres- 
ident Garfield and myself, I communicated with 
the President and received from him a reply that [ 
might state what took place between us. A similar 


request was sent to Postmaster James, asking his 
permission to state what passed between them 
about the Marshalship. A similar request was 
made to Mr. Knox, and his permission was received 
as to the conversation with him. I went to Wash- 
ington in May to see about a case wherein [ had 
been retained. At the breakfast table in Wil- 
lard’s Hotel, Washingtoa, the question of the Mar- 
shalship was brought up, and the names of Hugh 
Gardner and Col. Erhardt were mentioned in 
connection therewith. After breakfast I went 
to the President’s house, the Postmaster-General 
being present with me. The President asked me 
who would be a good man for the office of Marshal 
in New-York. I replied that 1 could not say. He 
asked, ‘‘How about Mr. Knox?” I said his ap- 
pointment would be an excellent one. The Presi- 
dent asked me to see Mr. Knox at the Arlington. I 
did so, and talked an hour with him, but Mr. Knox 
insisted that he did not want it, had no acquaint- 
ance with ploiticians, and feared it would in- 
terfere with his professional business. Find- 
ing him -unwilling to accept it, Judge 
Gardner and Col. Erhart’s names were again 
brought up, followed by: my-suggesting Senator 
Strahan’s name. I went back to the White House 
and found the President busily engaged, but he 
came out in the library, and, after telling him about 
the refusal of Mr. Knox, I mentioned Mr. Strahan’s 
name, but the President did not know him. I went 
back to Mr. Knox, and, after talking a while, I sent 
that telegram to Senator Strahan and came on to 
New-York. I met Mr. Strahan at the Union 
League Club that night and asked him if 
I could use his name for the office of 
the Marshalship. Mr. Strahansaid: ‘*Do you know 
whether Conkling and Platt are to be candidates ?” 
I answered that I did not. He then asked me, 
‘*Where are youin this fight?’ I answered, ‘In 
this fight [am with the President.’? He said: “I 
don’t know whether either gentleman will be a 
candidate, but I don’t desire to be embarrassed.” 
He asked if this offer could be held over till after the 
settlement of the United States Senatorship.” I re- 
plied, “* No; I must have an answer immediately.”’ 
I told him that of course he would be expected to 
vote against Conkling and Platt. He wanted to 
consuit with Jndge Gardner that night and give me 
an answer in the morning; I agreed to this, and in 
the morning he telegraphed that he would not ac- 
cept the place.- I received a telegram about 2 
o'clock that morning from Henry E. Knox, at 
Washington, asking me to suggest some name if 
Senator Strahan would not accept. 

On reassembling after the recess, Mr. Davenport 
resumed the stand: I met Senator Strahan at 9 
o’clock next morning, as agreed, and he told me 
he thought he could not accept. Then I tele- 
graphed to H. E. Knox that Senator Strahan could 
not accept; but fearing that the dispatch would 
not reach him. I telegraphed him again, saying that 
Senator ‘Strahan could not accept. I receiveda 
dispatch from Knox, saying that under the circum- 
stances he would allow his name to be used. That 
was all that I had to do with the matter. 

Mr. Bangs—You had a conversation with Mr. 
paeees about his appointment as Marshal? A.— 

ves Sir. 

Q.—Was it by authority of the President? A.—It 
was not. It.was my own opinion that Mr. Strahan 
could have the office if he would take it. 

Q.—Are you at liberty to state the conversation 
you had with the President about the United States 
Senatorial contest here? A.—I am. 

Q.—What was said? A.—He simply asked me 
whether I knew anything about whether Conkling 
or Platt were to be candidates. 

Q.—Did he express a strong desire that they 
should be re-elected? A.—He did not. He has ex- 
pressed no wisb or desire upon this Senatorial 
question. Ihad no authority from the President to 
offer the United States Seip to Senator 
Strahan. Iactedinthe matter simply at the re- 
quest of Mr. Knox, I believed that Senator Stra- 
han’sname would be coufirmed if Knox recom- 
menced him. 

Q.—The President asked whois Strahan when 
you mentioned ms name? A.—-Yes, Sir. He 
thought I meant the Hon. John H. Starin, of New- 
York. Ihad no further conversation with him. 
He said ‘‘ Good-bye’ a moment later, cutting our 
conversation short, or I would have told him that 


Strahan was a State Senator. 


Q—Do you remember saying anything to Sena- 
tor Strahan about his name being preferred to 
others for the office of Marshal? A.—I don't re- 
member. Strahan said to me, **In case I accept 
the nomination it will be expected of me to sup- 

ort some parties other than Conkling and Platt.”’ 

I did not suppose 
when I met him at the Union League Club rooms 
that night that he was friendly to Conkling and 
Platt. Iknew he voted against the latter in the 
caucus last Winter. 


(),—Do you remember asking Strahan if Gardner

Mr. Knox is a very warm friend of 
Gen. Arthur. I thought from Knox's manner that 
he desired to please Gen. Arthur, and, further, 
that the President did not desire that any act of 
his should be construed as meaning to make war 

on coun From the party standing of Gardner, 
he would have some influence over Strahan. I 
don’t know as Gardner was mentioned with this 
fact in view. I am confidext Knox asked me to ses 
Strahan and urge this position upon him. I told 
Strahan his name had been mentioned for the posi- 
tion. Straban asked me if Conkling and Platt 
would be candidates; if I had heard of it in Wash- 
ington. Itold him I had not heard any such thing, 
and thought they would not be candidates. The 
request to let the matter lay over till morning 
came from Strahan solely; it did not come from me.

SENATOR STRAHAN AGAIN, 

Counsel on both sides here announced they had 
no further evidence to offer. 

Mr, E. A. Carpenter said there were some discrep- 
ancies in the testimony of Davenport and Strahan, 
which it would be well to have explained if possi- 
ble. Senator Strahan took the witness chair and 
said that Davenport never mentioned Knox’s name 
but once, and that was when he stated that 
Knox’s name would be sent in in place of that 
of Judge Choate. ‘He never mentioned to 


me that he had a _ conversation with 
Knox in Washington. It was he _ also 
that suggested I should hold the matter under ad- 
visement till morning, and if I could not take the 
office he wanted Isnould see Hugh Gardner and 
ask him to take it. He also told me my name had 
been discussed for District Attorney, but there was 
a strong pressure brought to bear in favor of Good- 
sell. He did not ask me at any time to keep the 
interview confidential. I did, however, ,.keep. the 
matter private.” 

To Mr. Brooks—I assumed he had authority to 
offer me the office. I had not in my mind the 
President, Cabinet, or any one else in particular. 

The witness the detailed the conversation as 
given by him on his first examination, 

Chairman Scott announced that the committee 
desired to hear counsel sum up the evidence. Mr. 
Bangs said that he did not care about summing u 
unless the other side wanted to.

DEATH OF ELLIS H. ELIAS. 

Ellis H. Elias, well known in this City, and, 
in fact, throughout the country, from his connec- 
tion with various enterprises of a doubtful char- 
acter, and more particularly in the ‘ sawdust,” 
business, died at the St. Cloud Hotel, on Wednesday 
night. Though only about 85 years of age, itis 
said he made and lost a large fortune, and at the 
time of his death was in comparatively poor cir- 
cumstances. He first came into notice in this City 
asthe proprietor of the ‘** Dollar” store under the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, in Broadway, 
his bankruptcy he originated the ‘“ bank- 
rupt sale” business, and opened  sey- 
eral stores on Broadway for the sale of 
bankrupt stocks of jewelry and watches. Out of 
this he started agencies for the sale of 
Milton gold watches, with Geneva works. These 
he sold from $10 to $250 each, though 
costing only $5 to $75 each. He was very success- 
ful in this branch, but the swindle becoming too 
apparent the business was broken up by the Police. 
During the greater part of this time he 
was chief of the gang of sawdust swin- 
dlers. One of the largest of his agencies, 
at ‘the corner of Bleecker-street and South Fifth- 
avenue, was raided by Capt. Williams, and Mr. 
Myers, Elias’s brother-in-lew, was arrested. His 
office at Broadway and Twenty-first-street was 
also raided, and he _ himself arrested. He 
was charged with sending circulars over the 
country offering counterfeit money for sale, and 
on this charge he was held in $1,000 bail, but the 
case was never brought to trial. Another enter- 
prise started by him about two years ago was the 
Silver Mountain Mining Company. A _ floor 
was taken in Sixth-avenue, near Twenty-fourth- 
street, and a dozen girls were employed 
sending out circulars of the company, and to 
which there were abundant replies. The 

lace was broken up by Capt. Williams. 

e afterward resumed the ‘sawdust’ busi- 
ness on Broadway, near Thirty-second-street. Capt. 
Williams seized his mail one morning and took it 
to the Post Office. It was sent to Washington and 
afterward returned to Elias, but no attempt 
was afterward made to send circulars from 
this place. Last December he suffered from a cold, 
which settled on hislungs, but he was not confined 
to his room until about four weeks ago, since 
which time his decline was rapid.

MORE ABOUT JUDGE TRUAX. 

Judge Charles H. Truax, of the Superior 
Court, who expresses annoyance because THE 
Tres has not unwavering faith in the soundness 
of his judicial conclusions, has not yet filed his 
opinion in the Hatch case. He appears to 
have determined to follow the method of 
the weekly story papers by publishing 
apart of his opinion, with the hope thatit will 
whet the appetite of the public. Lawyers will 
probably be displeased with the innovation, but 
asa class they are conservative, and perhaps cling 
too much to precedents. Another thing of which 
lawyers may complain is the signature of decrees, 
without notice to the defeated party, and before 
costs are taxed and allowances made up. Judge 
Truax has signed the decree in the Williams 
case, leaving a blank space for the amount 
of costs and allowances. There is no 
apparent reason for his haste in _ this 
matter. The decisions of Judge Truax appear to 
be displeasing to the members of the Anti-Mo- 
nopoly League of the Seventh Assembly District. 
They adopted last evening resolutions condemna- 
tory of corruption in the Legislature, and also a 
resolution declaring that, as Judge Truax has nulli- 
fied the decisions of two of his associates by hold- 
ing that the telegraph consolidation can be legally 
consummated, there is need of legislation ** to pro- 
tect the public interest from such flagrant cases of

PERSONAL INTELLIGENCE.

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THE GREAT COLLEGE RACE

THE OARSMEN WHO WILL REPRE-; 
SENT HARVARD, ‘ 
PREPARING FOR THE CONTEST, WITH YALE 
NEXT WEEK-—-THOROUGH TRAINING OF 
THE CREW--THE SELECTED MEN AND 
THEIR QUALIFICATIONS, 
' CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 23,—Next Monday, 
at New-London, on the Thames, the Harvard ’Var- 
sity crew of 1881 will row its first race, and will 
have for its competitor the Columbia ’Varsity. On 
the following Thursday or Friday it will row Yale 
over the same course. Friday will probably be the 
day, as it is Harvard's choice, and Yale has offered 
to row on that day under certain conditions which 
Harvard will perhaps agree to. The Harvard crew 
will start for New-London on Friday, June 24, and 
will take possession of its new quarters at Harvard 
Point. 

The candidates for the crew began the work of 
preparation as early as Oct. 1, underthe supervi- 
sion of Capt. Edward D. Brandegee, and, with the 
exception of the Christmas holidays anda few days 
during the Spring recess, have kept faithfully at 
their practice ever since. Although the method of 
preparation has been substantially that of former 


years, a few changes have been made, chiefly in 
the use ot the general apparatus in the new gym- 
nasium. While the ’Varsity ¢rews of 1877-1879 ab- 
jured almost all kinds of exercise except rowing, 
running, and walking, the present crew, under the 
direction of Dr. Sargent, has taken a regular and 
systematic course with clubs, dumb-bells, chest 
weights, &c. And besides, the work on the hy- 
draulic rowing-machins has been severe, the runs 
and walks of greater length, and, for a part of the 
time at least, the distance rowed on _ the 
water has been,greater than in any  pre- 
vious year. In spite of this great 
amount of work, the crew has not overdone it- 
self, if one occasion be excepted—at the time of the 
Spring recess, when it was deemed advisable to 
give the men a rest of afew days. ‘The unusually 
cool weather of the last two months has no doubt 
contributed greatly toward keeping the crew well 
up in weight, but, be that as it may, the crew is 
now in capital condition, with every prospect of 
remaining so through the races. The crew |s final- 
ly selected as follows, the statistics having been

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Capt. Brandegee, as is indicated, is aSenior. His 
first connection with the ’varsity was in 1879 asa 
substitute. Last year he pulled at No. 4 on the 
regular crew. In his Freshman year he was stroke 
of his class boat at Owasco Lake, when beaten by 
the Corneli Freshmen. Besides, he has rowed in 
several class races, having won those of the Falls 
of 1879 and 1880. 

Sawyer, at No. 2, was No.4 in his class boat in its 
three races last year—tfie two class races and the 
race with the Columhia Freshmen at New-London. 

Cabot was No. 5in the same boat with Sawyer, 
and Hammond was No. 6. The latter was also 
Captain, and, if his rowing form was not of the 
best, his superior abilities as a leader and discipli- 
narian, contributed largely to the success of his 
crew. 

Pfeiffer is a graduate of Dartmouth Collegein the 
Class of °77, and is now in the Harvard Medical 
School. Although a member of his coliege crew, he 
never took part in coliege races, and, therefore, his 
racing experience must be regarded as limited. 

Hudgens, No. 6, isundergoing his first yoar’s ex- 

erience as an oarsman, having never satin a rac- 

ng shell before coming to college, 

Chaifant, No.7, a Junior, began rowing in his 
Freshman year asa member of his class crew, with- 
out, however, the experience of a race with a crew 
from another college, the proposed race with the 
eontemporary class at Colufhbia having been broken 
off. Last year he was a substitute with the ’varsity, 
and he has participated in three class races. 

Curtis was stroke of his class crew last year in 
the Spring and Fall class races, but a broken finger, 
received in a boyish scuffle with another member 
of the crew, prevented his rowing in the Columbia 
Tace. 

Warren was No. 6 in the victorious Junior crew 
in the class race last May, and has acquitted him- 
self creditably in two other ciass races. 

Belshaw was No. 7 in his class crew in the races 
last year. 

Buchman was coxswain of the 1883 crew, and 
has steered in four two-mile rrces. 

It will be seen from the above that four of the 
crew, one of the substitutes, and the coxswain wers 
members of the Freshman crew that beat the Co- 
lumbia Freshmen last year. Of the five, Sawyer 
has only been used to protracted out-of-door exer- 
cise, he having worked on his father’s farm at 
his home in Cumberland, Me. Capt. Brande- 
gee alone of the eight has rowed in 
a university race. Hudgens is a powerful Fresh- 
man, with the advantage of age and~much out-of- 
door exercise before coming to college. Pfeiffer 
also has age and several years’ experience as a 
general athlete in college, and Chalfant has had 
perhaps rather more physical exercise than the 
average college athlete gets. On the whole, the 
crew isof more than ordinary power. Curtis at 
stroke is so slight that he detracts from the other- 
wise solid appearance that the crew has, but as yet 
he has shown no signs of weaknessin the execu- 
tion of the work assigned him, but has, on the 
contrary, been able to drive the crew for all they 
are worth. 

The stroke the crew rows is much like that pulled 
by the Yale crew of last year—a long slide, involv- 
ing a liberal use of the legs and arms, but little of 
the back, and a quick recover. The stroke is 
rowed more smoothly and with fewer faults in the 
movements of the oar-blades in and out of the 
water than~that of the Yalecrew. The sharp, 
well-defined “‘catch’’ characteristic of the Yale 
crew of °76, and of Harvard crews since, is lacking, 
however, and the oars do not keep the firm 
grip of the water which marks thorough 
work. For a crew of one year’s experi- 
ence it rows its shell very steadily, and is 
well handled by Capt. Brandegee, who pulls the 
bow oar, a position which enables him to direct 
the crew’s movements to the best advantage. In 
another respect, however, Brandegee suffers in 
this place. Heretofore, and for the most of the 
time this year, he has rowed on the port side, and 
on the starboard he can do by no means as much 
work. The change was made, however, to keep 
the eight best men in the boat. Occasionally dur- 
ing the Winter, and generally three or four times 
weekly for the last six weeks, the crew has been 
coached by Mr. R. Clifford Watson, ’69, who will 
accompany it to New-London. It will take with it 
to that place two eight-oared shells, a paper built 
by E. Watets & Son, of Troy, anda cedar built by 
Thomas Fearon, of Yonkers. The boats are rigged 

with swivel row-locks, but the crew has discarded 
the ‘‘leg-o’-mutton” oars, and will use the old 
straight blades. Its table will be under the charge 
of Robert Churchill, who has cared for all Harvard 


crews since 1876.

THE CREW FROM YALE. 
THE ABILITIES AND FAULTS OF THE MEN 
SELECTED—THE TRAINING UNDERGONE. 


“ New-Haven, June 23.—Five of the eight 


men who are to represent Yale College in the uni- 
versity race with Harvard a week hence started for 
New-London this morning. The other three are 
detained ty their annual examinations, but will 
follow them to-morrow. The steam launch which 
a number of New-York Alumni has presented to 
the Navy has arrived from Chester, Penn., where it 
has been building, and the crew will be busy from 
this time on with daily pulls over the course, start- 
ing from its quarters at Gale’s Ferry, under the 
tuition of its coach, Mr. Fred Wood, °76. The men 
are in capital physical condition and good spirits.

in a university boat, which {is an im- 
portant item in forecasting the _ possible 
issue of a four-mile contest. The eight 
without exception occupy seats in the boat which 
they also filled a yearago. This experience has 
iven them skill and endurance which the present 

inter’s exercise has been designed to increase. 
Through the cold Winter they have pulled from 
500 to 1,000 strokes on the hydraulic machines, 
and taken a run of three or four miles daily. 
When Spring first came they launched their 
shell on the harbor, and began to row at the out- 


set once a day, but for the past month both at 10 
in the morning and 5in the evening, All this train- 
ing has kept them in such fine condition that there 
has not been a case of sickness among them during 
the year. The stroke which they have adopted is 
the same as that which they used lastseason. This 
gave them, to start with, an acquaintauce with 
the rudiments of what was expected of them in 
the way of form, and Mr. Fred Wood, a graduate 
of the college in 1876, has given his constant atten- 
.tion to teaching them the art of driving their boat 
through the water with speed and economy of 


wer. 
On the other hand, to counter-balance all these 
advantages the crew has had laid before it 
the enormous task of mastering the subtleties of 
the Yale stroke. The importance of method

dangerous for thestoutest. The stroke which the 
blue is trying to row this season is a development 
of that which Capt,Cook invented half adozen years 
ago and which has been rowed here since then ex- 
cept in 1878 and 1879. In 1877 Harvard defeated Yale 


at Springfield with no apparent advantage over her: 


unless it might be in the stroke. Yale, therefore, 
adopted Harvard’s method for two seasons with 
disastrous results. This was the so-called ‘* jack- 
knife stroke,” in which the body is bent 
far forward on_ the catch, the slide used 
only for four or five inches, and the chief strain 
thrown on the back. In the Cook style the body 
is bent forward only a trifie on the catch, while 
the arms, shot quickly away, are extended at full 
length. The greatest part of the work is done b 
the legs, which are kicked out stoutly at eac 
stroke driving the slide from 2to 25 inches, and 
carrying the oar through the water with the power 
concentrated on the initial effort. To do all this 
with perfection demands greater grace of move- 
ment than is often to be found in men of so great 
size and strength as make up the present Yale 
university eight. Taking the crew as a whole, the 
men drive the boat along with considerable dash 
and speed, but their rowing is ragged to a degree 
asa brief notice of the personne and method o 
each of them individualiy will show. 

The bow oar, John B. Collins, St. Joseph, Mo., is 
Captain of the crew. He was selected for his present 
position in 1879 by Capt. Thompson, and has there- 
fore already rowed in two university races. His 
build is what boating men call stocky, with very 
powerful back and hips, which gives him great 
strength and endurance but detracts from his 
skill as an oarsman. He bows his back conspicuous- 
ly, which prevents his getting his full power on. He 
is slow in getting his hands away on the recover, 
and, like allthe others of the crew, makes up for 
it by meeting his oar. 

No. 2, Philo C. Fuller, Grand Rapids, Mich., pulled 
stroke on the 79 crew, and rowed in his present 
position last year. He is slimly built, and in appear- 
ance the lightest man in the boat. As a conse- 
quence, he rows gracefully, but is inclined to cock 
his oar instead of catching the water firmly on the 
first part of his stroke. 

Frederick W. Rogers, Cambridge, Mass., earned 
his present place last year, when a Freshman, and 
is one of the three or four best men in the boat. In 
point of execution, he pulls his oar in toward his 
stomach and wastes his strength by dipping too 
deep, and by catching ahead of the rest of the crew. 

No. 4 is Nathaniel T. Guernsey, Dubuque, Iowa, 
who has already had the benefit of one year’s ex- 
perience in the university boat. and another's as a 
candidate for the °79 crew. He does rather more 
than an eighth of the workin consequence of his 
great strength, but is clumsy in his movements, 
rolls across the boat, andis slow about throwing 
his power into the stroke. 

Louis K. Hull, Lebanon, Conn., was substitute in 
1879, and is the heaviest man in the boat. He rows 
in poor form toa degree which defies the tuition 
of the coach. He swings away from his oar, in- 
stead of to and fro with hls comrades. He rushes 
forward to meet his oar with a ‘‘ buck” instead of 
drawing it up to him. He wastes his strength like 
No. 8, by catching ahead. In point of strength and 
method, No. 5 is very much the same sort of an 
oarsman as was Capt. Thompson, who played so 
important a part in Yale’s boating history for four 
years. 

No. 6, George B. Rogers, Cambridge, Mass., is 
a member of the Law School; has already rowed 
in three universitv races, and is a veteran oars- 
man. He was Captain of last year’s crew, and is 
credited in college circles with no smalishare of 
the praise for its victory. He is the tallest and 
strongest man in the boat.. At present he is 
trained rather too fine, having been reduced from 
218 to 184 pounds by the year’s work. He is 
coached chiefly for swinging toward his oar, and, 
like No. 5, for catching ahead. 

Charles B. Storrs, New-York City, the starboard 
stroke, rowed first in the 79 crew. He is a giant 
in physique, and a universal athletic genius, excel- 
ling at once in foot-baj!, base-ball, and boating. 
As an oarsman his faults are a tendency to cock 
his oar, and to be slow on the catch. 

Henry T. Folsom, Orange, N. J., fills the position 
of stroke, the most responsible in the boat, for the 
second year. He is pronounced by Capt. Cook the 
finest stroke whom, in his wide experience, he 
ever saw in a college boat. He has the barrel- 
shaped figure which betokens great powers of en- 
duranve, and he sets a rapid stroke tor four miles 
without fault or hesitancy. 

The date of the race is not as yet determined, 
but in all probability will be Friday, the 1st of 
July, as desired by Harvard, The Yale crew will 
row in a paper boat built by Waters, of Troy, 
rigged with seats inthe centre and with the Davis 
oars. The contest promises to be close and excit- 
ing, and will probably narrow down to a contest 
of strength represented by Yale against style rep- 
resented by Harvard. The Yale men have done 
little rowing over the course on time as yet, but it 
is reported to-day that they made the four miles in 
practice just before leaving for New-London in 
21:20. If they do as well in the race it will require 
very fast rowing to defeat them.

SUCCESSFUL FARMING IN TENNESSEE. 

From the Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche, June 18. 
In the Spring of 1873 a gentleman who was 
financially ruined bought a cottage and four acres 
of land four miles from Memphs. There was noth- 
ing growing on the land and the cottage wasa 
dilapidated structure. In the Spring of 1874 he 
made a} garden, planted shade and fruit trees and 
flowers. At the end of the year some money had 


been saved and the table had been supplied all the 
time. There were also eggs and Spring chickens, 
and acowthat supplied milk and butter. Next 
year strawberry plants were pu’ out on rented 
land, and a good and ee crop of sweet 
and Irish potatoes and turnips were raised. 
Another lot of 2244 acres 
chased at $60 ~=per 
potatoes, strawberries, fruit and shade trees, 
and grape-vines. Raised forage to feed the team 
and pork to feed the family. In 1877 hia books 
showed $2,000 profits. Then he added 10% acres to 
his farm. In 1878 he bought 82 acres and planted 
eight acres in strawberries. In 1879 he planted 
one-tenth of an acre in cotton, using common seed, 
which produced 350 pounds seed-cotton. In 1880 
lanted two acres, which produced four bales of 
pounds each. The soil is red clay, worn and 
washed in deep gullies. The cotton was 
raised on ground that had been deemed 
too poor to cultivate by its former owner, 
and had lain idle for many years. A plow and 
road scraper wiped out the gullies, and stabie ma- 
nure and field peas put life into the soil. Thus, a 
mere suggestion of a farm, so to speak, with no 
live stock, no crop, no tools, no outbuildings, no 
fences, with seven years of unceasing toil have 
brought forth brilliant results. This industrious: 
gentleman now has nearly 100 acresof landina 
high state of cultivation, and tools to cultivate it. 
On this farm there are shade trees 40 feet high, 2,000' 
bearing fruit trees, 20 acres in smali fruits, 15 acres 
in clover,a growing crop worth $2,000, and a 
comfortab’e house of eight rooms. This farmer 
owes no debts, and has a small balance to his credit 
in bank. ‘There was no financiering, no trading, , 
no dodging of bills, no bull-dozing laborers—noth- 
ing but plain, straightforward hard work’’—to ac- 
complish these results. Seven years ago this rural 
gentleman was in poor health, and further afilicted. 
by a partial loss of sight, with a helpless family de- 
pendent upon him. His experience affords a strik- 
ing illustration of what industry and perseverance: 
can accomplish in Tennessee. The above is not a. 
figment of the imagination, but are the points em-* 
braced in aletterfrom this experimental farmer 
himself to the Hon. William R. Moore, who had re- 
quested him to write out his experience. 

THE RED SPOT ON JUPITER. i 
DEARBORN OBSERVATORY, CHIcAGo, June 18, “: 

To the Editor of the Chicago Tribune; - ; 
The remarkable red spot which appeared on 
the southern hemisphere of Jupiter in 1878, and’ 
which remained without material change in its 
shape, size, or position during 1879 and 1880, has 
been an object of unusual interest, as affording a 


ready means for ascertaining the time of the plan- 
et’s rotation. As Jupiter has been a special study. 
for the past two years with the great refractor of 
the Dearborn Observatory, it was a matter of con- 
siderable interest to ascertain as early as possible 
whether the spot would continue to be visible 
during the present opposiuon. This morning 
the telescope was directed on the planet 
and, although the sun had already risen, 
the spot was distinctly seen, and very 
fair micrometer measurements of its longi- 
tude were secured. The time of transit over Jupi-: 
ter’s central meridian, deduced from these meas-:+ 
ures, Was June 18, 5h. 27.4m. A.M. The computed’ 
time of transit of the spot referred to Sept. 25, 
1879, and based on the theory of a gradual increase 
in the time of rotation, due to the shifting of the» 
centre of the spot, gave for the time of transit: 
June 18, 5h. 26.6m. A. M., agreeing substantially 
with observation. 
by Prof. Colbert from the observations of 1879 was 
9h. 55m. 34.2s. The mean period up to January, 
1881, was abont one second greater. From Sept. 
25, 1879, to June 18, 1881, accordingsto our theory, it 
should be 9h. 55m. 35.46s., or an actual period of 
9h. 55m. 37.7s. for the present time.

amount to that proceeding from Germany, and, 
taking the proportion of the population from 
which it is drawn, is greatly In excess of it. its 
quality is as remarkable as its quantity.

OSTIA, THE PORT OF ROME. 
i From the Pall Mall Gazette. : 
~ Ostia, then, called into being‘ because Rome 
stood on the Tiber, is eminently a child of the 
Tiber. But Father Tiber is unluckily one of those 
fathers who do not scruple to swallow up their 
own children. He has changed his course, and’ he 


has changed it in a way which is not alittle danger-: 
ous for what is still left of Ostia. The diggings. 


which have been carried on by the Italian Govern- 
ment are most praiseworthy, and they have brought 
to light much that is interesting and imstructive. 
Bat streets, storehouses, temples, theatres, will in 
vain be dug out if the ravenous river god ‘is to gulp 
them down as soon as they are dug out. At the 
resent moment one street, with its pavement laid 
are, With its buildings still standing on each side,, 
leads in a perilous manner into the stream. And 
what is left of Ostia is indeed worth preserving. 
Only asmail part of the town nas as yet been dug 
out; but, even as it is, Ostia‘is becoming a fair rival 
to Pompeii. The interest, indeed, is of a somewhat 
different kind in two the places. Pompeii willcome 
first with the artist and Ostia with the historian. 
Nothing of any moment ever happened at Pompeii 
except the destruction and the discovery of 
—— itself. But a great deal happened 
at Ostia, and that at widely distant dates. 
Ostia, destroyed by Marius, restored by Sulla, was 
failing in the days of Strabo to discharge its duty 
as the haven of Rome. It had yielded to the same 
enemy which afterward_overcame Ravenna and 
Pisa; the slit of Father Tiber was too muck for it. 
Yet, notwithstanding this misfortune, notwith- 
standing the change which it led to, when Claudius 
found it needful to transfer the harbor of Rome to 
Portus on the other side of the river, Ostia con- 
trived to live on through all disadvantages.

«. THE EXTINCTION OF THE EAGLES, *x« 
~ A correspondent of the’ Litchfield (Conn.) 
Enquirer writes as follows of the practical extinc- 
tion of the bald-headed eagle from the Connecticut 
hills: “ A pair of these birds have lived for many 
years in the vicinity of Bantam Lake, and visitors’ 
there were often delighted at the sight of them: 
soaring high in air. One very clear day last August: 
they came up to the village.and remained circling, 


far above the flag-staff and West Park for nearly 
an hour at high noon. Groups collected upon the 
corners to admire them, as their changing positions’ 
brought the bright sun-light full upon their splen- 
did white heads and magnificent wings... It was’ 
the first time several of our visitors had’ seen an 
eagle, and it was afterward remarked by 
them ‘what a beautiful sight those eagles were, 
above the village green.’ In your last week's 
paper I read, with surprise and sorrow, that they 
had been ‘shot at Bantam Lake!’ So the last 
pair of eagles disappear from old Litchfield, and 
the species is now forever extinct here; there will 
never be any more of them. Their age was no 
doubt very great. The eagle does not come to 
maturity until 5 years old, and lives a long. 
time. One died in Vienna after a captivity of 105: 
years. Who can tell for how many scores of years" 
this pair had kept watch over Bantam Lake.

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TWO SPECTRAL LODGERS 


GHOSTS IN A FOURTEENTH-STREET 
BOARDING-HOUSE. 

BOARDERS FRIGHTENED AWAY AND &ER- 

VANTS IN TERROR—WHAT PERSONS WHO 


HAVE SEEN THE PHANTOMS BAY. 


Two alleged ghosts have been engaged in the 
unholy business of making day and night alike 
hideous for sometime pastin the house at No. 
181 West Fourteenth-street. The building is situ- 
ated just west of the Twenty-second Regiment 
Armory, which it adjoins, and is of brick, four 
stories and basement. During the past year the 
house . has been occupied by Mrs. Mary 
Carr, a widow lady, as a boarding-house, 
and at times it has been completely filled, 
as wmapy as 380 persons lodging beneath 
its roof. The ghosts, however, have played 
sad havoc with Mrs. Carr’s business of late, and 
her boarders have been gradually leaving her as 
the fact dawned on their minds that the house was 
haunted. Six left her yesterday, and during the 
week she has lost 12 of her best patrons. The poor 
woman, when she was met bya Tres reporter 
yesterday, burst into tears and said that some en- 
emy had determined to ruin her, and that he was 
fast accomplishing his purpose. She was very 
much excited, as well she might be, and it was ut- 
terly impossible to get a coherent story from her. 
She said that the two ghosts that are supposed to 
haunt the house had never appeared to her per- 
sonally, but for the past year—indeed, from the 
day when she moved into the house—they 
had appeared .to the servants and fright- 
ened them away. She had found {t almost im- 
possible to retain a chamber-maid or a cook 
more than a week at a time, and In many 
instances the servants left her the day after 
they were engaged.:; The complaint was always 
the same.: One or the other of the two alleged 
** ghosts” had been seen by them. Until very re- 
cently, however, the ghosta have confined their 
attention exclusively to the servants, and the 
boarders have been leftto enjoy their rooms in 
peace. Mrs, Carr, being a woman who can hold 
her tongue in subjection, kept the gloomy secret 
in her own bosom, and with the exception of the 


annoyance caused by the necessity of constantly 
engaging new “help” no disastrous results {ol- 
lowed the ghostly visitations. ; 

Those who have seen the unearthly visitors all 
agree in their description of their personal char- 
acteristics, so that it may be set down as certain 
that only two ghosts have taken up their 
pbode up to this time in the Four- 
teenth-street house. They are a man and a 
woman. The manis described as tall and slightly 
stooping, with English side whiskers, mustache, and 
very large black eyes, which strike terror to all 
upon whom they are turned. The woman isa 
maiden lady, who seems to have just passed the 
age of 20, and her face, though beautiful, is dis- 
figured by marks which would seem to indicate a 
life of dissipation. She has bionde hair, and is 
fond of standing before the mirror ig the 
front parlor and dressingit. She has been seen 
in this position very many} times, Mrs. Carr 
says, by several of her servants and by at least one 
of her boarders, whose name she declined to re- 
veal. Both the ghosts differ from those with which 
we have been familiar from childhood in that they 
seem tobe restricted to no hours in the regulation 
of their appearances. They are apparently per- 
mitted to roam at will in the apartments of the 
house whenever it suits their convenience, 
whether it be at high noon or at the solemn hour 
of midnight, the latter time being that usually 
affected by the ghost species. The man has been 
geen by a colored waiter sitting calmly at 
the window of the dining-room, which is 
in the basement, in the early afternoon 
studying with a critical eye the fashions displaye 
by the ladies as they passed by the house, and 
while the waiter’s hair has been rising on end his 
ghostship has melted away into thin air. The lady 
nas a preference for making her toilet in the parlor 
during the morning. The two have never been 
seen together, and, so far as is known, they hold no 
communication with each other. Mrs. Carr asserts 
that some of the more favored of her servants have 
been permitted to gaze upon both, but not at the 
same time. These are the general characteristics 
of the two ghosts, as described from hearsay—for 
she has never seen either—by the lady of the house. 

About two weeks ago the alleged ghosts appa- 
rently became tired of the exclusive society of the 
servants of the house, or, perhaps, some one of 
the many new ones which Mrs. Carr was forced to 
employ did not meet with their approbation, and 
they began to bestow some little of their attention 
upon the boarders, aiming, no doubt, to secure 
recognition in a higher circle than that of the 
kitchen. The man penetrated one night, between 
12 and 1 o’clock, to the bed-chamber of a gentle- 
man who had been with Mrs. Carr ever since 
she had taken the house. The gentleman, 
whose name Mrs. Carr declined to reveal, awoke 
in a cold sweat, to find the male ghost standing by 
his bedside and looking down upon him contemp- 
tuously with his large black eyes. While the 
boarder was endeavoring to collect his senses the 
ghost reached forward, and, seizing the bed- 
clothes, pulled them from the prostrate form of 
the boarder, deposited them on the floor, and then 
mysteriously disappeared. The gentlemen is nota 
coward, but a visitation of this unusual character 

. athe dead of night is not calculated to increase 
one’s confidence in his surroundings. He 
mentioned the fact to his landlady in the 
morning, but finally came to the conclusion 
that he had = been afflicted with the 
nightmare, and dismissed the affair from his mind. 
The ghostly visit, however, was repeated the next 
night and the next, until finally one morning this 
most eligible of boarders packed his trunk and fled 
from the ghost and from the house. The story 
aoow began to be circulated among the inmates of 
the house, and the more timid dropped away one 
by one, but others came to take their places, and 
Mrs. Carr was not discouraged. On Monday of 
last week a gentleman engaged a room in the 
house, and on Tuesday morning he took his bag- 
gage and left. The ghost of the man had paid him 
2 Visit on his first and only night in the house, 
and he had not the nerve to risk a repetition of 
the visit. 

On Saturday last Mrs. Carr told Officer Clinge, 
of the Twenty-ninth Precinct, whose beat pass- 
es her house, of the trouble in which she was 
involved, and he made a thorough examinatiou of 
the premises. He says that when the front door is 
locked there is absolutely no way fora man to get 
into the house except by committing burglary. On 
Tuesday night the male ghost played his trump 
eard, and created such an excitement that the 
facts of the mystery could no longer be 
kept from all the inmates of the house. 
On that night the chamber-maid retired 
at about 10 o’clock. She sleeps in a room on the 
top floor of the house. Just before midnight she 
awoke, experiencing a peculiarly cold feeling. A 
reeble light from the hall stole into her room, so 
that she could just distinguish large objects, but 
nothing more. As she awoke she saw a man 
standing a few feet from her bed, with his back 
toward her. She knew nothing about the ghost 
at this time, and her heart stood still. 
The man turned and faced her. He was tall and 
slightly stooping, with side whiskers and mustache, 
and large, black eyes. It was the male ghost of 
No. 181 West Fourteenth-street. His hand was 
raised and rested on his breast. The girl gave one 
scream and fainted. When she recovered the 
figure was still in the room, butit had moved toa 
corner and stood there eyeing her. She tainted 
again and again recovered. The ghost was now at 
the foot of the bed, but he seemed to have diminished 
in height about one-half. He gradually grew smaller 
and smaller, until finally he disappeared altogether. 
The girl jumped from the bed and ran screaming 
down the stairs to her mistress, to whom she told 
her story. The whole house was aroused, and peo- 
ple in the streets, attracted by the girl's cries, 
congregated around the door. Officer Chap- 
man, was on post at the time, and 
Mrs. Carr called him into the house. He 
says that the excitement was tremendous. The 
cbamber-maid sat in the basement trembling with 
fright, and rocking herself to and fro. The cook, 
who is a Catholic, was sprinkling holy water on the 
floor and every article of furniture in the room. 
Accompanied by Mrs. Carr, who is a woman of ex- 
traordinary nerve, the policeman searched the 
house from the top floor to the basement, but 
tound no man answering to the description given 
of the ghost. Officer Clinge came on post and re- 
lieved Chapman, and he, too, went over the house. 
He says that no man could have entered except 
through the door, unless by breaking into the 
noust, and there wasno signof anything of the 
kind. 

This is but one of many instances in which the 
ghost is alleged to have appeared, but the commo- 
tion made in this case was the first intimation that 
most of the boarders had that they were living in 
the company of departed spirits. Mr. Pierre, 
& Spaniard, who has a room in the house 
now, brought to mind an adventure which 
be had had with the ghost. and _ related 
it to Officer Clinge. He said that he sat in his room 
reading one night, a short time ago, when he 
thought he heard footsteps ascending the stairs. 
He looked up and saw standing at his door a tall 
man with side-whiskers and mustache and large 
black eyes, dressed in a black coat and light panta- 
loons. As her looked the figure disappeared, and 
he fancied that he heard it running up stairs, but 
be could not say what became of it, as he went on 
with his reading and took no more notice of it. 
After the scene of Tuesday night the inmates of 
the house were in mortal terror, and Offi- 
ver Chapman induced Mr. Harry Paine, formerly 
advertising agent of Haverly’s Fourteenth-Street 
Theatre, to remain in the house and watch for the 

hosts on Wednesday night. Mr. Paine has no 
ear of the supernatural before his eyes, and he 
accepted the commission. Armed with a loaded 
whip-stock, intended to test the corporeal nature of 
the male ghost, should he appear, Mr. Paine went 
to the house and began his vigil with Mrs. 
Carr and some of the servants. At about 2 
o’clock yesterday morning, no ghost having ap- 
peared, and the company in general being af- 
flicted with an attack of yawning, Mr. Paine con- 
cluded to take a littie nap so as to be fresh for an 
encounter with the ghost when it should suit his 
convenience to appear. Leaving the others inthe 
basement, he mounted to the fourth story and en- 
tered one of the bedrooms. There was no lock to 
the door, and, in order to know whether it 
bad been disturbed during his sleep, he tied 
one end of a piece of string to the knob 
and pinned the other end lightly to the wall. Then 
be lay down on the outside of the bed, with his 
clothes on, grasping his trusty whip-stock in his 
hend. He had fallen into a light sleep, when sud- 
denly he felt two large hands pounce, on his two 
ankles, and with one wrench his legs were thrown 
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quick enough. As bs raised his arm_ to 
strike he saw what appeared to be a solid shadow 
pass er through the open doorway and disap- 
pear. He rushed out into the hall and searched 
every part of it, but could find no sign of his rude 
and mysterious visitor. That was the last appear- 
ance of the male ghost to date. The ghost had 
taken an unusual course for the regulation spirit. 
Instead of passing through the wall or coming 
through the roof he had ovened the door to gain 
an entrance, and the string hung dangling from 
the knob. “It was a living man,” said Mr. Paine 
to Officer Chapman, ‘' as sure as I am a living man, 
sae if I had been a little quicker I would have laid 

™m out.’ 

In addition to the mysterious appearance of the 
two ghosts, unearthly noises and moans have been 
heard in the house by the servants and others. At 
times a heavy body would seem to fall against a 
door, and then would follow a series of diabolical 
groans, which caused the pose servant girls to 
shudder with fear. Although the ghosts have not 
as yet deigned to pay their compliments personally 
to the landlady, she has heard mysterious rustlings 
of garments, felt mysterious breezes of cold air, 
and on one occasion, when going up stairs, she 
felt a cold hand on her face, To those 
who really believe that the house is haunted, 
and that the two persons who are creating 
all this trouble are really ghosts, events which have 
happened in the house in past years offer a satis- 
factory explanation of the g pane & visitations, 
Some years ago another family occupied the house, 
and one of the daughters, a young lady about 24 
years of age, was very beautiful, but addicted to 
the use of liquor. She was engaged to a merchant, 
who started for Europe and was drowned on the 
passage. After thissad event the young woman 
drank more freely than ever, and, it is said, died 
from the effects of this indulgence, A brother 
of the young lady committed suicide by ———— 
shortly after. Officer Clinge, who knew the young 
mamand woman well by sight, says that the de- 
<n given by the male ghost is precisely that 
of the young suicide, and that given of the female 
ghost tallies with the appearance of the unfortu- 
nate young woman. The theory is that the brother 
and sister now haunt the house in which their last 
unhappy days were spent. Those who reject the 
ep philosophy believe either that Mrs. Carr 

as some enemy who has taken this method of an-

DICK AUSTIN SENT TO PRISON. 


> 

HIS ADVOCACY OF TEETOTALISM FAILS TO 
: SAVE HIM. 

* Richard Austin, better known as “ Dick” 
Austin, the temperance exhorter, convicted of 
selling a five-cent lottery policy slip to one of An- 
thony Comstock’s detectives at No. 206 Division- 
street, was called up for sentence inthe General 
Sessions Court, yesterday. Col. Charles S. Spencer, 
in invoking the clemency of the court, said that 
the prisoner during his career as a temperance ad- 
vocate had done considerable good. Recorder 
Smyth said the affidavits of Mr. Comstock 
set forth that the prisoner had been engaged 
in the lottery business for many years, and 
had offended repeatedly. His clerk had 


been arrested for selling policy slips at the “same 
place, but, being a subordinate, had been leniently 
dealt with. Men who employed others to violate 
the law should, however, be dealt with differently. 
When lottery cases were first brought: before him 
he gave notice that a repetition of the offense 
would result in the infliction of very severe punish- 
ment. It was well known thatthe Lottery law was 
openly violated in this City every hour of the day, 
to such an extent that the Governor had to issue a 
proclamation urging District Attorneys to do their 
duty. The object of punishment was two-fold—to 
prevent a repetition of the offense and to deter 
others from breaking the law. It was necessary 
that an example should be made, as a warning to 
others who may be engaged in illegal business. His 
Honor then sentenced Austin to one year’s impris- 
onment in State prison and a fine of $250, the most 
severe punishment ever inflicted on a lottery pol- 
icy-dealer in this City. :

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LONG BRANCH ALL ALIVE 


FULL OF CABINET OFFICERS, VET- 
ERANS, AND EDITORS. 

A BECEPTION BY THE PRESIDENT—THE BAN- 
QUET OF THE SEVENTH REGIMENT VET- 
ERANS—SPEECHES BY THREE MEMBERS 
OF THE CABINET. 


» Anybody might want to be a veteran of the 
Seventh Regiment after seeing what a grand time 
they had yesterday. They started out in a special 
train on the elevated road, went to Long Braneh, 
passed in review before President Garfield, ate a 
fine dinner at the West End Hotel, listened to 
speeches by Secretary of the Treasury Windom, 
Secretary of the Navy Hunt, and Postmaster-Gon- 
eral James, and then came home again, none the 
worse for wear. The veterans met in their armory 
early yesterday morning, and marched to the 
Third-avenue Elevated Railroad, where a special 
train was in waiting. This carried them 
down to the City Hall, and from there they 
marched down Broadway and down to the foot of 
Liberty-street, where they took the steamer St. 
Johns for Sandy Hook. They numbered nearly 
800, including a number of guests, and they were 
accompanied by the fall regimental band. The 
boat started at 10:40 o’clock, and two hours later 
they were at the Elberon Station in Long Branch. 


From there they marched to the Elberon Hotel 
and saluted President Garfield, and then went to 
the West End Hotel, where the cooks were stewing, 
and frying, and roasting a grand banquet for 
them, As soon as he had taken a look at the vet- 
erans, President Garfield, accompanied by his Sec- 
retary, Col. Rockwell, drove over to the Ocean Ho- 
tel, where 850 Pennsylvania editors and their sis- 
sters and their cousins and their little boys were 
waiting to shake his hand, The editors had 
made great preparations to receive him. The 
master of ceremonies was the editor of a 
Sunday newspaper in Philadelphia, who, gor- 
geously clad in a claw-hammer coat and 
an angelic expression of countenance, was several 
times mistaken for the President himself. The 
local editor of the Clumpville Banner, and the as- 
sistant business manager of the Paducah 77wmpet 
assisted a regular correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Slow Coach to stretch out the chairs in the 
Ocean Hotel parlor in twolong rows, and to tell the 
waiting multitude just how they were to conduct 
themselves when the President arrived. When 
he did arrive, he was welcomed on the 
piazza by Mr. Charles Leland and Mr. Warren 
Leland, and Lee, the head hallman, sprang for- 
ward and whisked off the few grains of dust that 
had gathered on his coat in driving from the other 
end of town. ‘The newspaper magnates above 
mentioned then seized upon the President, and 
taking nim into the little reception-room near the 
office closed and locked all the doors. However 
suspicious this might look, the President’s temper- 
ance principles are too well know to leave room 
for any suspicion. Five minutes afterward the 
President was standing at one end of the parlor, 
and the Pennsylvanians were using his right arm 
like the handle of the town pump. He took it all! 
good naturedly, and bowed to the party as they 
heartily clapped their hands when he was going 
away. As he stepped out upon the piazza again 
his eyes rested upon the revenue cutter Chandler 
that had tain off the iron pier all day, and connect- 
ed with this cutter there is a story. 

The story of the revenue cutter is, no doubt, as 
true as half the stories ‘that fly about watering- 

laces. When Secretary Windom reached Long 
ranch, so the taie runs, he desired to visit Sea- 
bright. Not being weil acquainted with the ins 
and outsof that part of the !country, he had justa 
dim idea that Seabright was somewhere on the 
coast. Having control of the revenue cutters kept 
in New-York he thought he would make a sea trip 
to Seabright, so he telegraphed to the City ordering 
down one of the cutters. About 10 0’clock in the 
morning therevenue cutter reached Long Branch. 
The tide was then so low that the deck of the cutter 
was about 20 feet below the floor of theiron pier, so 
that the Secretary would have been compelled to 
slide downa rope to board her. But this was not 
the worst of it. The Captain of the cutter said 
there was no pier at Seabright, and no possible 
place toland. So the Secretary let the cutter take 
a day’s rest, while he hired a carriage and was 
driven to Seabright in something less than 10 
minutes. 

Immediately after the reception, in the Ocean 
Hotel, the President drove back to the Elberon, 
where he spent the remainder of the afternoon. 
He was to have attended the dinner of the Seventh 
Regiment Veterans, but was prevented by the sud- 
den death of his uncle. He said that he dia not 
object to holding the reception, under the circum- 
stances, as that was only a formality, but he could 
not gotothe dinner and partake in the festivities, 
The veterans were waiting, hungrily, when the 
dinner-hour arrived. They filled four large tables 
in the dining-room, besides a table for the offi- 
cers and guests. at which were seated Col. E. N. 
Crawford, Secretary Windom, Secretary Hunt, Post- 
master-General James, Gen. Van Vlict, the Rev. 
Dr. Newland Maynard, Collector Merritt, J. Seaver 
Page, Senator McPherson, ex-Collector Thomas C. 
Murphy, and Hugh J. Hastings. At the heads of 
the other tables were the members of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements, Capt. J. H. Kent, Lieut. 
Crocker, Commissary Kemp, Quartermaster Win- 
chester, and Paymaster McLaren. The most con- 
spicuous article on the table wasa huge salmon, 
said to have been caught with an angle-worm by 
Quartermaster Winchester in the Lower Bay. When 
the last bone of the salmon had been picked, and 
800 cups of coffee had begun to melt 300 plates of 
ice-cream, and the last bottle of champagne had 
ceased to sizzle, Col. Crawford congratulated the 
veterans on the auspicious celebration of their an- 
niversary. He then proposed the first toast, ‘‘ The 
President of the United States,” and called upon 
Secretary Windom to respond, in the absence of the 
President. Both the President and the Secretary 
were heartily cheered. ‘*lam quite incompetent to 
represent the President in the matter of speech- 
making,’”? Secretary Windom said; ‘‘ but I return 
my thanks for the cordial reception you have given 
his name. I beg to express, too, my profound 
thanks for your cordial reception of myself. I re- 
gard the President as one of the ablest speakers in 
the country. I bear to you, directly from him, his 
deep regret that he could not be with you to-day. 
Itishardly becoming in me to praise him, and yet, 
a 20 years’ acquaintance with him makes it 
impossible for me to say a word against him. 
He illustrates the capabilities of an American 
citizen, representing in his history what is opea 
to every American youth. You know his history. 
I believe no man ever sought more honestly to 
serve his country than the present President of the 
United States. The office is not by any meansa 
bed of roses. There is no more responsible post, 
or more honorable, than the Presidency of 50,000,- 
0cO people. I ama good deal more of a civil 
service reformer than when I entered the Secreta- 
ryship of the Treasury three and one-half months 
ago. Inthe last 100 days afew thousand men in 
search of office have taken nine-tenths of the time 
of the President and his Cabinet advisers. This 
time is due to the 50,000,000 people rather than 
to the office-seekers. I congratulate you upon the 
present condition of the country. Financially, it 
Was never more sound. Twenty years ago, wken 
many of you now present were at the front fight- 
ing for your country, the Government had to pay 
20 per cent, to borrow money. Now we can get 
more than we want at 344 percent. American 
bonds are now mostly held in America, and to-day 
we stand first among all the nations of the earth. 

After a great many cheers for Secretary Win- 
dom, Col. Crawford gave the next toast, ‘ The 
Governor of the State of New-York.” In the ahb- 
sence of Chauncey M. Depew, who had usually re- 
sponded to this toast, he said, no response would 
be made, but three good lively cheers would be 
given. They were given, and. after a song by the 
regimental glee club, Senator McPherson. re- 
sponded to the toast, ** The State of New-Jersey.” 
When, in the course of his remarks, he mentioned 
the name of Postmaster-General James, he was in- 
terrupted with ‘three cheers for a New-York 
boy.’”? Gen. Van Vliet responded to the next 
toast, ‘‘The Regular Army.” ‘It is the easiost 
toast I can answer to.” he said, “for 
the regular Army answers for itself. I admire 
veterans; there’s nothing green about a veteran. 
But some of the veterans Isee here must have be- 
gun to bear arms very early in life. We would 
have crushed out the late war ourselves, if the 
volunteers had not stepped in and taken the honors 
away from us. The courage of a man increases, I 
notice, as danger decreases; but it takes a bushel- 
basket full of bullets to killa good soldier. I hope 
you will keep this up all the time, because the 
closer you come to grape the less dangerous it be- 
comes.”’ 

The toast, *‘The Navy,’ was responded to b 
Secretary Hunt. “I thank you for the compli- 
ment you have paid me,” he said at the end of 
about five minutes of cheering. ‘‘I am not vain 
enough to think that it means anything personal. 
I thank you for your welcome and your hospi- 
tality. I have often asked myself the question, 
what form of government is the strongest, and I 
have no doubt that a republic is. Some of the 
gentlemen have spoken of the Cabinet being an- 
chored in New-Jersey, and I am sure there is good 
anchorage here. But we are not going to anchor in 


any State, but in that ground of which the United | 


States is the sole owner, that 10 miles square, the 
District of Columbia. There we will show you that 
no pent up Utica contracts our powers; began 
laughter and cheers;] the whole boundless conti- 
nent is ours by right of birth and by right of 
conquest,”’ 

Three hearty cheers were given for the Secretary 
of the Navy. “not on account of the office, but per- 
sonally,”* and then Postmaster-General James re- 
sponded to ‘The Postal Department.” The Vet- 
erans would not let him begin for some minutes, 
with their cheering. ‘I thank youfrom the bot- 
tom of my heart,” ho said, “for this kind recep- 
tion. I don’t propose to inflict a speech upon 
my old _ fellow-citizens. I expected to be 
called upon to reply to the toast of the State 
of New-York, and when Iasked my friend Mur- 
phy what I should say, he said I should tell you 
that New-York State is equal to what Ireland was in 
the daysof Brian Boru. I wasastonished at hearing 
Secretary Windom’s speech; and I am glad to hear 
that he is a civil service reformer. ‘There is more 
ee in heaven over one sinner that repenteth—’ 

Great laughter.] Thefuture of civil service re- 
form is now assured. The postal service of the 
United States is the best in the world. Don’t you 
believe it? (Cries, ‘Yes, yes.’] Just think 
of its marvelous growth. [A voice, ‘in star route 
contracts.’] A hundred years ago it took 
two or __ three ap to send a letter 
from New-York to Philadelphia; to-day only six 
days separate the Golden Gate from Sandy Hook.

THE FERRYMAN’S SHADH ASKS THAT HIS 
en NAME sHALL BE REMEMBERED. 

“The Union Club of Dobbs’s Ferry gavea 
reception last evening to a large number of gen- 
tlemen, and the event was greatly enjoyed in that 
historic village. The club numbers about 75 mem- 
bers. Mr. C, H. Judson is the President, Mr. 0. 
P. McClellan the Secretary, and Mr. J. H. 
Ramseyer the Treasurer. Neither politics nor 
religion is talked of in the club, although the clergy 
and the political world are represented in its mem- 
bership. Among the members are Cyrus W. Field, 
D. B. Williamson, ex-Park Commissioner of ‘this 
City; A. C. Fields, Major Luckey, T. Losee, Charles 
Gesner, the veteran station-master; the Hon. 
W. A. Cole, F. J. Stone, Dr. Henry Draper, 
Julius Nathan, Judge C. G. Storms, the 


Rev, J. H. Hauxhurst, the Rey. George B, 
Reese, Dr. Pooley, Coroner Ackerman, R. L. 
Wildey, the Rev. T. M. Nevin, Dr. J. G. Ambler, 
and James Frazer. The club was organized about 
eight months ago, and the members protest 
against recognizing the village under any 
other name than that of Dobbs’s Ferry, 
out of respect to old John Dobbs, the ferry- 
man of Revolutionary times, About eight years 
ago some of the villagers, under the leadership of 
ex-Assemblyman D. O. Bradley, succeeded, not 
without violent opposition, however, in having the 
village incorporated under the name of Greenburg. 
Efforts to have the railroad station’s name changed 
were in vain, the veteran station-master insisting 
that it should remain as it was, Dobbs’s Ferry. 
The national Government was appealed to, and, al- 
though the Post Office wasforatime designated 
as that of Greenburg, it is now recognized at 
Washington as Dobbs’s Ferry Post Office. The ex- 
citement over this matter has at times been very 
great, but itis hoped by many that the name of 

reenburg will yet be wiped out altogether, and 
that the name of the old ferryman will supplant it 
and be perpetuated. 

The Union Club is purely a social one, and has 
become the resort of the better class of young men 
of the village. Last evening some of the best mu- 
sical talent of the surrounding country putin an 
appearance, and songs and speeches were followed 
by a banquet, Dr. J. G. Ambler, the well-known 
dentist, of this City, who lives at Dobbs’s Ferry, 
rend an exceedingly interesting history of 
the village, and also a long and very 
humorous letter supposed to have been re- 
cently received from old John Dobbs, the 
ferryman, who was long ago ‘‘gathered to his 
fathers.”” The-Doctor recited the early days of the 
ferryman and the foundation of the village, and 
told how one Sneeden, on the opposite side of the 
river, tried, many years ago, to obliterate the 
name of Dobbs’s Ferry in order to perpetuate his 
own name. The spirit of Dobbs called upon the 
present villagers to restore his name to the 
village, and to bury out of sight and hear- 
ing the modern name of Greenburg. The 
local hits made by the Doctor were loudly ap- 

lauded. Ex-Commissioner Williamson and Mr. 

razer followed with humorous speeches. The 
club now meets in the Mansfield Building, but 
expects to own a club-house in which to celebrate 
the restoration of Dobbs’s Ferry and the oblitera- 
tion of Greenburg.
